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DICTATOR REED REJOICES 


THE FIRST PART OF HIS 
OBJECT ACOOMPLISHED. 

A DEMOCRAT UNSEATED AND THE WAY 
OPEN FOR THE FUTURE MARCH OF 
REPUBLICAN SCHEMERS. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Dictator Reed was 
only bluffing after all. Having trampled on 
all the common parliamentary rights of the 
minority so long as he cared to doso, and until 
he had given the Republicans a chance to flock 
together, be has at last succeeded in turning 
out James M. Jackson, the Democratic Repre- 
sentative from the Fourth District of West Vir- 
ginia, and has seated Charles B. Smith, the Re- 
publican contestant 

This change of members was not made by 
counting the votes of anumber of Republicans 
less than a majority and by forcibly adding a 
sufficient number of silent Democrats to con- 
stitute what, in the estimation of Mr. Reed, isa 
coustitutional quorum, but by votes af 166 Re- 
publicans, which is 1 more than an actual ma- 
jority, as well as 1 more than a quorum, beyond 
any dispute. This result was reached only by 
the exercise of the strictest discipline on the 
part of the Republicans and at the close of a 
continuous session of eight and one-half hours, 

The ousting of Jacksov and the seating of 
Smith is one step nearer the adoption of the 
rules under which the House will do business, 
and without which they can do little business, 
The Speaker was perfectly aware that he could 
not secure by the aid of all the Republicans 
80 radical a change in the rules as he pro- 
poses to make. While he found several of his 
party friends opposed to making a revolution- 
ary change for permanent use, he was able to 
induce all of them to consent to the exercise 
of despotic “neasures to secure the additional 
members necessary to constitute a quorum of 


Republicans. There were not a few Repub- 
licans woo would not venture to pass a bill with 
less taan 165 votes. | 

It is doubtful whether Mr. Reed ever con- 
templated going so far as that himself. Now 
that Smituis in,1t will be easier to get 165 
Votes than it was before. Smith will help to 
unseat more Democrats, and, if the Repub- 
licans have good luck, they may be tenor a 
aozen men stronger ina month, and will then 
be fit to be trusted with the power and oppor- 
tunity of saying what rules shall cuntrol in 
conducting the business of the House. 

The proceedings to-day were almost entirely 
lacking in the exciting and disorderly scenes 
that charactcrized the sittings of last Wednes- 
day, Thursday, and Friday. ‘The galleries were 
not go full, many visitors who would bave been 
present being drawn away by the desire to look 
at the blackened front of the house of Secreta- 
ry ‘racy, and to hear the taik about the horri- 
bie tire. 

At the opening of business there was a short 
dispute between Mr. O'Ferrall of Virginia and 
Mr. McKinley over O’Ferrall’s proposition to 
correct the Journal so as to show tliat the 
Speaker would not, Saturday, permit him to 
read evidence 1n the election case. The Speaker 
at length allowed the Journal to show what 
Mr. O’Ferrall had asked. Tuen there was a 
short debate between the Speaker and Mr. 
Crisp as to the declaration by the Speaker that 
the case was to be taken up, as, in that event, 
Mr. Crisp wanted to raise the question of con- 
aideration. 

Alter a motion to adjourn had been made and 
lost by a vote of 12 to 157, Mr. Crisp raise 
the question of consideration, and the Speaker. 
declined to entertain it, declining also to en- 
tertain an appeal from his devisior. He bad 
already repeated, in declaring the vote in ap- 
proving the Journal, his plan of last week, 
luaking up the lack of Republicans by count- 
ing Democrats not voting to constitute a 
quorum 

Wheu tbe usual formal objections to taking 
up the election case baud been disposed of, Mr. 
O’Ferrall took the fluor. His speech was not all 
devoted to discussion of the merits of thé elec- 
tion case. He devoted some time to the Speaker, 
denouncing in good set terms his arbitrary 
rulings and deniais of privilsge to the minority, 

Mr, Grecnhalge of Mussachugetts followed Mr, 
O' Ferrall, making a speech that was interesting 
ap revealing a gentleman of culture and an 
orator not lacking in tue sense of humor. 

Mr. Onthwaite of Ohio followed ina good 
presentation of the Democratic side of the case. 
‘rhen came Lacey of Lowa for the Republicans, 
and then Mr. Wilson of West Virginia, whose 
speech, coming asit doves from oneof the most 
intellectual and altractive speakers on the 
Deuiocratic side, was heard with atteution and 
interest on both sides of the chamber. Mr. 
Daizeil ciosed up the arguments in a brief 
speech, 

TYhen came the voting. The Democrats, by 
the intervention of all the motions that Speak- 
er Keed would entertain, kept off the conciu- 
sive vote until as late as possible. At 7:30 
o’cloc& the substitute resolution submitted by 
the minority was rejected by 137 to 164 votes, 

Then came the test. The motion was on the 
first half of the Republican resolution, deolar- 
ing that Jacksoa was not elected. The roll 
eall showed that every Republican, except 
Casweli of Michigan and Wilber of New-Yor 
Was present, and that, with the Speaker, they 
bad i66 votes. The Democrats did not vote. 
When the Speaker came to announce the re- 
sult he did not bother bhimselt about the silent 
minority. He declared that 166 votes having 
been cast fer the resolution and none against 
it the resolution was ‘unanimously adopted.” 

The Republicans applauded on the floor and 
in the gaileries. The fignt over Jackson and 
Smith was soon over. The second half of the 
resolution, declaring Mr. Smith was elected, 
received the votes of all the Republicans 

resent. The Democrats were again silent. 
Mr. Keed again announced the result—‘166 
Votes ln the affirmative, none in the negative, 
and the resolution is adopted.” While the Re- 
publicans were applauding, Mr. Dalzeil was 
bringing down into the areua a chunky man, 
dark haired, bearded, slightly bald, and with a 
festive white tie. Gen. Grosvenor escorted him 
to tbe front or the Clerk’s desk and the Speaker 
swore him in. 

Mr. Springer, with all the suavity that he 
could Commend, shouted through the Repub- 
lican appiause: “ Mr. Speaker, is this the proper 
time to move to adjonrn?’’ Tne Speaker cocked 
his head over toward Mr. Springer and ratuer 
lartiy asked whether the gentleman from IIli- 
bois desired to make a motion to adjourn. He 
fid. The Speaker put it, and in three minutes 
the House was empty. 





THE DEMOCRATIC POSITION. 








PRINCIPLES AND PRECEDENTS ON WHICH 
THE MINORITY ACTED. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Mr. Carlisle has pre- 
pared for publication the following statement 
of the present position of the Democratio 
members of the House, which is te be signed 
by all of them: . 

“The present situation in the House of Rep- 
rosentatives is so anomalous, and the unprece- 
dented decisions of the Speaker are so full of 
danger to the integrity of future legislation, 
that we consider it our duty to submit a brief 
statement of the facts in order that the pro- 
priety of the course we have taken may be 
fairly determined. 

“‘Yhe House met on the 24 day of December, 
1889, and immediately organized by the elec- 
tion of a Speaker and other officers. On the 
same day, by a resvlution of the House, the 
Speaker was authorized to appoint a Com- 
mittee on Rules, and the rules of the last 


preceding House were referred to that 
committee. The committee, consisting of 
the Speaker himself and four. other 


members, was appointed on the 5th day of De- 
cember, ard on the 9tk it made a report author- 
iziag the Speaker to appoint all the other com- 


mittees and defining their jarisdiction. The 
Cowpittee on Elections, to which was referred 
all cases involving the rights of members to 
their seals, Was appointed on the 9th day of 
December. 

Although nearly two months have elapsed 
since the Committee on Rules was appointed, 
it has made no report upon the matters re- 
ferred to it, except the partial one made 
on the 9th of December, and consequent- 
ly the House has been compelled to con- 
cuct its business without any rule or aya- 


‘cn exeept the general parliamentary 
Jaw as construed by the Speaker. There has 
been no caler‘tara, no or er of Dn-iness, no 


fixed time to receive repoits from commiitees 
©. forthe cous @ aliomsgor wiiis OF resviutions, 
azd,in fact, no «gular methods whatever in 
proceedings of the House. 

“The Awerinan House of Representatives 
has been during all this time, and still is, 80 
far as rules for its government are coacerned, 
in precisely toe same condition as a popular 
meeting or a political convention, in which the 
Crairman snd hie partisans absolutely control 
all the proceedings. No measure can get be- 
ture the House for conalderation unless the 
Speaker Chuvsez: to allow it to be presented, 
and wembsrs Aave no means of knowing in ad- 
Yaoce what they are to be called upon to dis- 
On«s OF decide. 

“'Thie ie the first time in our history that a 
lezislative assombly, or even public meeting, 








has attempted to transact business for any 
considerable period without a regular code of 
rules prescribing the order of ita proceedings, 
and the inconvenience and injustice resulting 
from such anu attempt have been foroibly illus- 
trated in the present instance. : 

“The Speaker has repeatedly during these 
extraordinary proceedings refused to entertain 
parliamentary motions that have been recog- 
nized as legitimate ever since the Government 
Was established, and when attempts have been 
made to appeal from his decisions he has re- 
fused to submit the question to the House. By 
his arbitrary rulings, sustained in some in- 
stances by less than a quorum, he has sub- 
verted nearly every principle of constitutional 
and parliamentary law heretofore recognized 
in the House, 


MOTIVE OF REED’S USURPATION, 

“‘This personal and partisan domination of 
the House was submitted to—though not with- 
out repeated protests—until we became con- 
vinced that it was the deliberate purpose of the 
Speaker and his supporters to proceed without 
rules to oust the Democratic members whose 


seats are contested, and admit their Republican 
opponents, whether elected or not. 

“On Wednesday, Jan. 29, the Committee on 
Elections called upa contested election case and 
the Democratic members determined that, in the 
absence of rules, it shoulda not be considered if 
they could prevent it by any proper parlia- 
mentary proceedings. Accordingly they raised 
the question of consideration, demanded the 
yeas and nays, and on the call of the roll 
refrainped from voting. The result was that 
less than & constitutional quorum voted, but 
the Speaker, in vivlation of the uniform prac- 
tice of the House for more than a century, pro- 
ceeded to count members who were present 
but not voting, and declared that the House 
had decided to take the ease up. From this de- 
cision an appeal was taken, and on a motion to 
lay this appeal on the table the yeas and nays 
were taken, and leas than a quorum voted, but 
the Speaker again counted members not voting, 
and decided that the motion was agreed to, and 
his ruling thereby sustained. 

‘‘The Constitution of the United States pro- 
vides that a majority of each house ‘shall con- 
stitute a quorum to do business, but a smaller 
number may adjourn from day to day, and may 
be authorized to compel the attendance of ab- 
sent members in such manner and under 
such penalties as each house may provide,’ 
Another clause of the Constitution requires 
each house to keep a Journal of its proceedings 
ani provides that, when one-fifth of the mem- 
bers present desire it, the yeas and nays shall 
be taken on any question and entered on the 
Journal. 

* Since the beginning of the Government un- 
der the Constitution, more than a hundred 
years ago, the House of Representatives and 
the Senate have uniformly construed the 
first clause of the Constitution quoted 
above to mean that a majority of all 
the members-elect must- be present and 
actually participate in the transaction 
of business, and that whenever upon a cali of 
the yeas and nays it appears from the Journal, 
which is the only official record, that less thap 


the constitutional quorum has voted on 
any proposition, the vote was a nullity 
and no further business could be done 
until the requisite mnumver appeared 


and voted. Every presiding otlicerin the Sen- 
ate and every Speaker of the House, except the 
present one, has held that when less than a 
quorum voted on a call of the yeas and nays, 
no matter how many might be actually present, 
it was his duty to take notice of the fact 
and declare that the pending bill or motion 
had not passed. When the vote ts not taken by 
yeas and neasitis not entered upon the Jour- 
nai, but if any member makes the point that no 
quorum has voted the proceeding is a nuility, 
and the vote must be taken over. 

“The presumption of the law is that when 
nothing appears to the contrary the proceed- 
ings of a legislative body are regular and valid, 


‘and, therefore, when the official record does 


not show that less than a quorum voted or ar- 
tention is not called tothe factin such a way 
as to furnish legal evidence of it, the question 
cannot be made afterward. Many bills have 
been passed when there was no quorum voting, 
and it is equaliy true that many have passed 
when there was no quorum actualiy present; 
but this does not prove that the proceeding 
would have been valid in either case if the ofti- 
cial record had shown the fact. 

THE VALUE OF PRECEDENT 
“In order to secure certainty and stability in 
the administration of the law itis a rulein our 
jurisprudence that when a‘ particular construe- 
tion of a constitution or a statute has been 
for a long time acquiesced in, not only 
by those -whose duty. it to execute 
it, but .also by those whose personal 
and property rights are affected by it, the 
courts will recognize it as the true construotion 
and enforce it accordingly. Even if this were 
av original question, it would not be difficult to ° 
show that the practical construction of the 
Constitution which has prevailed in the House 
and Senate for over one hundred yearsis the 
correct one. 
‘Speaker Reed himself, when in the minority 
on the floor of the House, stated the true mean- 
ing and the true philosophy of the Constitution 
when he said: ‘The constitutional idea of a 
quorum is not the presence of a majority of all 
the members of the House, buta majority of 
the members present and participating in the 
business of the House. {[t is not the visible 
presence, but their judgment and votes which 
the Constitution calls for.’ 
“Gen. Gariield, Mr. Blaine, Mr. Hawley, Mr. 
Conger, Mr. Robeson, aud other eminent Re- 
publicans have taken the same position, and 
their arguments have never been answered. If 
any legal or aang question can be settied in 
this country by the long acquiescence of jurists 
and statesmen of all parties, certainly this 
question has passed beyond the demain of dis- 
cussion. , 
“When, therefore, the present Speaker re- 
pudiated this settled construction of the Con- 


stitution, and decided that when the official 
record; which the Constitution requires 
the House to keep shows on a call; of 


the yeas and nays that @ quorum has not 
voted, he can count members present and not 
voting, and thus by bis own act, outside of the 
recorded vote, determine that a measure has 
passed. We considered it our duty, as a part of 
the representatives of the people, tu enter our 
protests in every form avallable to us under 
the circumstances. 

**We are not contending for the right of the 
minority to govern, as the supporters of the 
Speaker have endeavored to make the country 
believe. On the contrary, we are denying the 
right of a minority to eject members from 
their seats or to pass laws for the gov- 
ernment of the peuple. Under the Con- 
stitution a wmajority otf the members of 
the House constitute a querum to 
do business, and we are simply insisting that 
less than @ majority shall not do buainess. We 
are contending that the majority shall take the 
responsibility which properly belongs to them, 
and shail come to the House of Representatives 
aud veteif they desire to control its proceed- 
ings, and we are protesting against their right 
to carry their measures by counting us when 
we do not vote. 

“The claim of the majority that thev have 
aright to govern the House without attending 
its sessions and taking part in the conduct of 
its businegs 18 too preposterous to require ref- 
utation. Itmust be evident to any one who 
understands the position taken by the Demo- 
cratic minority in the House that it 
cannot possibly result in any injury to the 
country or any injustice to the majority. Its 
oniy effect will be to compel the Republican 
majority, elected by the people, to assume the 
responsibility imposed upon them. 

*‘On the other hand, nu one can foresee the 
evils that may result from the inauguration of 
the practice of counting votes not cast 1n order 
to make a —- Under ita minority of the 

e 


moembers-elect to the House and Senate may 
pass the most tyrannical laws for the 
oppression of the people and the most 


corrupt laws for the apoliation of the public 
Treasury. Whether so intended or not its direct 
tendency is to break down the barriers hereto- 
tore existing forthe protection of the citizen 
against the encroachments of power 
and the spoliation of the Treasury by 
destroying the limitations which the Constitu- 
tion has wisely imposed upon the legislative 
department. Constitutions are ee to re- 
strain majorities and protect minorities. A 
majority ruling without limitations or re- 
straints upon its power is a pure despotism, 
and ne with our éystem of govern- 
menu 





TO REDISTRIOT OHIO. 

Cotumsts, Ohio, Feb. 3.—The Democratio 
members of the Legislature have agreed upon 
a plan for redistricting the State which will 
undergo very few changes before being incor- 
porated into a bill. The Republicans are given 
four districts, the Twelfth, Fourteenth, Nine- 
teenth, and I'wentieth. The Republican plural- 
ities will average about 8,000 to each of these 
districts, there being not one Democratic county 
inthe four. A Democratic district will be carved 


out of the middle of Nye Storeng and the authors 
of the plan expect to divide Hamilton County, 
containing Cincinnati, into two Democratie dis- 
tricts. Major McKiuley and Gep. Kennedy are 
vuried under big Democratic majorities, and 
cannut hope to return to Congress if the redis- 
tricting vill becomes a law. 

The Republican districts are as follows: 
Two!fth—Union, Madison, Green, Fayette, War- 


rence, Gallia, Jackson, Meigs, and Athens 
Counties; Nineteenth—Jefferson, Columbiana, 
Mahoning, and Trumbull Counties; Twentieth— 
Portage, Geauga, Ashtabula, and Lake Coun- 
ties, and part of Cuyahoga.

UNITING AGAINST CORBIN 


OONTROL OF READING BOUGHT 
BY A SYNDIOATH. 
ENORMOUS PURCHASES BY NEW-YORK 
; AND PHILADELPHIA CAPITALISTS— 


CORBIN TO BE INVITED TO RETIRE. 
PHILDELPHIA, Feb. 3.—Though inside authori- 
ties are not yet willing to admit it, there has 
just been accomplished a remarkable deal 
which practically changes the ownership of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad property. 
Philadelphia and New-York millionaires, sup- 
ported by two great European banking houses, 
have bought and now hold over four hundred 
thousand shares of Reading’s capital stook, 
more than a majority. The purchasers are in- 
dependent of the factions so long wrangling 
over the control of the property. They are not 


believers, however, in the polley of Austin 
«Corbin, Reading’s President, and for what they 
aver is the company’s welfare they have pre- 
pared to begin proceedings at once to try to 
oust him and his crowd from power. 

In this new syndicate are Postmaster General 
John Wanamaker; Thomas Dolan, the million- 
aire manufacturer; President Filler of the First 
National Bank of Philadelphia; J. Worden, the 
Standara Oil magnate, and the Elkins- Widener 
crowd of capitalists, led by W. W. Gibbs. The 
tact that the latter interest has become in some 
way identified with Reading has been under- 


stood and gossiped about in this city for some 
time. 

And it was on this account that the sensa- 
tional stories were lately started to the effect 
that the Poughkeepsie Bridge Company had 
bought exough Reading stock to control the 
great railway corporation in the interest of the 
comparatively inconsequential bridge company 
—the Elkins-Widener-Gibbs contingentbeing in 
control of the bridge company. So clearly were 
reports of this sort a matter of having the tail 
wag the dog that all the rumors of any change 
whatever in Reading’s ownership were dis- 
credited. 

But the basis of truth was there nevertheless. 
The Elkins-Widener syndicate, while by no 
means controlling the new combination, has for 
all that an important interest in it. Other 
Philadelphia and New-York millionaires than 
those whose names are given above are also 
heavily interested in the deal. their identity 
being kept in the background for reasons of 
their own. It is stated here that R. K. Dow and 
ifred Sully of New-York, who have hitherto 
represented the most important and outspoken 
anti-Corbin element, have joined hands with 
the new syndicate and will work with it. 

What is most important is that all the stock 
which has been bought is to be tied up fora 
certain length of time to insure the carrying 


out of plans agreed upon. In the interests of 
the new purchasers of the stock experts have 
been hard at work upon Reading’s books for 
sowe time past, and there are intimations that 
lawsuits threatened against President Corbin 
may be much strengthened by what the books 
disclose. 
One secret that fa being very carefully 
guarded baa to do with tigation which it is 
proposed to begin against President Corbin. A 
representative stockholder, it is proposed, will 
sue Mr. Corbin for a large sum of money on 
the ground that through Mr. Corbin’s mis- 
Management the Reading Company has been 
@n enormous loser. Some facts that have been 
disclosed suggest that this suit may be for as 
much as $2,000,000. There are hints that 
other suits.in addition will be begun also to try 
to recover on other accounts, and it is said 
that the Central Railroad of New-Jeraey is also 
to be made defendant in a suit for damages and 
usked to diagorge large revenues diverted from 
the Reading property into the Jersey Central 
treasury. Evidently there is liveliness ahead. 
Most of the atock Owned by the new syndicate 
was bought in the open market 1n Pailadelphia 
and New-York. When the stock was being most 
sbarply depressed the synudicate’s purchases 
were heaviest. It is stated here that, on the day 
when Reading’s stock seemed almost panic 
stricken, representatives of the syndicate 
bought over 100,000 shares from 36.2 down to 
35%, the bottom. A siugle broker is said to 
have given out orders and to have bought over 
50,000 shares without being obliged to make a 
bid, taking the stock as it was offered down. 
Postmaster General Wanamaker is credited 
with owning over 50,000 shares of the stock 
bought by this syndicate. Millionaires Dolan 
and Worden are said to have 50,000 shares each 
also; and the Elkina-Widener contingent Das an 
interest in the neighborhood of 100,000 shares. 
Representatives of the syndicate were in 
New-York on Saturday and to-day atiwork upon 
lans, which, tueir friends deolare, will result 
ninducing President Corbin to resign and re- 
tire from the property without a contest. They 
are prepared, they say, to show to Mr.Corbin and 
Mr. Corbin’s friends absolute proof of « pres- 
ent ownership. of over 400,000 shares, a ma- 
jority of Reading’s stock. It is understood that 
a conference between Mr. Corbinand these new 
owners of Reading stock is being arranged, and 
is likely to be held in this city within a week 
from this date. The impression seems to be 
growing that Mr. Corbin will prefer to retire 
gracefully rather than risk the dangers of be- 
ing deposed by the courts. Much of the stook 
walch hae been bought by the syndicate is be- 
ing loaned out in thie city and in Now-York to 
speculators short of the saares.

BOLOSSY KIRALFY’S SCENERY ATTACHED 
FOR A FREIGHT BILL. 


8r. Louis, Feb. 3.—There was great conster- 
nation at the Union Station when Bolossy 
Kiralfy’s special train came in at 12:10 o’olock 
this afternoon. Constable Dolan, with two 
deputies, were at the station walting for the 
train, with a bundle of ominous-looking doocu- 
ments. Ags the train steamed up it was boarded 
by Dolan and his deputies, who made their way 
to the cars, which were loaded with the scenery 
and mechanical appliances for the production of 
“The Water Queen,” which had been billed for 
this evening. These were levied upon and 
captured without bloodshed. Kiralfy's repre- 
sentatives began a parley regarding the dis- 
osal of the stuff, and 1t was finally decided to 
etit betaken to the Exposition Building in 
charge of a watchman. It was loaded on four 
lmmense drays and taken away. 

The attachment was made on the claim of 
$485-against Bolossy Kiralfy by the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad on four notes given for the 
payment of freight charges in St. Paul, Minn. 





THE OREEDMOOR RIFLE RANGE. 

ALBANY, Feb. 3.—The commission authorized 
to purchase the Creedmoor rifle range, if a 
satisfactory agreoment could be made, and 200 
acres of ground back of the butts, visited the site 
last week and looked the place over. It found 
one serious obstacle whieh perhaps will prevent 
the transfer of the grounds to the State. A 
short distance behind the butts a highway runs. 
The 200 acres of ground the commission was 
authorized to purchase lies on the opposite side 
ofthe highway. As it is against the policy of 
the State to close any highway, the chances are 
against the purchase. Adjt. Gen. Forter ex- 
pressed himeelf thus: 

“ What earthly good would the 200 additional 
acres be with a hizhway dividing them from 
the site of the butte? 1t might happen, and no 
doubt would happen, that some one would pass 
ever the highway while the troop were at prrac- 
tice and would get hit.

A PRIEST FORBIDS DANOING. 

WATERTOWN, N. Y., Feb. 3.—Last Monday 
evening the family'‘of Thomas Cavanaugh gave 
& party at their home in this city. Father 
Glenn,. pastor of St. Patrick’s Church, with 
which the Cavanaughs are connected, visited 
the bouse and, taking the names of the persons 
present, warned them that the law of the 
Church forbade dancing after dark. Some of 
the guests left the house, but a majority re- 
mained. 

Yesterday, at both masses, the names of the 
dancers were read and a statement was made 
on behalf of Mr. Cavanaugh exonerating him 
and blaming hie wife and daughter, who, it is 
charged, insisted on continuing the party con- 
trary to the wishes of the husband.

BISHOP O'CONNOR DYING. 


TWO NUNS HAVE GONE TO ST. AUGUS- 
TINE, FLA., TO SEE HIM. 


PITTSBURG, Feb. 3.—Mother Sebastian and 
Sister Catharine (Miss Drexel) have gone to St. 
Augustine, Fla., to the bedside of Bishop James 
O'Connor of Omaha, who is dying of consump- 
tion. For many years he has been the spiritual 
adviser of Miss Drexel and about a week ago 
sent for her to come to him. It is supposed 
that he had some important plans to communi- 
cate to her before he died. Miss Drexel and the 
Bishop had a number of projects for the estab- 
lishment of an order to work among the Indians, 
Miss Drexel was to give the necessary money 
to build several houses in the far West. For 


thie work she enlisted lady friendsin Philadel- 
phia. They are now at tne Meroy Convent on 
probation. 

The Bishop’s last visit to Pittsburg was about 
eight months ago, when he brought Miss Drexel 
to the Convent of Mercy. It was his intention 
to be present when she received the white veil, 
bus his health would not permit it. Bishop 
O'Connor is one of the best-known prelates in 
this country. He was born in County Cork, 
Irelana. 

Ata very early age he eame to this country. 
He studied for the priesthood under his brother, 
who was then Bishop of the Pittsburg Diocese. 
When but sixteen years of age he went to Rome 
to continue his studies. Upon _ his_ re- 
turn to America he was appointed President 
of St. Michael’s Seminary. 6 was the first 
President of the institution, and remained 
there until about 1865, when hjs brother re- 
signed. Ho was ordained a priestin 1850. He 
left the seminary about the time Bishop 
Domenec was consecrated. In company with 
Father McMabon, then Vicar General of the 
diocese, he went to Philadelphia and remained 
there for about teu years. He was made Presi- 
dent of the College of St. Charles Borromeo, 
in which the Drexel family were interested. 
On Aug. 20, 1876, he was made Coadjutor 
Bishop of Omaha, and succeeded the Right Rev. 
James O’Gormanu as Bishop Oct. 2,1885. He 
proved a very successful Bishop and was pos- 
sessed of groat exeoutive ability. 











NO COMPROMISE YET. 





THE FOURTH WEEK OF THE DEAD- 
LOCK IN THE IOWA HOUSE BEGUN. 


DEs Moines, Feb. 3.—The fourth week of the 
dexd-look in the House commenced to-day. 
Twelve ballots were taken with the usual tie 
result. A little flurry was created by a bit of 
play between Mr. Woods and Mr, Yergey, by 
which the former voted for Wilson and the lat- 
ter ror Hamilton. Mr. Woods’s change of vote 
was not noticed, but when Yergey called out 
“Hamilton” the Republicans were panic 
stricken, and immediately surrounded his chair. 
When the tact finally dawned on them that the 
affair was intended as a joke their fears sub- 
sided, and the result was announced. 

No propositivn for compromise was submit- 
ted in the House to-day, although it is not im- 
probable that one will be presented to-morrow. 
Tbere has been more talk of compromise to-day 
than at any time since the dead-lock began. 
Everybody concedes that this is the only way 
out of the difficulty, and that negotiations might 
as well be opened now as later. Both sides 
atill want the Speakership, but it is evident that 
whichever one gets it, it will get the little end 
of the bargain. The appointment of the com- 
mittees willbe taken out of his hands. His 
usual pedis cbs will be otherwise curtailed 
the and the offices in main will goto the the other 
party.

A BLOW AT MORMONISM. 





THE IDAHO TEST OATH DECIDED TO BE 
CONSTITUTIONAL. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The Supreme Court, 
through Justice Field, to-day rendered an opin- 
ion which settles the question as to the con- 
stitationality of the Edmunds-Tucker Idaho 
test oath. This oath, required of citizens of 
Idaho when about to register, declares that the 
voter is not a bigamist or a polygamist, that he 
does not encourage the practice of polygamy, 


and that he is not a member of any order which 
practices or encourages plural marriages. 

The present case was that of Samuel D. Davis 
against H. G. Bearson, Sheriffof Oneida County, 
for habeas corpus, the plaintiff having been 
found guilty of a conspiracy by the Third Dis- 
trict Court of Idaho in taking the oath while a 
member of a Mormon chureb. Davis’s counsel 
contended that the facts alleged did not consti- 
tute a public offense, and that the statute re- 
quiring the test oath was a law respecting an 
establishment of religion aud therefore uncon- 
stitutional. 

The court in its opinion says: 

“Itis assumed by counsel of the petitioner that, 
because no mode of worship can be established or 
Teligious tenets enforced iu this country, therefore 
any form of worship may be followed and any tenets, 
however destructive of society. may be held and ad- 
vocated, if asserted to be a vart of the religivus doc- 
trines of those advocating aud practicing them. 
But nothing is farther from the truth. Crime is 
not the less odious because sanctioned by what any 
particular sect may designate as religion,”

SENATOR’S INTERFERENCE NOT 
RELISHED IN OBIO. 


CANTON, Ohio, Feb. 3.—The publication in 
THE TIMES about ten days ago of the fact that 
United States Senator Quay was backing George 
V. Mellinger for Postmaster here created such 
astir among the Republicans of Canton that 
Mr. Mellinger has retired from the contest. 
Congressman McKinley will, therefore, be ac- 
corded the privilege of naming the Postmaster 
for his own town without interference from the 
distinguished patronage broker across the 
Pennsylvania line. He has indicated his inten- 
tion of taking up the matter as soon as he gets 
through with the work of seconding Reed’s ef- 
forts to stifle the voice of the minority in the 
House. 

The candidates for the Post Office now are W. 
K. Miller, Col. A. D, Braden, and Capt. Houser. 
All have had comittees down at Washington 
buttonboling MoKinley, Wanamaker, and oth- 
ers in authority, auditis said that Braiten will 
be given the piace.

STEAMSHIP KINGSDALE ASHORE. 

BALTIMORE, Feb. 3.—The thick weather which 
settled down over the harbor and river yeater- 
day stillcontinues. The first reported accident 
resulting from it occurred this morning, when 
the steamship Kingsdale, Capt. Fair, went 
aground in the river about fifteen miles below 
the city. The steamship was coming in with a 
large cargo of iron ore from Parazuelos. she 
was moving slowly because of the heavy miat, 
when suddenly she went hard ashore. The en- 

ines were quickly reversed, but it was found 
Fapossible to back her off. 

Capt. Fair boarded a tug and came to this 
city for assistauce. Lighters will be sent to the 
vessel at once. 

The Kingsdale passed Gibraltar Jan. 13, was 
caught in the heavy storms which have swept 
the Atlantic during the past three weeks, but 
weathered them all without sustaining any 
damage.

CHARLESTON, West Va., Feb. 3.—The commit-

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GENERAL TRACY STRICKEN 


WIFE AND DAUGHTER BOTH 
DIE A TERRIBLE DEATH. 


LIFE NEARLY LOST IN 
THE FLAMES, 





HIS OWN 





MRS. WILMERDING AND A GRAND- 


DAUGHTER SERIOUSLY INJURED BY 
JUMPING FROM THE BURNING BUILD- 
ING—A SERVANT BURNED TO DEATH 
—THRILLING SCENES AT AN EARLY 
MORNING FIRE, WHICH DESTROYED 
THE TRACY MANSION IN WASHING- 
TON, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—An alarm of fire, struck 
as usual here from a)l the city fire bells, was 
heard this morning by persons who were awake 
at 7 o’clock, but it conveyed to no one any inti- 
mation of the appalling calamity that had be- 
fallen the family of Gen. B. F. Tracy, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. 

An hour later the report had swept through 
the city that the Secretary’s house was aruin, 
and that he and several members of his house- 
hola were dead. The excitement and distress- 
ful sympathy that were at once aroused by 
the horrible details of the story, harrow- 
ing as it proved to be, even with many 
modifications of the earliest reports, affected 
everybody. The Secretary had easily and ac- 
ceptably stepped into and occupied the place of 
his predecessor, and he and his family had 
made many friends in the short social season in 
which they bad taken an active and hospitable 
part. 

By the fire which swept through the home of 
the Secretary, the Secretary’s wife, his daugh- 
ter Mary, and Mrs. Tracy’s maid lost their 
lives. Mrs. Wilmerding, the Secretary’s wid- 
owed daughter, and Miss Alice Wilmerding, his 
grand-daughter, were injured, and the Secre- 
tary himself barely escaped with his life. 

Atalate hour to-night the injured are re- 
ported to be improving. The President visited 
Secretary Tracy this evening and 
found him regaining his strength, though 
still hardly able to realize the great loss he has 
sustained. To-morrow the President will have 
the Secretary removed to the White House, 

At no time since the shooting of Garfield by 
the assassin, Guiteau, have the people of this 
city been so shocked and so excited as when tire 
intelligence of the terrible loss which has 
fallen upon Secretary Tracy spread througb 
the town. It did not take long for 


the news to spread. Within an _ hour 
after the fatal fire had broken out,and long 


before the fire engines had ceased playing upon 
the flames, people coming out of their houses in 
distant parts of the city were met by excited 
persons whotold them that the Seoretary’s 
house wasin ruins and that his family oirole 
had been destroyed. 

In every street car and public conveyance 
the fire was the first thing an incoming pas- 
senger heard mentioned. The atory traveled 
with great rapidity, too, from house to house 
and neighbor to peighbor, so that in an in- 
credibly short time the whole city knew of the 
calumity and was talking of it to the exclusion 
of every other subject. 

The small crowd which had been attracted to 
the scene of the fire by the clatter of the fire en- 
gines was soon increased by arrivalsof throngs 
from every part of the city, and until 
late at night the atreet on either 
side of the burned home was packed with 
people, who found a strange fascination in 
watching the blackened walls. The policemen 
had difficulty in keeping the crowd back until 
long ropes were brought and stretched across 
the street from curb tocurb and along nearly 
the whole length of the sidewalk from the 
square opposite the house. 

Afterthe exciting and tragic scen es of the 
first half hour, when there were few spectators, 
the crowd found little to see. They could see 
through the burned-out windows and doors 
that the inside of the house was a wreck, and 
the great black patches on the brick front 
showed iate comers how flames aad smo ko had 
leaped upward from the windows. The little 
grass-govered areain front was strewn with 


again 


torn and charred pieces of window curtains 


and draperies and black pieces of slate and 
cornice from the roof. 

Conspicuous among this débris was the body 
of asmall lap dog with a blue ribbon atill tied 
about its neck, and the crowd looked at this 
with peculiar interest when it became known 
that the dog had been the pet of the Secretary’s 
daughter. This was all there was to see at the 
Tracy house, but the throng remained until 
after darkness had covered the scene. 

Elsewhere through the city, in all the depart- 
ments, in the hotels, and on the street corners, 
the fire and its victims were the only topics of 
conversation, and everywhere sympathty for 
Secretary Tracy/was expressed with full hearts. 
The great suddenness of the calamity added to 
the sensation the city has experienced and, even 
late at night, the people find it hard to realize 
what a terrible blow bas fallen upon the head 
of the Navy Department. 


THE STARTING OF THE FIRE. 

Secretary Tracy's house is a large three-story- 
and-basement brick structure on I-atreet, be. 
tween Sixteenth and Seventeenth streets, fac- 
ing Farragut-square. It is of unusual width, 
andisfar enough back from the sidewalk to 
make room for a rather narrow strip of park- 
ing, which Is terraced a couple of steps above 
the level of the street. A wide bay window 
runs from the ground to the third floor, its top 
forming a little balcony, to which entrance is 
obtained from one of the third-story windows. 

Secretary Tracy purchased the house last 
year from ex-Postmaster General Don M. 
Dickinson, who had occupied it during his 
term as a member of Mr. Cleveland's Cab- 
inet. At that time there was a large vacant 
space between the house and the building on 
the adjacent lot to the east. Mr. Tracy de- 
cided to enlarge his new home, and all last 
Summer workmen were busy filling up this 
space with an addition to the already wide 
house. Its exterior was in entire harmony 
with the original building, and, when finished 
last Fall, no one would have supposed that is 
had not been ballt at the same time, A lignt 
mansard roof covered the house. 

Adjoining the Tracy house to the west is the 
Tesidence of Judge Walter 8. Coxof the Su- 
preme Court of this district. These two, with 
the residence on the west, filled the block 


between Connecticut-arenue and Seventeenth- 
Street, Mr. Traoy’s home being in the centre, 
At7o’ciock this morning few persons were 
stirring in the faskionable nelgkborhood. A 
policeman strolling slowly down the street, 











a Post Office employe making an early collec- 
tion from the street letter boxes, and a few 
laborera going to work were the only persons 
sight. As the policeman passed by the Secre- 
tary’s house he saw little streaks of what 
looked, in the mist, like smoke creeping out 
from the parlor windows. As he stopped an 
instant to takeacloser look, a bright tongue 
of flame shot out from one of the windows, A 
fire company is housed on K-street, near Sev- 
enteenth-street, a short square distant from 
the Tracy house, 

Shouting to some passers-by to run and give 
Qne alarm to the firemen there, the policeman 
ran up the front steps, pulled the bell furiously, 
and tried to break through the heavy front 
doors. Falling in thishe jumped down to the 
basement door, which he found unlocked, and 
shouted tothe servants be found in the base- 
mont that the house was on fire. 

All this had taken but a moment, but by this 
time the little tongue of flame he had first 
noticed had increased to a broad sheet, and 
dense volumes of smoke were pouring out of 
the front windows. Enough people had yelled 
“ Fire !” on the streét to awake the whole noigh- 
borhood, and a small crowd had already as- 
sembled. The citizen who carried the alarm to 
the engine house bad made good time, and the 
firemen, having sent out a oall for other en- 
gines, were quickly at the house, 


SEEKING SAFETY BY JUMPING. 


Before they could get out their ladders and 
place them against the house, smoke was pour- 
ing from the windows of all the floors above 
the basement, and the flames could be seen 
playing havoc with the parlors. 

While the firemen were bringing ladders and 
the crowd was watching the firemen a lady and 
young girl were seen trying to zot out of one of 
the windows on the second floor. They were 
clad only in their night garments, having evi- 
dently just been aroused from sleep. They 
were screaming with fright and appeared un- 
able to understand the cries that were shouted 
to them to stand still for a moment and not to 
jump, for ladders would be raised in time to 
rescue them. 


The lady was Mrs. Wilmerding, Seeretary 
Tracy’s widowed daughter, and the girl by her 
side was her daughter Alice. They were too 
dazed to heed the advice of the firemen, and, 
after a momentary hesitation, both sprang from 
the window. Both fell upon the narrow grass- 
plat in front of the house, and firemen and po- 
licemen sprang forward to pick them up. Both 
were badly bruised, and Mrs. Wilmerding, who 
had fallen upon her left side, had received a 
broken wrist. Overcoats were wrapped about 
mother and daughter, and they were hurriedly 
carried around the corner to the home of Dr. J. 
H. Baxter, United States Army, where they re- 
ceived such medical assistance as they needed. 

Laterin the day Mrs. Wilmerding and her 
daughter accepted the shelter of Lieut. T. B. 
M. Mason's residence, in Twentieth-street. When 
the fire broke out they were asleep in the front 
room over the parlor. They were awakened 
by the ories of the people on the street, and 
sprang out of bed to find the room filled with 
smoke. They opened the door into the hall, 
thinking to escape that way, but found the hall- 
way filled with fire and smoke, and they were 
driven back into the room and to the window, 
whence they jumped to the ground. 


MRS. TRACY’S TRAGIC DEATH. 


Meanwhile much more tragic scenes were 
being enacted in other parts of the house, The 
alarm had brought several engines and hook 
and ladder companies to the svene, and prep- 
arations were made to attack the fire from 
both front and rear. As the firemen were hur- 
rying into the alley running back of the Secre- 
tary’s home it was seen that the tire wasspread- 
ing rapidly all through the house. 

Ladders were called for, and just as they 
were being brought the firemen saw an elderly 
lady slowiy climbing out of the window of a 
bedroom, on the second floor. She was Mra. 
Tracy, and wore only her night dress. Smoke 
was pouring out of the window as she climbed 
over the sill, and it was plain that she was 
greatiy exhausted. While the firemen shouted 
to Mrs. Tracy to keep her courage for only a 
moment longer, when ladders wouid be brought, 
she let herself carefuliy down until she swung 
in midair, holding on to the window sill with 
her hands. 

But while aladder was being placed in posi- 
tion to saveher the poor woman’s strength 
gave out and she dropped heavily tothe ground. 
A paved area adjoins the rearof the house, 
and Mrs. Tracy fell into this, striking with 
fatal foree upon the stones. She was uncon- 
scious when the firemen reached her. Care- 
fully wrapping her in overcoats, the firemen 
carried her out of the area and intoa neigh- 
bor’s house on Seyenteenth-street, whence mes- 
sengers wero sent on a run for the nearest 
physicians. 

Medical help was quickly obtained, ana 
everything possible was done to save the pa- 
tient’s life. She soon recovered consciousness, 
but complained of pains about her heart. Then 
alittle blood trickled down from her mouth, 
and turning ber head aside witi a sigh she died, 
iess than anhour after the first discovery of 
the fire. She had been partially suffocated by 
smoke, butit was the shock of the terrible fall 
from the window that proved fatal. 

Chief Parris, the head of the District Fire De- 
partment, was one of the first to reach the 
burning house. As the firemen burst in the 
massive front doors the Chief sprang in through 
the smoke and fire and dashed up the burning 
stairway. He had heardas he got there that 
the family was still in the house, and le felt 
that it was no time for cowardice. 


FINDING THE SECRETARY’S BODY. 


From the top of the stairs on the second floor 
he groped his way through the blinding smoke 
into the rear bedroom, where he stumbled over 
the body of a man lying onthe floor. The Chief 
was himself nearly choked with the thick 
smoke, but he dragged the limp body to a win- 
dow and yelled tothe firemen below for help. 
A ladder was hastily raised to the window, and 
two firemen, who ran nimbly up the rungs, 
carried the body down. 

Toen they learned that it was Secretary 
Tracy who had thus been rescued from the 
flames. It was at first thought he was dead, 
but he was found to be alive, though uncon- 
scious. Covering him with their coats, as they 
had his dying wife, the firemen carried him 
through the alley and into the house of ex- 
Judge J. ©. Bancroft Davis, on H-street, in the 
rear of the Tracy house. 

Having caught a breath of fresh air while 
helping to get the Secretary out of the window, 
Chiet Parris turned back and groped his way 
into a room adjoining that in which he had 
found the unconscious Seeretary. This room 
was like a furnace, but by the light of the 
flames he saw through the smoke the form of a 
young woman lying upon a bed. The Chief 
dashed into the room, grasped the body and 
some of the smoking bedclothes, and ran out. 

The first touch of the body told him that life 
had fled from it. Ashe ran he folded the bed- 
clothes around the body, sprang down the 
stairs, upon which the firemen had turned a 
stream of water, and reached the street in 
safety. His burden was laid upon the sidewalk, 
whence it was removed in a police ambulance 
to an undertaker’s establishment on Pennsyl- 
Vania-avenue, Later in the morning Chief 
Parris learned that the boay he had so bravely 
recovered was that of Miss Mary Tracy, the 
Secretary’s younger daughter. 


BRAVELY FIGHTING THE FLAMES. 


While Miss Tracy’s body was being carried 
from the house the people In the rear were wit- 
nesses of an exciting incident. In the midst of 
the smoke a woman appeared at a window in 
the mansard story and climbed out upon the 
narrow ledge just under the sill. The flames 
seemed to dart out after her, but she had with

her a blanket, and as she crept along the ledge 
she fairly fought off the flames and heat with 
this blanket until she was out of their reach. 

The people below shouted to her not to Jump, 
and, though she soreamed steadily, she had 
sense snough to remainon the roof until the 
firemen shifted long ladders and carried her 
down safely. She was one of the servants who 
slept in the upper part of the house ana had 
been unable to reach the floors below. 

Most of the employes of the family were in 
the basement when the fire was-discovered, and 
had no diffisulty in making their escape. They 
could, indeed, have safely remained in tho 
house, forthe basement was not:touched by the 
fire. 

When the woman had been taken from the 
roof it was thought that all the-occupants ef 
the house had been aceounted for,-but in pass- 
ing into one of the upper rooms after the fire 
had been gotten under control the firemen came 
upon one more body. It was horribly burned, 
past all recognition, but by a portion of the 
slipper which remained on.one foot it was after- 
ward identified as the body-of Josephine Morell, 
a Frenchwoman, and Mrs. Tracy’s: maid. 

She had probably tried to. dress, and had been, 
overtaken by the flames before she could get 
out of herroom. The body was-taken to the 
same place to which Miss‘Tracy’s body had been 
taxen and placed in charge of the undertaker, 
Later in the morning the bodies of Mrs. Tracy 
and her daughter were removed to the home of 
Attorney General Miller,-on Massachusetts-av- 
enue. 


HOVERING BETWEEN'LIFE AND DEATH, 

While all these exciting scenes were being 
enacted at the ruined home. cf Secretary Tracy, 
the Seoretary himself was hovering between 
life and death in the Bancroft house, Ex-Sure 
geon Gen. Wales and Dr. Ruth of the navy had 
been hastily brought in, and together they 
worked hard to restore the Secretary to con- 
sciousness. For nearly an hour they labored 
without interruption. Then the Secretary be- 
came partially conscious and cried out several 
times, “Save her!” “Save her!” His first 
thought waa evidently of his‘ wife. 

Then he lapsed into unconsciousr6ss again, 
but the doctors’ work was finally rewarded 
with success, and by 10 o’clock he had become 
fully conscious. The physicians*were ‘then able 
to make a more careful examination of his con{ 
dition, and to the great reliefof those about 
them they declared that he would recover. His 
lungs had been saturated with smoke, but he 
had inhaled no flame, and the doctors at noon 
said they were warranted in pronouncing him 
out ofdanger. At the same time they admitted 
that bronchial troubles might follow whitch 
might prove a serious menace to Mr. Trac)"s 
life. 

When the Secretary awoke to consciousness’ 
he found President Harrison standing by his 
bedside. The President was one of a throng of 
persons who had called at the Davis house 
within an hour after Mr. Tracy had been carried 
there, and who kept coming to the house in 
streams all day. All the Cabinet officers called 
except Mr. Blaine, who sent a pathetic messace 
of sympathy from the darkened death chamber 
in hisown stricken home. The parlors were 
filled with naval officers and bureau chiefs, and 
the callers became so numerous that early 12 
the day it was found necessary tostation marine 
guards at the front door to prevent the general 
public from overrunning the house, 


TELLING THE SAD NEWS. 

The East Room of the White House, which 
has been so recently the scene of brilliaut gath- 
erings, has been turned intoa place of mourn- 
ing. At 5:30 o’clock the bodies of Mrs. and 
Miss Tracy were borne in and laid in state in 
the centre of the apartment in two cloth-cov- 
ered caskets, placed side by side. 

At 7:45 o’clock this morning, when the Presi- 
dent was informed of the appalling calamity 
which had befallen the Secretary of the Navy, 
without waiting for his breakfast he at once 
hurried off to the small frame house on Seven- 
teenth-street, in the rear of the Tracy mansion, 
where the unconscious forms of the Secrutary 
and his wife had been conve; ed. 

As the President entered thy room Mrs. Tracy 
opened her eyes, and, with a smile of recogmi- 
tion, feebly extended her hand, which was 2t 
ones grasped by the Chief Magistrate, who, 
taking one of the chairs offered by an attendant 
physician, seated himself beside her, and, stil! 
holding the hand of the dying woman, talked 
to her in a low tone until, with a gasping sizb, 
Mrs. Tracy looked at him for amoment. Then 
the look of recognition faded, and, closing her 
eyes, she lapsea into that unconsciousness from 
which she never again roused. 

The President, seeing that all was over, 
turned his a tention to the Seert:i yof the 
Navy, who as soon a3 possible was placed on& 
stretcher and conveyed to the residence of the 
Hon. J. G. Bancroft Davis, just around the cot 
ner, on H-street. The motion of the bearers. 
together with the current of fresh morning air, 
seemed to rouse the sufferer, and calling the 
the President at once to his side he asked to be 
informed of the condition of his wife. The 
President looked into the troubled face for a 
moment, and then said: 

“TI have not seen Mrs. Tracy since I first 
came.” 

Seeretary Tracy groaned, and turning his 
face away, said: 

“I know by your reply that she is dead.” 


THE BEREAVED MAN’S FORTITUDE. 

He seemed for a moment so overcome that tie 
gravest results were feared from tne shock. 
Not knowing exactly what to say, the President 
stood aninstantlonger. Then, benlimg down to 
the bereaved man, he tried to comfort him by 
telling of the safety of Mrs. Wilmerding and her 
young daughter, whose death had been provi- 
dentially averted by their striking against the 
sodded terrace which extends before the front 
of the house, 

Secretary Tracy listened quietly, and as the 
President ceased urged him to give him the 
particulars of the awful tragedy, which he then 
dia to the minutest detail, including an account 
of how Mrs. Tracy had died without apparemt 
suffering ashe held herhand. The Presideut 
concluded with the remark: 

“You must bestrong for the sake of your 
daughter, who looks to you for strength.” 

“If thatis the caseI will try to rally,” re- 
sponded the Secretary. 

The President remained at the residence of 
Judge Davis until 1 o’clock, when he returned 
to the White House, leaving orders that he was 
to be sent for if any change for the worse 
should occur. 

Half an hour later, news arrived that the 
Secretary was rapidly sinking, and the Presi« 
dent prepared at once to rejoin him, but, hav: 
ing ascertained through a mounted messenger 
that the report was a false one, he waited ta 
partake of the much-needed refreshments. 

Attorney General Miller bad the bodies of 
Mrs. and Miss Tracy taken at once to his resi- 
dence on Massachusetts-avenue, where they ro- 
mained until 5 o’clock in charge of the under- 
taker, who embalmed them. Miss Tracy’s body 
was frightfully burned, but was Identified by 
the rings on one hand anda slight gold charm 
which she wore around her neck. 


AT REST IN THE WHITE HOUSE. 

At 5 o’clock a melancholy procession started 
from the Attorney General’s residence. As tad 
two caskets containing the bodies of Mrs. Tracy 
and Miss Tracy were borne from the hvuse she 
bystanders on the pavement stood with an- 
covered heads. The two hoarses were followed 
by a carriage containing Mrs. Harrison and 
Attorney General and Mrs. Miller.

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Mr. and Mrs. McKee and the Misses Thomas, 
Last of all came Private Secretary Halford and 
Lieut. Parker. : 

Turning from Massachusetts-aveuue into 
Sixteenth-street, the hearses and attendant car- 
riages moved down to Lafayette-square, down 
Jackeon-place, across the avenue, and through 
the White House gates, and up to the Execu- 
tive Mansion. The President stood just within 
the doorway, and was at once joined by Mrs, 
Harfison., with whom he walked to the middle 
of the corridor, where they were joined by Vice 
President and Mrs. Morton, Attorney General 
and Mrs. Miller, Mr. and Mrs. McKee, the party 
standing in line as the bearers passed with the 
bodies of Mra. and Miss Tracy through the cor- 
ridor to the East Room, where the blinds had 
been closely drawn. 

As the second cofiin was born in, the President 
gave his arm to Mra. Harrison and led the way 
to the East Room, followed by the small party 
which by this time had been increasea by the 
addition of Gen. Schofield, Gen. Vincent, U. & 
A., and Dr. Ruth, U. 8. N. Major Ernst arrived 
soon after. 

As soon as the two caskets had been placed in 
position Mrs, Harrison advanced and laid the 
eluster of calla lilies upon Miss Tracy’s casket, 
while Mrs. Morton laid upon Mrs. Tracy’s cotiin 
® large cluster of purple Parma violets. After 
remaining in the East Room a short time, the 
President and Mrs. Harrison, followed by the 
whole party, passed down tne corridor into the 
private part of the mansion, 


Mr, Frank Tracy, the Secretary’s only son, 
was at the farm at Owego, N. Y., and cannot 
reach the city before morning. Gen. Catlin of 
New-York, Secretary Tracy’s brother-in-law, ar- 
rived to-night. 

No final arrangements (for the funeral have 
been made as yet, and none will be made until 
the arrival of Secretary Tracy’s son. 

The funeral of Josephine Morrell, the French 
mald, will take place to-morrow. Mrs. Harrison 
caused inquiries to be made to-day with 
regard to her, and when she ascertained 
that the maid had no _ relatives in 
this country directed Lieut. Mason to 
make arrangements for her funeral. The inter- 
ment will be in Mount Olivet Cemetery. The 
Coroner will hold an inquest to ascertain, If pos- 
sible, the cause of the fire, but he consented to 
permit the burial of the nurse without waiting 
for the investigation. 

lt is thought to-night that the remains of Mrs. 
and Miss Tracy will he piaced iu a vault here 
for several days, and that the funeral will be 
postponed until Secretary Tracy recovers. 

The only similar instance of record when the 
East Room was used a3 a chamber of mourning 
was after the explosion on board the Princeton, 
Feb. 28, 1844, at the Washington Navy Yard, 
when the Hon. Thomas W. Gilmer, at that time 
Secretary of War, was killed, with many others. 
The body of the Secretary, with that of Mr. 
Maxie and one other, were brought at ones to 
the East Room, where they lay in state tor sev- 
eral days. 

Secretary and Mrs. Blaine, in an interview 
with the President and Mrs. Harrison this 
morning, stated that when the day dawned it 
had seemed to them that their own burden was 
greater than they could bear; ‘but when the 
news of Secretary Tracy’s double loss was con- 
veyed to them every private feeling of grief 
was lost sight of In the overwhelming calamity 
which had befallen the Secretary of the Navy. 

THE CAUSE OF THE FIRE. 

The 6figin of the fire which destroyed s0 
many lives is still uncertain, and a careful in- 
quiry will have to be made to discover it. Itis 
eertain that the fire started in the large front 
parlor, and there are indications that its begin- 
ning w4s Very near the carved wood mantel. 

The furnace which heated the house was in 
the basemeut, just below this part of the room, 
and the generally-accepted theory is that the 
wood above became overheated from the fur- 
nace flues, and after smoldering some time 
finally burst into flame. There was a grate 
in the parlor, however, in which there had 
been acheerful fire last night. The servants 
say the family retired late last evening, ond 
they do not know whether the fire was left 
burning or had gone out. It is possible that 
the fire was not out when the house was 
elosed for the night, and a spark from the grate 
may havo caused the calamity. 

It has been asserted that one of the servants 
started a fire in the parlor grate this morning, 
but this is denied by them. However the fire 
started, it appears to have rushed through the 
house with amazing rapidity, for in five 
minutes after the tirst faint wreaths of smoke 
were seen outside the whole three floors and 
the roof were on fire. 

BUSINESS PRACTICALLY SUSPENDED. 

Business was practically suspended in the 
Navy Department to-day. Commodore Ram- 
spay, the senior Bureau Chief, was acting Secre- 
tary, but he had very little official mail to sign. 
The officers on duty in the department and the 
clerks were all in their places, but they had 
little thought of their werk, and most of the 
day was spent in discussing the tragedy of the 
mornipg and anxiously inquiring for the latest 
information as to the Secretary’s condition, 

The department telegraph wire was crowded 
allday with messages of condolence and in- 
quiries from prominent people in all parts of the 
country. Most of the naval officers on duty in 
Washiugton ealled in person at the residence of 
Judge Dayis during the afternoon and evening 
to inquire about the Secretary and to offer 
their services. All the Cabinet officers in the 
tity, except Mr. Blaine, who was kept at home 
oy the bereavementin his own family, passed 
most of the day at Judge Davis’s house, and 
there was little business done in any of the 
departments. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 3.—Mr. Frank B. Tracy, 
the only son of Secretary Tracy, is hurrying 
from his home in New-York State to Washington. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad Company has placed 
at the disposal of young Mr. Tracy a spe- 
elial train, consisting of a locomotive and 
ope Car, in order that his journsy may be 
mads as speedily as possible. This special 
train met the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western train bearing the young man at 
Manunkachunk, Penn., where the two roads 


connect, at 6:30 o’clock this evening. The

TERRIBLE SIGHTS. 
BRAVERY O¥ FIREMEN AND POLICEMEN 
—STORIES OF THE SERVANTS. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Chief Parris of the Fire 

Department told his story as follows: 

“T paid no attention to the fire when I heard 
there were people in the house. I felt my way 
through the smoke to the second floor and 
found a man in bed in a@ room. I 
tried to pick him up, but he was almost too 
heavy. I mauaged to drag him into a back 
room, where there was'more air, and then I 
dreke the window out and called to Lowe, who 
was in the alley, torun up qladder. Then they 
took the man out, and if proved to be the feces- 
tay. Icouldn’t move hisa any further, for I waa 
exXnausted and full up to the neck with smske. 
Tben I went back into the smoke ana fire again 
and found a young lady—Miss Mary Traoy, they 
tell me it was—and as I caught hold of ber 
wrists to lift her up the flesh came off her burn- 
ing hands. She had been burned. I got her 
out, but she was dead.” 

A gentleman who saw the fire said never in 
his life did he see or hear of such o sight. ‘It 
geemei,” he said, ‘tas though hell had 
broken loose and sent its flery tonguo 
to earth. The whole building seemed 
one seething mass of flames, bursting 
from every point. Screain followed scream, 
each one more horribie and blood-curdling than 
the other, from the interior of the building. 
Only a few people were passing at the tite and 
they seemed bewildered. The engines soon 
arrived. You know the rest.” f

She struck 
on the jadder and bounced yp Bye falling on 
the parking. Woe fought our way in the frovt 
dgor and up the qaaise. whieh were one sheet 
of flames. We found Secretary Tracy and 
his younger daug in an unconscious 
condition. We brought the young lady out the 
front way. She was still breathing slightly, 
although very far gone. Other men_ took 
the Secretary out the back way. No flames 
wore coming from the basement floor, and as 
far as I can judae at present the fire originated 
on the first floor,” 

Policeman Cattell was the first man to reach 
the Secretary's room. He turned in the 7 
o'clock call at Pennsylvanta-avenuo and Seven- 
teenth-street, and oy walked up Seventeenth- 
street in the direction of the Secretary's house. 
Just after crossing H-street he heard e¢onald- 
erable noise and heard some one call “ Fire.” 
Running tothe corner he saw the flames pouring 
from the windows. He went to the front door, 
but it being locked he turned and went to the 
basement door. Finding that door unlocked he 
entered the house and made his way to the 
stairway and after some dificulty managed to 
press through the smoke ana flames to the 
upper floors. In the smoke-filled rooms the 
ollicer felt about to see if he could find any one, 
and finally he entered the second-story back 
room. 

On the floor was something that impeded his 
progress. Stopping to see what it was, he dis- 
covered it was the body of a person that after- 
ward proved to be Secretary Tracy. The officer 
tried in vain to huul the Secretary over to the 
window, and was still endeavoring to do s0 
when Chief Parris arrived. 

James Welch, the Seeretary’s butler, told his 
story of the tire. He said: 

“T sleepin the basement, and this morning 
I got up about 6:30. There was no smell 
of fire, and no appearance of anything 
wrong. At about 7 o’clock 1. started 
to clean my dining room, when there was a 
ring at the bell, and when I answered it, a col- 
ored man said, ‘Your house is on fire.’ At 
ouce I ruehed up stairs to arouse the 
family, and, althoug the smoke was 
very thick, I succeeded in* knocking at every 
door and from each one in the rooms I secured 
@ response. hen I started to go down stairs 
and nearly choked with smoke. I feil three 
times, but finally got to the front door. 

**T went around to the rear of the house and 
tried to get aladder, so as to reach the Secre- 
tary and Mra, Tracy’s bedroom. Mrs. Tracy 
was then at the window, and while the 
few of us who were there appealed to 
her to keep still for one minute more, she 
climbed out on the sili and lowered herself 
until she hung by ber hands on the narrow 
stone projection. Everybody who saw her 
yelled to her to hold on for a moment, 
and we looked around for something on which 
to catch bherso as to break the fall, which had 
to come. Mrs, Tracy may have heard our cries, 
but it is not certain thatshe did. The cook, 
who was on the roof, was screaming 80 that we 
could not hear anything distinctly. , 

“How long did Mrs. Tracy hang there? Not 
more than a few seconds. She told me after- 
ward that she slipped. She fell into the area- 
way. almost touching me in her swift descent, 
(I was on the ground level,) and struck 
on her left side. No sound, save a little inco- 
herent murmur, came from her lips. I picked 
her up and earried her into Mr. Rheem’s house, 
It was the most awful occurrence in wy life.”

THE RUINED HOUSE. 


EVIDENCES LEFT OF A HAPPY, 
HOME LIFE. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 3.—To those who were ad- 
mitted to view the destruction of property, the 
bedroom which bad been occupied by Seeretary 
and Mrs. Tracy was the principal point of inter- 
est. Itis a rear room, on the secona floor, and 
must have been a beautiful apartment. 

With the heads toward the west, two single 
brass bedsteuds stand side by side, and on these 
Mr. and Mra. Tracy siept last night. The brass 
is tarnished and everything around is black 
and soaked with water. The room is a huge 
einder. Pictures are charred and smoke-stained; 
mirrors cracked; silver-backed hairbrushes and 
the hundred and one jittle toilet accessories are 
ruined completely. The French clock on the 
mantel was silent, its pendulum having ceased 
to swing at $:20. Dirt and dirty water had 
ruined everything that was not impervious to 
heut and continuous moisture, 

The two front rooms on the second floor were 
occupied by Mra. Wilmerdiog and her daughter, 
Miss Alice, These apartments are wrecks. 
From the windows, which face on I street, 
theas ladies dropped to the grass below. 

On the third floor in the central front was the 
room occupied last nignt by Miss Tracy. This 
Was aruin ef the most thorough description— 
charred in every corner, the ceiling gone, the 
doors burned out. Cinders ankle deep coyered 
the floor, and what the flames bad spared was 
destroyed by Water. 

Aajoining this room on the east was the 
apartment which was to be Miss Tracy’s 
permanent room, and _ there was scat- 
tered all around evidence of prepara- 
then. On a couple of chairs were ariist’s 
materials, paints, brushes, and the other toolsof 
decorative art. On one side of the room was a 
wooden bedsteai—the only one in the house— 
and on its headboard the skillful fin- 
gers of the pretty eirl, now dead, had 
shaped festoous of poppies and morning- 
giories pendeat from trve-lovers’ knots. The 
fire had been more kind here than elsewhere, 
and there were still to be traced the floral forms, 
now adirty white on the smoked ground. The 
brushes and palette were just where they had 
been dropped by the artist. 

The servants’ rooms in the rear wore filled 
with the débris from the fallen roof, and what- 
ever may have been in them is now destroyed. 

From the first floor to the upper story the 
toil of travel is precarious, The steps still 
in placo are by no Means secure, sand 
the police, firemen, and reportars, whose 
duties called them up _ stairs had to 
move carefully to avoid aecident. The balus- 
trades were gone and the framework of the 
stairways was covered up with fragments of 
burned timber and an immense amount or 
fallen plaster. 

The parlors are completely burned out, the 
bronzes there ee been melted. Not a 
chair or picture 8 left. On the side 
opposite the door is a large wooden 
manelpiece, and directly under this in 
the basement is the large furnace. In one 
corner a small bookcase 1s a mass of charred 
wood. The only articles of furniture dis- 
tinguishabie is a desk which just bare- 
ly. holds together. The adjoining parlor 
on the front is in a much better condition, and 
the flames evidently went in the direction of 
the ball and up the main stairway. In the sec- 
ond front parlor some few pictures are still 
hanging on the walls and a number of chairs 
and sofas are left, only slightly burned. 

Back of these rooms is a large parlor or re- 
ception room, where comparatively little dam- 
age was done, The furniture is still intact, 
although greatiy damaged by water and 
smoke, Still further bavk is the dining room, 
where the main damage also was done by 
water and smoke. The table stavds in the 
middie of the room, not damaged in the slight- 
est. The wails are smoked and all the furniture 
is drenched by water, but the flames seem not 
to have reached this room to any extent. Adjoin- 
ing at the rear is a 8majl bulter’s pantry. where 
everything is as intact as if terrible flames had 
not been racing areund and above. The streams 
of water even seem not to have penetrated into 
this little retreat. 

The basement tloor was not damaged in the 
aJghtest, everything being in exavily the same 
condition as left last night.

THE 


A WIFE WHO HAD SHARED THE TRIALS 
AND TRIUMPHS OF HER HUSBAND. 


Mrs. Tracy’s maiden name was Delinda E. 
Cailn. She was a sister of Gen, Isaac W. Cat- 
lin, the well-known Brooklyn lawyer, and was 
born and educated in Owego, N. Y. Gen. Tracy 
was also born and educated in Owego, and it 
was there that be and Miss Catlin were mar- 
ried, when she was about twenty yeara of age 
and he astruggling young lawyer. During the 
war, when her husband and her brother, Gen. 
Catlin, were in active service, Mrs. Tracy con- 
tinued to live ia Owego with her children. 

soon after the close of the war Gon. Tracy re 
moved his law practice to New-York City, and 
took up his home in Brooklyn, where he resided 
at 148 Montague-street until he went to Wash- 
ington last year. 

Mrs. Tracy was long prominent in Brooklyn 
society, avd was noted for het drilliancy, her 
accomplishments, and her charities. In the 
last few yeara of hor life she devoted more at, 
tention to cl4emties than to social matters, ow- 
ing partially to thse fact that she was almost an 
invalid from inflammatory rheumatisin. She 
was enthusiastic in stipporting the Maternity 
Hospital, and was vrominent, with Mra. § V. 
White and others, in fosteriig the Home for the 
Friendless. Nevertheless she preserved a keen 
interest in social matters, and enjoyed the pros- 
pect of life in Washington. 

For many years slie was identified with Plym- 
outh Church, and she was a@ warm syiipa- 
thizer with Henry Ward Beecher when Gen. 
Tracy was defending the great preacher in the 
BHeechor-Tilton lawsuit. After Mr. Beacher’s 
death, however, Mra. Tracy had been accus, 
tomed to attend church at St. Ann’s-on-the- 
Heights, chiefly because it was near to her 
home. 

Mrs. Tracy was a woman of strong character, 
and her husband Was singularly dependent on 
her for aid. She had shared his siruggles with 
patience and she witnessed his triumphs with 
pride. DLhey had known each other from child- 
hood and were devotedly attached. Gen. Tracy 
was as proud of his wite as she was of hor 
husband, and it was not infrequent to hear him 





refer to her in terms of appreciation and en- 
dearment. He was wont to say that she was 
&n excellent woman and wife anda good mother. 

Mrs. Troey was the mother of three children, 
the youngest of whom, Miss Mary Farrington 
Tracy, perished with her in the fatal fire. 

Miss Mary, or “ Mattie” as her intimate friends 
called her, was twenty-six years of age and was 
an artist of no mean ability. gShe nad been edu- 
eated most carefully at home and had then 
gone abroad to study painting in Paris with 
Charles Champlain and elsewhere. She was @ 
woman of admirable gifts and splendid accom- 
Plishments, and on her return home assisted in 
extending the hospitality of the Tracy home, 


She made a apo of figure painting and was 
also an excellent musician, petierming well on 
the piano and zither. Until about two years 
ago she also sang occasionally in public, and 
her fine and well-trained soprano voice was 
much admired. 

Mra. ‘Tracy’s other daughter, Mrs. Emma 
Eloise, Wilmerdingy who escaped the fire by. 
jumping from a window of the burning house, 
is the widow of Ferdinand Wilmerding. a New- 
York broker. The wedding of Mrs. Wilmerding 
was one of the most noted events of Brooklyn 
society. Mr, Wilmerding died about ten years 
ago, leaving one child, Alice Wilmerding, the 
fourteen-year-oli girl who leaped with her 
mother from the burning Washington residence. 
Much of the responsibility of entertaining at 
the Tracy household has devolved upon Mrs. 
ee because of her mother’s indisposi- 

on. 

Mrs. Tracy’s third child is Frank B. Tracy, 
who is associated with his father in business, 
and who was at the Tracy farm, near Owego, 
at the time of the calamity. 

Gen. Tracy sold his Brooklyn house last year 
and remuved to Washington, taking his entire 
family with him ene his son, who retained 
his residence in Brovklyn. Mrs. Tracy and her 
daughters had been entertaining in Washing- 
ton only about two months, but had already be- 
come popular there, 

Three brothers and a sister survivo Mrs. 
Tracy. These are Gen. Isaacs. Catlin, Avery B. 
Catlin, and George L. Catlin of Apalachian, N. 
Y., und Mrs. Maria Olmstead, a widow, living 
in Owego. The Catlins are descended in a 
direct hne from Capt. Daniel Broadhead, who 
served in 1664 undet the Duke of York against 
the Dutch in America. Mrs, ‘Tracy’s father 
algo survives her, and is now ninety-four years 
ofage. Both the Catlins and the ‘fracys are 
prominent families in Tioga County. 

The news of the calamity was reesived with 
consterpation and horror both in New-York and 
Brooklyn. The members of the law firm of 
Tracy, MacFarland, Boardman, Ivins & Platt, 
of which Gen, Tracy is the head, at tirst re- 
fused toaccept the information as true, but 
when the news could be no longer doubted their 
grief was inexpressible. Mr. Platt went to 
Washington last night 

Mr. Thomas C. Platt, Mr. William C. Whitney, 
and other prominent citizens expressed tieir 
grief at the calamity and sympathy with Gen. 
Tracy and his surviving children, 

The terriblo news of his sister’s death was 
conveyed to Gen. Catlin very abruptiy. He had 
just come to hjs office in Brooklyn from his cot- 
tage in Babylon, when his law partner, Mr, 
Theodore b. Willis, told him that there was bad 
news, Gen. Catlin, thinking that Mr. Willis re- 
ferred to some law business, said that the news 
probably weuld not hurt much and demanded 
to know whatit was, Mr. Willis then said that 
it was reported from Washington that Secre- 
tary 'racy’s house was burned and that the 
Geueral and Mrs. Tracy were lost. 

Gen. Catlin fell back against his desk, almost 
fainting. When he recovered he telegraphed to 
Washington and the story wascontirmed. Mrs. 
Catlin heard the nows while on the street and 
hurried to her husband's olflice for confirmation, 
While there she was overcome with excitement 
and fainted. Gen. Catliu started for Washing- 
ton on the 3:30 P. M. train. 

The reveption of the news at the City Hall in 
Brooklyn practically paralyzed business there 
for the time being, so great was the desire to 
learn further particulars of the tire and to as- 
certain the trath of the conflicting reports as 
to the death of Secretary Tracy. Mayor Chapin 
said that he had not had any communication 
with Washington and shoulda not do anything 
until he had heard from there. The Brooklya 
Board of Aldermen passed a resolution yester- 
day expressing their surrew at the calamity and 
extenaing their sympathy to Secretary Tracy. 

The news was received with expressions of 
the deepest regret by all the New-York city 
Otticiale. Mayor Grunt said: “The sad news 
comes tO me as a personal bereavement. I 
have long had the pleasure of Mrs. Tracy’s 
acquaintance, but during the ceremonies of the 
Washington Centennial iast year I met her fre- 
quently. She was # charming lady in conver- 
sation, and 1 do not think thatin all my life I 
ever met a more thoroughly sensible woman. 
She had a peculiarly bright and at the same 
time poetical way of expressing her views 
that made her society very attractive. I sin- 
cerely sympathize with Secretary Tracy in his 
terridle misfortune.”

MANY ENTERTAINMENTS POSTPONED— 
RESOLUTIONS OF CONDOLENCE. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Owing to the deplora- 
ble calamities which have befallen the house- 
holds of the Secretary of State and the Secre- 
tary of the Navy a large number of invitations 
for receptions, dinners, and dancing parties to 
have been given during the preseut week by 
prominent society people hive been recalled. 
Among them wero those of Sir Julian and Lady 
Pauneefote, for Wednesday evening next. 

President and Mrs. Harrison have recalled 
the invitations to the State dinneriu honor of 
the Supreme Court set for Thursday next. The 
trip of the President and Cabinet to New-York 
to attend the centennary of the organization 
of the Supreme Court of the United States has 
also been abandoned. 

By order of the Board of Officera of the Dis- 
trict Commandery of the Military Order of the 
Loyal Legion, the banquet of the commandery, 
to have been given Wednesday is, in view of the 


distressing events of to-day, postponed until 
further notice, and all invitations have been re- 
called. eS 

The Chaplain of the Senate in his opening 
prayer made this feeling allusion to the iate ca- 
lamities in the families of Secretary Blaine aud 
Secretary Tracy: 

“*To whom shall we come in time of trial but to 
Thee, O God? We come with the confidence and 
trust of children as we gather under the 
shadow of this great sorrow. If it please 
Thoe, sustain and spare the useful life.

As soon as the reading of Thursday’s Journal 
was concluded, Mr. Cameron said: 
“Mr. President, since the adjournment of the 


Senate on Thursday last, the houses of two mem.- 
bers of the Executive branch of the Government 


have been visited by great calamities. The 
Secretary of State has lost a daughter, ana 
this morning at 7 o'clock the house of 


the Secretary of the Navy was destroyed by fire 
aud two of those who were bear to him—his wife 
and his daughter—lost their lives. In view of 
these two great calamities that have fallen on 
members of our Government, I move that the Sen 
ate do now adjourn.” ; 


The motion was agreed to unanimously, and 
the Senate at 12:10 adjourned until to-morrow. 

Inhis praver this morning the Chaplain of 
the House said: 


“O Thou who hast taught us that Thou dost not 
unwillingly afhict or grieve the children of men, we 
draw nigh to Thee in theshadow of the awrul 
calamity which has overwhelmed the hotse- 
hold of the Secretary of the Navy, and in 
the new sorrow’ that has come to the 
family of the Secretary of State.

ministry of consolation to be obtained alone 
in the steadfastness of Thy spirit, in

THER OHICAGO “GONDOLIERS,’ 
MANAGER HENDERSON’S PRODUCTION 


OF THE NEW OPERA. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 3.—When it is taken into con- 
sideration that in order to produce **The Gon- 
Ooliers”’ Manager David Henderson had to get 
together a company in midseason, the per- 
formance at the Chicago Opera House to- 
night was a very creditable one. The haste 
necessary in order to get the opera before the 
Chicago public excuses the roughness of the 
first performance. These comments cover all 
that may be adversely criticised in the result 
of Mr. Henderson’s work, seen on the stage at 
his theatre to-night. That they will occur 
a week henceis extremely improbabie. That 
Mr. Henderson’s production will be as marked 
@ success as the productions in other fields 
which he has given the Chicago public and the 
country it 1s safe to assert. To say that the ner- 
formance to-night was a perfect one, or that the 
company was beyond criticism, would be un- 


true. To say that with a few changes in the 
cast the opera will be presented here in a atyle 
far excelling the original New-York produc- 
tion is to record the honest convictions of those 
who have seen both companies and those who 
bave informed themselves concerning the im- 

erlections of the organization sent over by 

r. Carte. 

It is rather odd that the first thing that 
should present itself after each of these pro- 
dustions was the necessity of a reconstruc- 


tion of the company. Certainly there 
is nothing in the opera calling’ for 
an unusually high order of ability, yet 


here, as in New-York, it became certain before 
the first act was balf through that at two or 
three points the cast was v,vitally weak. 
Happily Mr. Henderson is not obliged 
to face any such radical reorganiza- 
tion as that for which Mr. Carte’s 
company Called. In the main his eomepeny 
18 an oxcelient one, and at most points it is dit 
ticult to see how it could be improved. The 
imporfections, it may be said, are due to mis- 
fortunes and not to any error of judgment on 
Mr. Hendersou’s part. The part of Tesea, for 
instance, was taken be the understudy, Miss 
Alinu, two days ago. It was badly done, Miss 
Alma’s voice being of the thinnest possible 
character, and the part was in most ways en- 
tirely beyond her reach. Mr. Jesse Jenkins 
is bound to make a very acceptable Guizeppe, 
but he is apparently suifering from a 
cold, whivh afiected his speaking as well as 
his singing voice. One or two members of the 
company will probably have to be replaced, in 
order to givé such a performance as Mr. Hen- 
derson desires, and such as his reputation leads 
the public to expect. 

Tue foregolug covers the imperfections of the 
performance to-nignt. Of its excellent features 
much more be be said. The chorus is the 
best ever heard in comic opera in this city. It 
is not an aggregation of “sticks,” but 
a live, active, vital, and harmonious part 
of the produetion. Mr. Richard Barker, who 
has staged the opera, says it is the best 
eborus he ever handled, und its work to-night 
was something of which Mr. Barker might 
well pe proud. Ofthe costuming too much in 
praise can hardly be said. It is rich in material, 
design, and coloring, Mr. Pierson Anderson, 
who made the designs, and Mr. Dazian, who 
executed them, never having been represented 
on the Chicago stage to better advantage. Thé 
scenery by Mr. Fred Dangerfield and Mr. Will- 
fam Vogelin is superb, Mr. Vogelin’s work on 
the first set evoking hearty applause when the 
curtain rose. At that moment the rain was 
falling in torrents and there were many ompty 
seats, but a few minutes later every seat 
was oveupied and scores of people were stand- 
ing, It was a very brilliant and enthusiastio 
audience, evidently well pidased with the per- 
formance, for its encores began with the open- 
ing chorus and lasted until the curtain fell the 
second time upon the last act. Evidently the 
story of the opera was well understood, for 
there was no apparent effort to follow the plot 
at pe expense of the bright lines and the 
music. 

Miss Lily Post was welcomed with applause, 
a3 was Mr, Daboll, whose Duke of Plaze Toro, 
with the Grand Inquisitor of Mr, Frankau, were 
by far the beat thinga done by the gentlemen 
in the cast, The Duchess of Mise 
Fanny Edwards and the Oasilda of Miss 
Ada Cora Reed were delightfully done, and 
the Luiz of Mr. Willett Seaman, Jr, was vory 
good. Mr. Adolph Liesegang directed the or- 
chestra and did it admirably, Despite the im- 
perfections noted, imperfections which are evi- 
dently of the kind easily overcome, the per- 
formance was an entertaining one and thorough- 
ly enjoyed by the big audience.

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THE SKIPPER’S QUEER WAYS 


THR SLOWER HIS SHIP THA 
GREATER HIS PRIDE. 
HOW LIGHTNING GAVE THE RAOE TO 
THE TORTOISE—AN INCIDENT OFF 

CAPE HORN. 


If there is anything whieh the average ship- 
master prides himself upon it is the speed of 
his vessel. He is apt to be somewhat vain 
adout the beauty of his craft, but this feeling 
is as nothing compared with the pride which 
he takes in her speed. 

Oddly enough, it is not the Captain of the 
oeean greyhound who shows the greatest sat- 
isfaction in the swiftmess of his vessel. He 
speaks very modestly of the ability of his mag- 
nificent steamship to walk away from other 
vessels. If he happens to beat his greatest rival 
and tosmash the record at the same time he 
mentions his triumph as a matter of very little 
importance. 

It is reserved for the Captain of the slow-ge- 
ing sailing vessel to display an overweening 
pride in the speed of his ship, It seems strange 
that the slower a sailing ship happens to be 


the prouder the skipper is of her speed, but 
such seems to be the case, 

“{ know I’m awful proud of the way my olip- 
per can show her beels when she feels like is,” 
said the Captain of a trim sailing ship now in 
port. ‘In fact, I know I'ma little foolish about 
it, and that I’ve been laughed at for the way 
I’m always telling how onee, with a gale on our 
starboard quarter, we walked right past a big 
mail steamer going in the same direction that 
we were, and how the patent log showed that 
ha Asa, making a little over eighteen knots an 
my ship’s speed as old Capt. James, that I sailed 
under when I was only a mate, was of the abil- 
ity of his old tub to go. 

“She was as slow a ship as ever sailed, I think 
that she has retired from the high seas and now 
does duty as acval scow. But if Capt. James 
were to see her being towed up the bay by a 
tug he would give her oredit for every bit of 
speed she was making, and he wouldn’t once 
take the tug that was towing her into account. 
He would take mighty good notice of every 
time ghe passed another vessel, but when some 
crait Dappened to go by her it wouldn’t be of 
7 a 

“‘ITremember, on my tirst voyage with Capt. 
James in the old tub, we left Now York for Val- 
paraiso .just afew days after a fast little bark 
that nad been loaded by the same tirm that 
chartered us. When we got to Valparaiso the 
bark hadn’t arrived. And wasn’t Capt. James 
proud! It made me tired to hear him brag 
about our having beaten the fast bark. He wa 
always on the lookout for the bark’s arrival, 
think it was his idea to go aboard of her when 
she got in and to crow over her Captain on the 
strength of having beaten him. But about ten 
days alté® we got to Mogg: soko we received a 
little bit, of news that 6xplained heuw we had 
happened to beat the little bark. It seemed 
that after leaving New-York ene walked right 
along and was making a run that would have 
been a remarkable one if it hadn’t been for an 
accident. When she was off the River Plate 
she was caught in a storm, during whieh lght- 
hing struck her and shattered her mainmast. 
she afterward drifted ashore and all of her 
crew were saved. 

‘Capt. James was disappointed at this news 
—there was no mistake about that. But he man- 
aged to console himself by getting it into his 
head that our ship was a better boat than the 
bark, because she had come through the voy- 
age safe while the bark had been lost. After 
unloading at Valparaiso we went to the Guano 
Islands for acargo. And while we were load- 
ing we lay in a fleet of vessels, every one of 
which was a good deal faster than our ship. 

But Capt. James had an idea that we were 
noise to beat all of them hoilow. There was 
® little three-masted schooner, that had come 
from Boston to Valparaiso in forty-five days, 
lying near us. Capt. James turned up his nose 
at the schoonerevery time thai he looked at her. 
He didn’t believe that she had made the run in 
forty-tive days, and in order to humor him [I nad 
to pretend that I had some doubts about the 
Matter myself. 

“We sailed for Falmouth, England, on the 
lst day of May, a few days after several big 
clippers that were sure to beat us bollow. The 
firstevening out the Captain told ms that we 
were going to overhaul most ot thuse totlows 
that had started before us, and then he added: 
‘That is, it — don’t get good winds the whole 
time and we get poor winds.’ I knew that that 
Was going to be the exouse for our long pas- 
sage. Every now and then, when we were be- 
calmed and saw some big ship in the distance, 
the Captain would have it thatthe stranger 
was one of the clippers that sailed before us. 
When we were off Cape Horn, running before 
a heavy gale, up eame a ship behind us under 
topaails. Although we were carrying a main- 
Wepaallantesil, the other ship gained on us, 
What dors Capt. James do but set his fore aud 
mizzen topxullant sails and his main royal on 
top of that. But still the other ship walked 
right by us, aud we were staggering to such an 
extent under the press of canvas that all hands 
had Co be called in order te take some of it in. 

“On our way up to the English Uhannel the 
Captain bad the ship cleaned ap and scraped 
and oiled aud painted until she looked almost 
as bright as a newdoliar. That is, she looked 
that way all but on the sides, near the water 
mark. She Was 4 great roller, so that there was 
quite aspace here that we were unable to get 
at, and this, owing to our long voyage, had be- 
come covered with grass and barnavies. This 
dirty green patch looked mighty queer along- 
side the smoveth planks just above it that had 
received several coats of black paint since pass- 
ing Cape Horn. We reached Falmouth after a 
voyage of 124 days. When we anchored in the 
hafbor every small craft that was out vame 
and looked at us. Oapt. James was delighted 
with the attention we were getting, and he 
strutted up and down the deck in nigh 
feather. Yet I have no doubt that what had 
really attracted attention was the vory dirty 
appearance of our ship near the water mark, 
and her trim look above that, The Captain 
went ashore, and on his return I asked whether 
ahy of the other vessels that had left the Guano 
Islands just before us had been reported. He 
said that all of them had got inexcept one, and 
that was the very fastest of the clippers. He 
said that the other vessels must havé bad gales 
of wind behind them during the entire voyage. 
And then he bragged at & great rate about his 
having beaten the fast clipper. But we after 
ward learned that the clipper had gone direct 
to Liverpool instead of stopping at Falmouth 
a8 her Captain had originally intended, and 
that she had made the voyagé in ninety days, 
beating us by a little over thirty days.” 

When the Captain of a sailing vessel has a 
fair wind andis making good pregress, he dis- 
likes yery much to have bis voyage interrupted, 
oven for amoment. Afew years ago the Cap- 
tain of an American ship, bouvd from the weat 
ooast of South America for Europe, was round- 
ing Cape Horn before a good breeze at the rate 
of twelve miles an hour. The Oaptain was in 
high spirits, and was doubtless ero 
himseif upon the fact that he stood a fair 
chance of making a rapid yoraae when he 
heard the cry of ‘‘ Man overdoard.” A satlor at 
work in the lee rigging had lest his hoid owin 
to a lurch of the ship, and had failen overboard. 
He could now be seen struggling for life 
in the water astern. The Captain was a 
kind-hearted man, and he doubtiess felt 
for tbe poor sailor; still he was mak- 
ing twelve miles an hour, and it seemed a 
pity to interrupt such a run by héaving the ves- 
sel to in order to save the sailor, Bat some- 
thing had to be donefor the poor man, so the 
Captain seized the booby hatch, which was 
lying on deck near hiw, and hove if overboard, 
with a silent prayer to the effect that the salior 
might be énabled to olimb on top of it and to 
cling there until some Captain who was in no 
hurry should come along and rescue him. 

The sailor was never heard from, but the 
Captain has singe boasted of his humanity in 
sacrificing a valuable soovy hatch in the hope 
of saving a distressed seaman. 

It often happens that a shipwrecked “7 
upon being rescued report that they made sig- 
nals of distress to some passing ship which was 
making good progress with a fair wind, but 
which paid no attention to them, probabiy for 
the reason that her Captain was too anxious to 
make & good run to spare an hour or twoin 
rescuing a few of his fellow-béings from immi- 
neat peril. 

Ofall the skippers who prided themselves 
upon making fast pasgages, the one whe took 
any delay to heart the most was a Down-Easter 
named Jackson, who dieda few years ago. 
When his vessel was becalmed for a few days 
Capt. Jackson would come on deck in the morn- 
ing and look anxiously around the horizon. If 
he saw no signs of a breeze he would take off 
be hat, and, flinging it upon the deck, would 

ance upon it for a few minutes, meantime curs- 
ing like aftiend. After indulging in this eon- 
duct, tothe amusement of his crew, he would 
retire to his cabin and sulk there for a few 
hours. He would repeat this performance 
ee that his vessel remained be- 
caimed, 
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A CHURCH ROW IN MIDDLETOWN, 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Feb. 3.—Presiding Elder 
Jawes H. Smith of Norwalk, Conn., is here try- 
ing to harmonize the feud between the Rev.

TERMINAL FACILITIES SECURED. 

Indefinite rumors concerning plans of the 
New-York and New-England Railroad Company 
for securing an entrance to New-York and ob- 
taining terminal facilities here were succeeded 
yesterday by developments that were not indefi 


nite. It was announced with official backing, 
though not with official intention, that finally 
talk had given way to acts, and that the 
long-sought-for terminal facilities had really 
been obtained. A lease for ninety-nine years 


had been entered into between the railroad 
comp+ny and the owner of the re of ground 
lying between One Hundred and Fifty-fiftn and 
One Hundred and ¢Fifty-seventh streets, from 
the Harlem River to the bluff. 
This is the property occupied by the New- 
York League Baseball Club, which was yester- 
day served with notice that it musé vacate to 
accommodate the railway corporation. The 
railroad company wanted immediate posses- 
sion, but finally eompromised on a contract 
which will turn the property over to it next 
October. 
The lease contains provisions granting re- 
newals on the basis of an appraisal of value. 
Extensive station houses Mt is tated, are to 
be erected as soon as the railroad company can 
begin work. An suthority havine the ri«ht to 
speak officially for the New-York and New- 
England Railroad Company said last night: 
“There should be nothing surprising in this 
transaction. It signifies the intention of the 


Managers of the New-Engiand property 
to put into practical operation plans 
long ago determined upon. Of course, 


lots of people have affected to disbelieve that 
the New-England Company has seriously pro- 
osed to come into New-York and establish 
tself as an out-and-out New-York property. 
Ever sinee the present controllers of the New- 
England Company have been in power, how- 
ever, they have been energetically and con- 
sistently at work to bring about precisely what 
this important icase indicates. 
‘There 1s nothing to be said just now,” con- 
tinued this authority, “regarding reports cur- 
rent in an out of Wallstreet sug¢- 
gesting that Jay Gould and Rassell Sage are 
to become identified with the New-York and 
New-England. It would not seem to require 
much work, however, to discern how close a re- 
lationship is likely to be brought about now be- 
tween the New-England Company and the Man- 
hattan Elevated system.” 
It isa theory among railway men that this 
new move by the New-York and New-Engiland 
means that that company jis taking measures to 
be on hand ready to appropriate w large share 
of the immense New-England trafic which will 
develop with the Worid’s Fair in New-York.

THE COURT’S DECISION ACCEPTED. 
The New-York, Susquehanna and Western 
Railroad Company has finally accepted the de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals in the suit of its 
non-assenting debenture bondholders and has 
paid the Februaty coupons on presentation. 
This is the fight which has been waged for sey- 
eral years ond which was many times before 
the courts in varied forms. 
In 1887, the company being somewhat em- 
barrassed prepared a refunding scheme for the 
purpose of getting alower rate of interest on 
the outstandino lg indebtedness, and also 
to fund a floating indebtedness. It was pro- 
posed that the debenture bondholders, whose 
bonds called for interest at 6 per cent., should 
accept second mortgage bonds bearing 419 per 
cent, interest. The amount of the debenture 
bonds was $600,000. The company succeeded 
in inducing the owners of about $500,000 of the 
bonds to join in the new move. Tho remaining 
bondholders refused to submit to the change, 
and the yore g. refused to pay them any ip- 
terest at Allon the bonds. Suit was brought 
against the company in October, 1887, by Leb- 
beus B. Ward, the largest non-assenting bond- 
holder, and upon the trial the court directed a 
Verdict in favor of Mr. Ward. This verdict the 
General Term and the Court of Appeals at- 
firmed, the latter court in giving its decision in 
Maroh, 1889, imposing a tine of 10 per cent. of 
the amount involved on the company for frivo- 
lous litigation. 
Notwithstanding this deeision the railroad 
company, on the date the interest on the out- 
standing debenture bonds became due, again 
refused té pay it, and the law was again ap- 
pealed to to settle the difficulty. The company, 
after sult was brought, paid the interest, but 
on every day thereafter when the interest be- 
©ame due the same course was pursued. £0 
matters have stood until the preseut, when the 
railroad authorities made the payment. 


A RAILROAD SOLD. 

Topeka, Feb. 3.—Hiram P. Dillon, Master 
in Chancery, sold the St. Louis, Fort Scott 
and Wichita Railroad this afternoon at public 
sale to the Union Trust Company of New- 
York for $6,466,742. W. H. Roasington of 
this city represented the trust company. B. 
P. Waggener of Atchison, aitorney for the 
Missouri Proific, bid $5,000,000 for the road 
in behalf of the Goulds, 

It_ig believed that Weggener’s bid was in- 
tended as a blind, and that the road will con- 
tinue to be operated by the Missouri Pacific. 
Judge Foster has direoted that no further steps 
be taken until the suit now pending in Nevr- 
York is decided.

REVISERS CARRY THE DAY 


A MAJORITY OF FIFTY IN 
THE PRESBYTERY. 
A SPIRITED DEBATE AT THE ELEVENTH 
HOUR—THE MINORITY WILL PRE- 
SENT A PROTEST. 


The New-York Presbytery yesterday voted on 
that part of the report of its Committee on the 
Revision of the Westminster Confession of 
Faith, which included the proposed changes, 
and a8 the discussions on the subject had inal- 
cated it would do, it committea itself in favor 
ot revision. The vote ‘by which it decided on 
this course was 93 to 438, but the minority, 
although it had scen that in all probability a 
majority of the members of the Presbytery 
would go in favor of revising, was not satisfied 
with merely opposing such a course by its 
Votes. Attne session to-day a protest will be 
presented by some of those who voted against 





Yevision, in which the Presbytery’s course will 


be opposed in vigorous language. 

The great interest which has been taken in 
the Presbytery’s discussions on the proposed 
changes was not at all abated yesterday 
when the matter came toa vote. The galleries 
of the Scotch Church were crowded, and, al- 
though applause had been prohibited, the mo- 
tions and explanations of votes were frequent- 
ly cheered, until the Moderator deciared that 
if the applause did not cease he would enter- 
tain a motion te adjourn. Especial applause 
greeted the defeat of a motion offered by Dr. 
Booth to the effect that to-day the Presbytery 


hold its session in the Presbytery room, where 
it could vote calmly and notin a ** public arena.” 

It was voted at the outset that, on the taking 
of the vote, ail those who had not speken dur- 
ing the previous sessions be allowed three 
winutes each to explain their vyotos. The fifth 
paragraph of the report was then taken up. 
The final sentence, after considerable discus- 
sien and several motions, was trausferred to 
the next paragraph, and-then the paragraph 
‘was adopted as follows: 

“The Presbytery would regard with apprehen- 
sion any attempts to remodel the Contéssion of 
Faith as endangering the integrity of our system of 
doctrine. Wedeprecate most earpestly ail such 
Changes a8 would impair the essential articles of 
our faith, contained in that Confession which has so 
long served a8 our standard, and to which we are 
bound by so many historic and personal ties,”’ 


a next portion of the report taken up was 
this: 


“We ask only such changes as seem to us ur- 
ently needed and generally desired, to wit: 
‘irst—We desire that the third chapter after the 
first section be 80 recast as to include these things 
only; The sovereignty of God in election; the gen- 
eral love of God for all mankind; the salvation in 
Christ Jesus provided for all, and to be preached to 
every creature.” 

As soon aa the motion for adoption had been 
made Prof. W. M. Paxton proposed to amend 
by striking out all that follows “chapter,” aud 
inserting “remain unchanged.” This motion 
at once broughiabvouta lively debate. The Rey. 
Dr. R. R. Booth questioned the propriety of 
offering any suck amendment. The Moderator 
6aid 1t seemed a litile Incousistent to 80 change 
the report tuatit shouid be made to say in one 
place that it desired changes, and immediately 
following that it did not want changes. 

“Prof. Paxton’s amendment [I think is per- 
fectly in order,” said Dr. Howard Crosby. “If 
itis & foolish amendment heis responsible for 
that and not we,” 

“IT olaim it is to the point,” said Prof. Pax- 
ton, ‘‘fer it sbews the multitude of errors 
which surround this report. That third chap- 
ter has deen there for about two hundred years. 
How did the committee find out about the 
urgeocy of the demanda for its change? This 
doctrine of election by divine grace has always 
been the core of the Calvinistio syatem, and 
bow you propose tv take out one-half of it. 
Electiou and preterition hang together. You 
fay Ged bas foreeordaiued men shall be saved, 
put say He has not forsordained that they shail 
be lost. If yeu change this third chapter you 
pay you don’t believe this doctrine, while in the 
first section you say you do believe it,” 

Dr. Crosby declared that the third chapter 
Was precisely the place to insert something 
about the love of God. If the tbheolegians 
laughed at the New-York Presbytery for doing 
pe, let them laugh. As to its being necessary to 
consider preterition wita election, that was not 
80. Preterition did not mean that God had no 
regard for the unslect. On the contrary, He 
had the greateat regard for them, and strove to 
fave them, but they would not be saved. 

Prof. Charies A. Briggs of the Union Theo- 
logical Seminary oppesed Prof, Paxton vigor- 
ously. A Vote was then taken, and Prof. Pax- 
tou’s motion was lost by a heavy majority. 

The adoption of the paragraph was again 
moved, but Dr. John Hall offered this amend- 
ment: ‘*‘ Werecommend that the General As- 
sembly, should it seem proper, formulate a 
brief explanatory foot note disclaiming the in- 
terpretations caid to be put upon certain por- 
tions of Chapter 3 to the alleged harm of the 
truth and of the Presbyteriau Cauroh.” 

The Rev. Dr. Van Dyke declared that he ap- 
proved the spirit of Dr. Hali's amendment, qat 
the remedy he proposed was about as adequate 

us would be a bread poultice to stop a leakin a 
Bhip. 

Dr. Hail’s amendment was not accepted, and 
the article was adopted without furtner discus- 
Bion. The following are the portions of the 
Confession which it declares should be amended 
or revised: 


“3. By the decree of God, for the manifestation of 
His glory, some men and angels are predestinated 
unto everlasting life, and others fureordained to 
everlasting death. 

“4. These angels and men, thus predestinated and 
foreordained, are particularly and unchangeably de- 
signet; and their numbor is so certain and definite 
thaj it cannot be eituer increased or diminished, 

“6. The rest of maukind (the non-elect] God was 
leased, according tu the unsearchable counse) of 
His own will, whereby He extendeth or with- 

holdeth merey as He pleaseth, for the glory of His 
sovereign power over tHiis creatures, to pass by, and 
to ordain them to dishonor and wrath for their sin, 
to the praise of His glorions justice.” 


The next section of tha report was adopted 
Without discussion. It reads: 


“ Secondly--We desire that the tenth chapter be 
Bo revised as not to appear to discriminate concern- 
ing infants dying 1n infancy, or so as to omit all 
reference to them, (Section 5,) and so as to preclude 
that explanation of section 4 which makes it teach 
the damnation of ali the heathen or makes it deny 

hat there are avy elect heatae:n who are regenerated 
and saved by Christ through the Spirit, and who 
endeaver to walk in penitence and humility aczord- 
ing to the measure of light which God has been 
Pleased to grant taem.” 

This recommends changes in these sections of 
the teuth chapter: 


“3. Hleot infants, dying in infancy, are regener. 
ated and saved by Christ, through the Spirit, who 
Worketh when, and where, and how he pieaseth. 
So, also, are ali other elect persons, who are incapa- 
we - being outwardly called by the ministry of the 

¥ ora. * 

“4, Others, not elected, although they may be 
Called by the ministry of the Word, and may have 
some common operations of the Spirit, yet they 
Lever truly come unto Christ, and, therefore, can- 
not be saved. Much less can men not professing 
the Christian reli¢ion bo saved in any other way 
whatsoever, be they never so diligent to frame 
tieir lives according tothe hght oi nature and the 
law of that religion they do profess; and to assert 
and maintain that they may is very pernicious and 
to ve detested.” 


The Seripture texts quoted in the authorized 
version of the Presbyterian Chureh’s Coustitu- 
tion are as follows:

MISPLAOED OLEMENCY. 


INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT ONE OF 
HARRISON’S PARDONS. 


The pardoning by President Harrison on Jan. 
16 of the notorious bunco steerer and “ green- 
goods” operator Nathaniel Jones, alias ‘‘ Nate’’ 
Parmleo, alias “ Nate” Sippel, alias William 
White, contined in Moyamensing Prison, 
Philadelphia,,to which he had been committed 
March 1, 1889, to serve a sentence of one year’s 
imprisonment and to pay a fine of $300 for 
swindling, has occasioned considerable indigna- 
tion amung the prosecuting authorities of New- 
Jersey. é 

When Jones was convioted in the United 
States Circuit Courtin Philadelphia, his brother, 
Edward Parmiee Jones, alias Edward Parmlee, 
one of the most notorious confidence men and 
“green-goods” men in the East, set to work 
getting up a petition requesting his pardon. 
By continuous labor for nearly three months he 


succeeded in getting enough signatures to the 
petition to send it to the President. The peti- 
tion remained in the President’s possession for 
some time, until finally Mr. Harrison signed 
Nate Parmilee’s pardon and the Moyamensing 
authorities were obliged to liberate the noturi- 
ous rascal. The records of the liberated rogue 
und his brotber show how carelessly the Presi- 
dent has exercised bis clemenvy. 

**Nate’’ Jones was arrested in Newark, N. J., 
Oct. 31, 1888, while he was engaged in swin- 
dling a man by means of the ‘“ green-goods” 
game. He had rented a room in the Park House 
under the name of Nathaniel Sippel. He was 
at once recognized by the New-Jersey author- 
ities a8 being the chief helper of his brother. 
While Jones was in jail awaiting trial a charge 
was preferred against him by Post Office In- 
spector Edward Mullin for using the United 
States mails fur unlawful purposes. Jones 
was held on the charge and furnished 
bail for his appearance and trial. He, 
however, “jumped” his bail, and in Janu- 
ary following ne was arrested in Philadel- 
phia on a charge similar to that on which he 
was prosecuted in Newark. The authorities of 
the jatter city were informed and they fur- 
nished much valuable information concerning 
the fellow. A detainer was lodged against 
Jones by the Newark officers, but this the 
Moyamensing authorities refused to recognize, 
When Jones was pardoned by the President 
the Newark authorities were not notitied, so 
that the confidence man succesded in getting 
scott free without any difficulty whatever. The 
result is that the Newark oflicers are now look- 
ing for the man who was pardoned by the 
President to punish him fora orime against 
the Federal Government and for jumping his

Edward Parmlee Jones, whose petition the 
President treated with 80 mueh respect, is 
known to the police in this city as one of the 
gang of contideuce men who have made City 
Hall Park and the Brooklyn Bridge entrance 
such unprofitable places for countrymen to 
congregate in. In the Summer of 1888 Anthony 
Comstock and Detective Feeney of the Dis- 
trict Atturney’s office of Hudson County, 
YN. J., arrested Derrigan, a notorious 
Sharper, in Jersey City. Jones was standing 
near by, and as Mr. Comstock went toward 
him be whipped out an enormous revolver 
and would have discharged it had not Feeney 
come to Mr. Comstock’s assistance. In the 
xaug'’s subsequent prosecution, Jones was not, 
for s0me reason best known to himseif, in- 
dicted. He was the practical head of the gang 
of * green-goods” men who used 230 aliases 
and controjled about 20 boxes in the Jersey 
Oity Post Ottice.

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YALE’S NEW GYMNASIUM, 


IT MAY PROVE AVAILABLE FOR THE 
JUNIOR PROMENADES. 
Ngew-HAveEN, Conn., Feb. 3.—On account of 
the military difficulty at Hartford, caused by 
the rental of the State armory to the Polo As- 





sociation, it isbelieved that the next Legislat- ‘ 


ure will enact a law that armories shall be 
used for military purposes only. If such a law 
should be passed, the Yale students would be 
uvable to secure the New-Haven armory for 
the Junior promenades. In anticipation of this, 
it has been suggested that the new gymnasium 
could be used for the great social event of the 
college year. Though not quite so suitable as 
the armory, the hall will have an unincumbered 
surface of 10,000 square feet. This would be 
equal to, if not more than, the actual dancing 
surface at the armory. The ranning track 
above would probably seat 500 or 600 specta- 


tors. 

Prof. Richards says that in the original plans 
there was to be room for 600 or 700 spoc- 
tators. The specifications demand that the 
main floor shall be strong enough to hold 138,- 
000 pounds to the square foot before it even

OABLE ROAD AOOLDENT. 


WHAT THE STATE BOARD OF RAILROAD 
COMMISSIONERS SAYS. 


ALBANY, Feb. 3.~—The State Board of Railroad 
Commissioners has rendered a decision in re- 
gard tothe accident on the cable road In Now- 
York City on Jan. 25, by which Bernard Seiber 
was run overand killed. Seiber was knocked 
down at One Hundred and Twenty-fiftn-street 
and Fourth-avenue while recklessly, appar- 
ently, running in front of the car, and the life 
guards passed over him. His body came in 
contact with the grip, extending from the cable 
to the car, and was thus dragged a consider- 
able distance, 

The board finds that the Third-avenue Road, 
which runs the cable road, has neglesied to 
equip its cara with life guarda as approved by 
the board in April, 1887, which called for 
guards low euough to aliuw a space of only 
three-quarters of an inch between the guard 
and the pavement. The ones in use allow a 
space of three to six inches, 

The board recomménds that such guards be 
lowered se as to bring them within not more 
than an inch anda half of the pavement, and 
also that the flat piece which raises and lowers 
on the portion of the guard in the centre of the 
car be reconstructed so as to form an angle in- 
stead of a flat pieoe as at present. 

The board alse recommends that the present 
brake-rods on the Tenth-avenue cars be recon- 
structed so as to avoid the likelinood of eatch- 
ing and holding down a person who might get 
in front of a car. 











MEXICO AND YUCATAN. 





TO BE EXAMINED BY A SCIENTIFIC EX- 
PLORING EXPEDITION. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 3.—An important solen- 
tific exploration is to be made of the less- 
known portions of Yucatan and Mexico, regions 
which have not hitherto been scientifically ex- 
plored, except in 80 faras archwology is con- 
cerned. Itis the object of the expedition to as- 
certain, as a continuation of former explora- 
tions in Florida, the general structure of the 
basin of the Gulf of Mexico, concerning which 
there is much diversity of opinion among scien- 
tists, 

The exploration will comprise, besides the 
geological examination of the rezion, a close ex- 
amination of its zoology and botany, toward 
which end specialists in various departments of 
science will aonemprey the expedition. The 
exploring party will be under the leadership of 
Prof. Angelo Heilprin of the Academy of Natu- 
ral Sciences, and will devote special attention 
te geology and paleontology. 

The expedition will leave New-York by 
steamer On the 15th inst., stopping first at Pro- 
greso, Yucatan, whence the research will ex- 
tend into the interior of that State. The expe- 
dition is organized under the auspices of the 
Academy of Ndtural Solences, which has re- 
ceived the co-operation ofits individual mem- 
bers and also of the American Puilosophieal 8o- 
ciety. 





BISMAROK WANTS REST. 
WHY HE RESIGNED THE POST OF MIN- 
ISTER OF COMMERCE. 


BERLIN, Feb. 3.—The National Zeitung ex- 
plains the action of Prince Bismarck in resign- 
ing the Post of Minister of Commerce, The 
Prince, if says, bas for years felt the growing 
necessity of restricting the sphere of his actiy- 
ity. Recently on account of the atrikes and 
the various difficulties related to the cause of 
the strikes the duties connected with the Minis- 
try of Commerce had become excessive and 
burdensome, and the Prince did not feel himself 
equal to the work of that department. He 
therefore recommended that the Emperor 
should appoint to tue post the Baron von Ber- 
lepsch, 

For the samo reason he alse desires the ap- 
pointment of a Minister of the Colonies, but 
he finds it at present impracticable to create an 
independent Colonial Office.

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A OOLORED BLACKMAILER. 
James Davis, a young negro who seems to 
have had a mania for blackmailing peuple on 
flimsy pretexts, was in the Yorkville Police 
Court yosterday as complainant against a Mr. 
Shaw of 1,509 Broadway, whom he acoused of 
having falied to return $200 which he (Davis) 


had given him on deposit. Shaw denied all 
knowledge of the money, buta complaint of 
larceny was justabout to be made out against 
him when a detective appeared with James 
Lennon, a colored man, who identified Davis 
the man who had put him yup to the attempted 
blackmailing of J. W. Jones, @ teacher in the 
Trinity School, at Fitty-ninth-street and Madi- 
son-avenue. Mr. Jones said that at one time he 
had befriended young Davis, and that afterward 
Davis had demanded of him $20 on pain of be- 
ing “exposed” to his employers. Just what 
crime might be ‘‘exposed” Mr. Jones did not 
know, but he refused to pay Davis $20 or any 
other sui. 

A short time afterward Lennon handed Mr, 
Jones asummons tO appearin court on some 
charge, tolling him, however, that the thing 
might be “fixed.” Mr. Jones refused to pay 
any money, and within a few days he received 
a letter from Davis demanding $50, Under ad- 
vice he told Davis to meet him at an up-town 
hotel, and went there with a detective, Davis 
did not appear, but Lennon did and was arrest- 
ed. That worthy said that he bad simply acted 
as a messenger for Davis, and was discharged, 
Davis's complaint against Shaw was then dis- 
inissed, and Davis himself was taken into cus- 
tody on a charge of blackmail. 





FORCED TO PAY ITS TAXES, 

Evizaneth, N. J, Fob, 3,—-An important suit 
was brought against the city of Elizabeth to- 
day in the United States court at Washington 
by the Central Railroad of New-Jersey, which 
claims that it has been unjustly forced by the 
city to pay taxes on its water front, shops, 
and coal docks here for the past ten years.

A CENTURY OF JUDGES 


THE FKDERAL JUDIOIARY 
CELEBRATION TO-DAY. 
MANY LEGAL LIGHTS IN TOWN—AN 
ELABORATE PROGRAMME PREPARED 
IN HONOR OF THE ANNIVERSARY. 


This morning the long-talked-of centennial 
celebration of the organization of the Federal 
Judiciary begins. Judges of greater or less 
eminence arrived in town from all parts of the 
country yesterday to participate. The arrange- 
ments are a8 near perfection as possible, and 
there ia now not the slightest reason to doubt 
that without a bitch or a halt the celebration 
will pass down to history as an event of con- 
spicuous importance. 

The brilliancy will be in a measure marred 
by the fearful calamity in the family of Seere- 
tary of the Navy Tracy. By reason of it Presi- 
dent Harrison, Vice President Morton and his 
wife, Secretary of the Interior Noble, and, of 
course, Secretary of the Navy Tracy, who were 
to come on in company with the full bench of 
United States Supreme Judges, will remain in 
Waghington. Tho full bench will attend, with 
the exception of Juage J. G Bancroft Davis, at 
whose residenve Gen. Tracy is staying. The 
committees having in charge the reception of 
the Presidential party yesterday received offi- 
cial notice of this in the following telogram 


from Julion T. Davies, its Chairman, now in 
Washington: 

“Mrs. and Miss Tracy dead. Secretary Tracy will 
recover. None of the Presidential party will come. 
All of the Supreme Court party will come except 
Mr. and Mrs. J, 0. Bancroft Davis.” 

Thomas B. Reed, Speaker of the House, and 
J. J. Ingalls, President pro tem. of the Senate, 
have notitied the committee that they cannot 
attend, and Senator Edmunds, Chairman of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, Who was also 6x- 
pected to be present, is still 111.

DEATHS FROM OLD AGE IN THIS STATE. 

ALBANY, feb, 3.—The statistics on mortality 
for the past year, prepared by the State Board 
of Health,show thatthe total deaths from old age 
were 5,980, 3,190 vccurring during the former 
six months and 2,790 during the last half of the 
year. The number runs along pretty evenly, 
the greatest percentage being from April to and 
including November. In tnat time the deaths av, 
eraged morethan 300a month. The other three 
months they averaged 265. The locality which 
had the greatest number was the maritime dia- 
trict, 1.491, with the Hudson Valley a close 
second, 1,090. This shows that New-York and 
its surroundings is more beneficial for old 
age than the Hudson Valley, for the deaths from 
olu age were but 400 greater than those of the 
Hudson Yalley, while its total deaths were 
nearly eleven times as great. 

In fact, the maritime district makes the best 
showing of the whale Stato in this respect, as 
will be soea by the following: Adirondack dis- 
trict, 3,129 deaths, had 484 from old aye; 
Mohawk Valley, with a total of 4,645. had 
631; Southern tier, with a total of 3,390, had 
436; East Centrai, with a total of 4,290, had 
660; West Central, with a toial of 2,918, had 
510; Lake Ontario and Western, with a total of 
9,726, had 778.

It leaked out yesterday that James J. Coogan, 
from whom the New-York League Club had 
secured the lease of the grounds at One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-fiftn-street and Eighth-avenue, 
had leased the site to the New-York and New- 
England Railroad for a term of ninety-nine 
years.

THE BLAME RESTS. 


THE NEW-YORK POST OFFICE SUFFER- 
ING FROM PICAYUNE POLICY. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Noting the editorial remarks in your issuc of 
Jan. 28, in which it is intimated that oneor the 
causes which rendered possible the recent defalca- 
tion of the Cashier of the New-York Post Office was 
a relaxation of certain of the methods adopted by 
me while Postmaster as safeguards against snch 
an occurrence, I ask the privilege of saying, in jus- 
tice to Mr. Van Cott, that not only in this respect but 
in others he has inherited the embarrassments and 
obstacles with which his immediate predecessor, 
Mr. Pearson, was obliged to coutend, more espe- 
cially during the last four years of his administra- 
tion, though they began prior to that time. There 
is no need to weary your readers with details of the

petty persecutions with which such pigmy 
statesmen as he whose popgun artillory is 
now being directed against tho reform of 


the civil service (a reform which, when it shall 
have perfected its work, will effectually oex- 
clude him and his kind from prominence in public 
life) vexed and harassed that faithful public serv- 
ant, and were the predisposing cause of the illness 


which terminated in his death. And I merely desire 
to call attention toone torm of that persecution 
which not only aifected him personally, but the re- 
sults of which upon the Pustal Service here avd 
elaowhere have vDeen wost disastrous. Lrofer to 
the persistent and unjustifiable refusal of the au- 
thorities at Washington to give heed to his appeals 
for an augmentation of the working force of the 
ofiice adequate to meet the constantly-increasing 
dewands consequent upon the city’s growth in pop- 
ulation and the corresponding increase in the vol- 
ume of mail matter passing through and delivered 
from the New-York Post QOfiice. These appeals, 
when not altogether ignored or curtly refused, 


were wet in more than one instance by 
au order to cut down the salaries of tne 
experienced officers and clerks who had 
earned the not too liberal compensation by 


long yearsof faithful service. ‘* Commissioners,” 
primed with.iustructious from their chief, were 
appointed almost aunualiy to go through the 
forms of an “investigation” of the business 
of the office and make “recommendations” 
whose sole value was the demonstration they 
atforded of their authors’ incompetency and 
ignorance or the petty malice of those under 
whose orders they were acting. ‘The salaries of 
all the most important officers were remorselessly 
cut down, including those of the Assistant Post- 
waster, Cashier, Auditor, and the General Super- 
intenuents of the delivery, registry, and other 


divisions, and the service demoralized by 
such a curtailment of the clerk-hire allow- 
ance as made the well-earned promotion of 


deserving subordinates impossible. 18 it any won- 
der that under these circumstances the service 
should deteriorate and that it should have been 
found impossible to mest the pressing and constant 
demands of the routine operatious ineident to the 
receiving, delivery, and dispatch of mail matter, 
and at tie samo time maintain a minute and care- 
ful supervision of every detail relating to the finan- 
cial business of tno office? 

It does not seem a marvel, to me at least, that 
bricks made without straw should be Hable to 
crumble. 

The New-York Post Office was in this condition 
when Mr. Vau Cott assumed charge, and since that 
time it has becn aggravated by the passage of a 
ridiculous law “classifying” clerksin Post Ollices— 
a law which shows in every lne the total ignorance 
of its framer. It is, in short, a camel evolved from 
the inner consciousness of one who would not dis- 
tinguish that anima! from a pippope aes. it mast 
have worked sad havoc tn the Post Office, as it not 
only still further diminished the pay of competent 
ofticers, but wholly abolished several positions es- 
sential to the proper conduct of business. I am 
giad to learn that it has not the approval of the 
present Administration, and I sincerely trust that 
it will be speedily repeajed, and that it will be borne 
in upon the minds of our national legislators and 
administrative oflicers that in the public service 


as elsewhere the laborer from whem is with- 
hela the hire of which he is worthy cannot 
fail to show in the character of his work 


the results of the discouragement which such unjust 
and niggardly treatment produces. [a it reason- 
able to expect that with insufficient pay and as part 
of a force 80 inadequate numerically that its mem- 
bers are required day after day to remain at their 
labors for hours beyond the time at which they 
should have been relievod the employes of the ops 
Office should feel that pride and interest in their 
work which is essential to prompt and eflective 
service? 

The citizens of New-York contribute to the postal 
revenues #s8um millions in excess of the cost of 
running their Rost Office, and are entitled tg the 
best service that can be supplied. It appears to me 
to be time that they ehould in no uncertain tones 
demand a reform of the system whose evil results I 
have inadequately set forth in this communication,

“The statomentis untrue and misleading fn 
letter and in spirit. The Massachusetts Benefit 
Association has done neither. The facts are 
substantially that at the time the contract was 
entered into with Mr. Chandler to take the 
Security members, it was represented by him 
that the cash than on hand and that comme 
from the assessment then called from the Se- 
curity members would pay a!! death losses and 
leave $12,000 to be turned over to the Massa- 
chusetts Benefit Association, with which it was 
to take care of such losses as became claima dur- 
ing the interim of transfer. 

““This was tho basis of the transaction. In- 
stead of completing the transfer by Juiz 15, as 
then contemplated, it waa delayed until Aug. 
25. In the meantime losses to the amoant of 
$20,000 occurred. These were security losses 
and the assets of that company were ased to 
pay them, and all were sattied except two smal 
ones, now in litigation (on account of fraud and 
overclaim) by the Security Company. The Mas- 
sachusetts Brnotit Association has never re 
esived or claimed one dollar of the Security 
assets, and has never been asked te pay one dol- 
lar of the aeeurity liabilities. 

“The Massachusetts Benefit Association is 
able, willing, aud anxions to pay all honest 
claims against it, and in addition to the $150,- 
600 i6 receives every sixty days from assess- 
ments, it has now nearly $500,000 heid in re- 
serve for that very purpose.”

The terrible affliction which has fallen 
upon the household of Secretary Tracy 
bringsia sense of personal bereavement to 
friends .of the family in Brooklyn and in 
this city,,and awakens the sympathy of the 
entire conntry. The early reports received 
from Washington yesterday, stating that 
the Secretary himself had lost his life in 
the flames, created a feeling of horror at 
the suddenness and extent of the calam- 
ity, and at once recalled the tragic 
fate which befell two members of 
the official family of President TYLER 
forty-six years ago this month, when 
Judge Upsnur, Secretary of State, and 
THOMAS W. GILMER, Secretary of the Navy, 
lost their lives by the explosion of a gun on 
board the Princeton. Secretary TRacy had 
not yet fully recovered from an enfeebling 
jllness, and there is reason for apprehension 
as to the effect upon him of the physical 
peril from which he so narrowly escaped 
and of the loss he has sustained in the 
death of his;wife and daughter. He will 
have the prayers and fervent hopes of the 
country for his recovery, and its full meas- 
ure of sympathy in his saddened life and 
desolate home. 








The statement made by Mr. CARLISLE 
yesterday as to the course taken by the 
Democratic members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives,.and which will be signed by 
all of them, is very temperate and able. 
Wedo.not see how any impartial person 
can study it and not be convinced that the 
conduct of Speaker REED has been arbi- 
trary, without any authority whatever, 
and pursued for unworthy and ignoble pur- 
poses.

Secretary NoBLE recently called upon the 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on Ter- 
ritories and expressed great anxiety lest the 
bill relating to town sites in Oklahoma 
should not be speedily pushed to enact- 
ment. A vision of bloody battles between 
rival claimants for land was continually 
before his eyes. Why was not the Secre- 
tary moved by anxiety or indignation 
when he received the report of Special 
Agent McBrinr, showing that Federal 
officers had conspired to obtain posses- 
sion of land in Oklahoma unlawfully 
and had been successful? Why did Mc- 
BRIDE find it expedient to retire from the 
Government service after he had uncovered 
the rascality of these Federal officers and 
recommended that they should be re- 
moved? Were the officers retained be- 
cause their removal would have caused a 
disagreeable inquiry concerning a man 
who was afterward appointed to be a Dis- 
trict Attorney of the United States and is 
now said to be a candidate for the bench? 
McBRIDE, like ConRAD, the prosecutor of 
the Benson ring of land thieves, seems to 
have known too much.

For the first time since the opening of the 
present session of Congress the Republicans 
had enough Representatives in the House 
yesterday to constitute a majority, and the 
first use they made of the advantage was to 
add one to their number by seating the con- 
testantin one of the West Virginia cases. 
The primary object of the violent contest 
that has been going on for a week, and of 
the arbitrary and autocratic rulings of the 
Speaker, has been to reach and decide this 
case purely for party advantage. This, 
too, has been the purpose of staving oft 
the adoption of rules to govern the 
proceedings of the House. Nothing but 
the partisan advantage that was‘: in 
view would have induced all the Re- 
publican members to hold _ together 
as they have done to sustain the lawless 
course of Mr. REED. Not only these pro- 
ceedings and the partisan spirit which 
they exhibit but the habitual practice of 
legislative bodies destroys all presumption 
that Mr. Smitu, the Republican contestant, 
was entitled to the seat. The public has 
little chance of judging of the merits of the 
case, but there is ground enough for assum- 
ing that the merits of the case had nothing 
to do with 1ts decision. No power is so con- 
stantly abused as that of Congress and 
other legislative bodies to decide upon “the 
elections, returns, and qualifications” of 
theirown members. Such decision ought 
to be a judicial act, based upon the conclu- 
sions as to facts and law arrived at by a 
court in the State in which the contest 
arises. But where any party advantage is 
involved it is always a merely partisan act 
in which neither justice nor ordinary fair 
play is in any measure regarded. 








The organization of the Federal Judiciary 
is not so impressive to the popular imagi- 
nation as many of the events the centen- 
nials of which have been celebrated during 
the last fourteen years. Nevertheless it is 
intrinsically one of the most interesting, and 
throughout the intervening century its bis- 
tory is the easiest to trace. In the interval 
the Supreme Court of the United States has 
been recognized as the most august tri- 
bunal in the world, andifit does not occupy 
that eminence now, we may hope that it 
will be regained. The law that has been 
made by the decisions of that court and its 
associated courts is not less important, and 
it has been really more influential than the 
law that has been made by acts of Con- 
gress. How important and how influential 
it has been it will be amain part of the 
duty of the speakers at to-night’s banquet 
to set forth, and the list of them and of the 
toasts to which they are to respond, indi- 
cates that this duty will be worthily por- 
formed. 


Is |THE ‘WORLDS FAIR PROJECT 
DEAD? . 

The World’s Fair billhas apparently been 
killed at Albany. The refusal of the As- 
sembly on Friday to accept the report of 
the conference committee put an end to 
all hope of passing the bill as amended by 
adding to the list of Commissioners. It 
killed the Senate bill. The refusal of 
the Senate last night by a strict party 
vote to take up the Assembly bill, which 
was the committee’s measure in its 
original form, was doubtless the death 
knell of that. Itis still on the table, and 
may yet be taken up, but there seems to 
be no prospect of its passage. The bill 
which authorized the city of New-York | 
to give its aid in a legitimate manner toa 
great international exposition in the me- 
tropolis of the country in 1892 to celebrate 
the quadri-centenary of the discovery of 
America, is to all appearance dead. We see 
no probability of its resuscitation or of ef- 
fective legislationin any“other form. Is this 
the death of the whole grand scheme? If 
it is, its epitaph should be: “ Killed by 
the poison of politics administered by the 
New-York Senate at the command of 
THomas C. PLATT.” 

But the opposition to this legislation on 
other grounds than those afforded by poli- 
tics might have proved fatal to its purpose. 
The owners of property whose interests 
were afiected, through the counsel who 
appeared at the committee hearings in 
Albany, avowed their intention of contest- 
ing its validity in the courts and fighting 
tke issues which they raised to the tribunal 
of last resort. Considering the facilities for 
causing delays in such a litigation as was 
threatened, and the uncertainty of a 
prompt decision by the courts, it 
would hardly have been possible to 
proceed with the necessary expedition 
under the proposed law. There could 
have been no assurance until the contest 
was decided that the proposed financial aid 
of the city could be relied on. It would not 
have been practicable to issue the bonds, 
for if the authorities were not prevented by 
injunction from taking action, bonds could 
not be sold when their validity was open to 
question, The combined opposition of Re- 
publican politicians and self-interested : 











property owners has doubtless killed the 


plan of legislation under which it was pro- 
posed to operate. 

Does this mean that the whole project is 
dead? We are very much afraid that it 
means just that, It doesunless a new depart- 
urecan be taken upon other lines. Without 
legislation similar to that proposed the site 
determined upon by the committee cannot 
be made available, The acquisition of the 
necessary land now in private hands cannot 
be made without invoking the aid of public 
authority, and if it could be, the cost of the 
site would be so heavy as to make the 
financial assistance of the city essential. 
Can the limits of the site be so modified as 
to obviate this difficulty, or can the entire 
location be changed at this late day? Any 
radical change of plan would involve delay 
and new uncertainties, and in the mean- 
time action might be taken by Congress 
which would settle the whole business ad- 
versely to New-York. 

We have never thought that there could 
be any question of a real World’s Fair, an 
international exhibition in any true sense 
of the term, elsewhere in the country than 
in New-York. We have more than once 
given our reasons for the conviction that it 
is simply impossible to have a World’s Fair 
worthy of the name in Chicago, St. Louis, 
or Washington. We consider it altogether 
out of the question, and if it were to be at- 
tempted the result would be a fiasco that 
would put the country to shame. Unless 
provision can be made for holding a real 
international exhibition in this city, where 
the products and results of our civiliza- 
tion could be brought into comparison 
with those of other countries on an ade- 
quate scale, it would be far better to aban- 
don the whole idea and content ourselves 
with a general celebration at the proper 
time and in a becoming manner of the great 
exploit of CoLumBus. Such a celebration 
would be a purely American affair and 
might be accompanied by all‘ the local 
exhibitions and fairs that the people saw 
fit to get up. The question at this mo- 
ment is whether the World’s Fair project 
is to be regarded as dead or is only drugged 
to sleep. 


A “SIMPLIFYING” LAW. 

During the two months that Congress has 
been in session the House has managed to 
grind out one law on a subject that has oc- 
cupied the attention of our legislators for 
years. It is called “an act to simplify 
laws in relation to the collection of the 
revenues,” and Major McKINLEY and his 

friends are justified in the title, 

“Because the good old rule 

Sufficeth them, the simple plan, 


That they should take who have the power 
And they should keep who can,” > 


Ros Roy, whose grave suggested this 
theory of doing business to WORDSWORTH, 
was not a dry goods manufacturer, but had 
he been, the stern old moralist might have 
found even harsher words to express his 
judgment of his methods. For this law, 
though it is preceded by the formula, ‘Be 
it enacted by the’ Senate and _ the 
House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress. as- 
sembled,” is in plain reality enacted 
by the little cabal of protected manu- 
facturers who have purchased the power 
to legislate from the leaders of the Repub- 
lican Party. Itdoes not relate so much to 
the collection of revenues as to the pre- 
vention ofimportations. Its object is not 
so much to get the lawful duties on imports 





as to set up a tribunal of selected subordi- 
nates, who shall declare at their own dis- 
cretion what duties may be collected, and 
from whose exactions there is practically 
no appeal. All through the act, from the 
first line to the last, runs the assumption 
that any man who wishes to sell foreign- 
made goods in the United States is primd 
jJaciean enemy of the community, with no 


ciples and axioms of the law are to be re- 
versed; he is to be deemed guilty unless ‘he 
can show that he is innocent; he may be 
called on to prove a negative at every step; 
he shall be held to intend the contrary ot 
what he asserts, and his property may be 
taken without any ‘“‘due process of law” 
known in dealings with other men. 

We do not exaggerate. The requirements 
enacted by this law for importers are im- 
possible to fulfill and are known to be so— 
are in fact obviously so on their face. For 
instance, to begin with, the act requires 
that an accurate invoice of imported goods 
shall be made out by the person from whom 
they are purchased or by whom they are 
exported, and a declaration of the actual 
price or cost of these goods, and the im- 
porter or agent receiving them in this 
country is required to make a declaration, 
before a notary, under penalties attaching 
to perjury, that the above-mentioned in- 
voice and declaration were made by the 
persons whose names are signed to them. 
The unfortunate American may never 
have seen the persons to whose identity he 
is to take oath. He may have no more 
knowledge of them than can be got from 
correspondence by a man in Portland, Ore- 
gon, of another in Portland, Me., but 
that will not excuse him, andif his oath 
is questioned and he cannot himself prove 
its correctness he must suffer. But these 
requirements, which no human being can 
comply with, are not the worst feature 
of the act. That consists, as we have 
said, in setting up a tribunal of sub- 
ordinates in whose hands is lodged 
substantially despotic power with refer- 
ence to property. There is to be a board of 
general appraisers, nine in number, of 
whom only five may belong to one political 
party—an, illusory safeguard, since any 
three, or two of any three, of them may be 
givenentire power. If an appraiser’s valu- 
ation of goods for taxation seems to the 
importer too high he must within 24 
hours make an appeal, specifying in detail 
the reasons for the complaint as to each 
item. Then a reappraisal will be made by 
one of the genera] appraisers. A second ap- 
peal is allowed, and then three general ap- 
praisers will review the case, and from their 
decision there is no appeal as to the facts of 
valuation. 

This of itself is sufficiently. arbitrary, 
when we recall the intricacy of the ques- 
tions resolved. But it is not the worst. 
The Collector decides, the valuation having

paid—that is, under what classification the 
goods should come. From this decision, on 
complaint made within ten days, the im- 
porter may take the case to the Circuit 
Court of the United States in the circuit 
including the customs district, But he can 
only ask the court to decide on the ques- 
tions of law. The court must take its facts 
from the report of the appraisers, which 
constitutes in this case ‘the record” of the 
court. We imagine that few lawyers would 
doubt the result of any suit, no matter 
how honorable or. learned the Judge may 
be, in which one side had the privi- 
lege of furnishing all the evidence, 
ex parte, without examination and with- 
out being required to explain its source 
or throw any light on its value, If 
such a trial, in which nothing is 
tried, in which the Judge acts about 
as an expert to whom a supposititious case 
is submitted by one side without leave to 
the other side to question it, be the “due 
process of law,” which is every man’s 
constitutional guarantee for his rights*of 
property, then that guarantee can be made 
worthless by act of Congress. And the 
wrong is the greater when we consider the 
character of the facts the appraisers are 
allowed to determine, such asthe cost of 
manufacture of goods in a foreign land, 
the relative value of every component part 
of mixed goods, whether that of any one 
component is greater than that of any 
other, being bound by law in all cases of 
uncertainty to give the benefit of the 
doubt to the construction that requires the 
highest duty. We confess that we cannot 
understand how such an act should have 
been permitted to pass the House without 
more vigorous opposition than this one re- 
ceived. Itisto be hoped that its iniquitv 
will be adequately exposed in the Senate. 





COLUMBIA AND SETH LOD. 

It is not at all difficult to detect, through 
the speechesof gratulation that were made 
yesterday, including that of Mr. Low him- 
self, atone of apology. Columbia College 
is very old, as American colleges go, and 
very rich as American colleges go, though 
this latter advantage has been attained not 
by such benefactions as have swelled the 
resources of other American colleges, but 
by the gradual increase of the value of the 
lands owned by the college at the time of 
its establishment. The feeling is common 
that Columbia hag not done for American 
education what might fairly have been ex- 
pected of its age, its wealth, and its metro- 
politan position. 

This latter peculiarity of the college is a 
doubtful advantage. The sage who pointed 
out the wisdom of Providence in making 
great rivers to flow by the sides of great 
cities could scarcely have added to this evi- 
dence of design that great cities grow 
around great colleges. However the fact 
may be explained, it is the fact that famous 
institutions of learning belong to towns 
famous for nothing else. One of the ear- 
liest universities was that of Paris, which 
has long since lost its position in the front 
rank of places of education. One of the 
latest is that of Berlin, which has scarcely 
as yet found a position in thatrank. Hei- 
delberg, Gottingen, Oxford, and Cambridge 
are typical university towns of the Old 
World, and they are nothing else. Berlin 
does not rival either of the former, and the 
University of London does not rival either 
In this country Yale and 
Harvard are the colleges that occur to 
everybody as typical. Oneof them gives its 
character tothe town in which it is situ- 
ated, rather than takes it character from 
it, and the other in eftect occupies a suburb 
which it completely dominates. 

In special and professional schools there 
is a difference in this respect. There is an 
obvious propriety in annexing medical col- 
leges to hospitals in which the greatest 
variety of diseases and of accidents may be 
studied, and these are necessarily estab- 
lished in great cities. A like reason prevails 
for the establishment of law schools near 
the most frequented courts, where the great- 
est number and variety of cases are tried 
and where the most eminent counsel and 
the most eminent Judges are to be seen and 
heard. But these places of preparation for 
professional work are not places of educa- 
tion iv the proper sense of the term. For 
there what seems to be most necessary, 
or at least among the most necessary, 
things is an atmosphere of _learn- 
ing which pervades all the surroundings 
of the college itself. The apparatus that is 
needed is mainly a comprehensive library, 
which can be collected anywhere, and 
which should be the property of the college 
itself. There is no other apparatus that a 
great city can supply that cannot be sup- 
plied equally wellin a village. The busi- 
ness and the pleasures of a great town are 
alike distractions to the business of study, 
while the influence in a community of men 
who devote their lives to learning, lke 
professors, is great in inverse proportion to 
the number and importance of the interests 
of the community other than learning. 
In a great centre of commerce . like 
this their influence is of course very 
small. The influence of these other 
interests upon the college itself is necessa- 
rily belittling. Undergraduates have other 
ties in the town than those that exist for 
them in the college, and a college spirit, as 
it is known in colleges which for their stu- 
dents comprise all social life, is practically 
unknown. This college spirit, as wise in- 
structors know, may be made a most useful 
agency for promoting the regular academic 
work of the institution. 

All these things are reasons why a college 
ina great city should not be so successful 
as one in a small town or in a village; and, 
as a matter of fact, the influence of Colum- 
bia upon New-York has been pitifully 
small compared with the influence of New- 
York upon Columbia. There is no use in 
blinking the fact that Mr. Low has a difii- 
cult problem before him in making the in- 
fluence of Columbia upon education in this 
country count for as much as it should 
count for, considering only the pecuniary 
reseurces of the institution. Mr. Low has 
many qualifications for this task, in 
youth and the energy that belongs to 
it, in administrative experience, and in 
administrative capacity. We do not count 
it a drawback that, being warmly inter- 
ested in education, he is not himself a pro-. 
fessed or cunceded expert in any branch of 
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scholarship. We count it as a positive ad- 
vantage that heis not known to possess 
either an absorbing theological or a marked 
anti-theological bias. The good wishes of 
all lovers of learning and of all New-York- 
ers ought to go with him in his new under- 
taking, 








DUTIES AND TRUST EXACTIONS. 


Replying toa letter sent to him by a Re- 
publican of Iowa, ex-Gov. GraR of that 
State, a member of the Ways and Means 
Committee at Washington, makes the fol- 
lowing remarks about Trusts: 


“T also note what you say about ‘ combina- 
tions of capital called Trusts, special rates and 
rebates to a few favored shippers.’ I am bit- 
terly opposed to Trusts and ‘ combinations of 
capital’ which are in operation to depress or 
enhance values of prodncoe and merchandise, and 
shall do all in my power to aid by legislation 
to cut them up ‘root and branch.’ It is a 
difficult problem for Congress to enact legisla- 
tion which will prove to be a correct remedy 
for the ‘ Trust’ 6vil, 1s most of the ‘ combines’ 
and ‘ Trusts’ get their authority from State en- 
actments in regard to corporations. The tariff has 
nothing to do with * Trusts,’” 


The Chicago Evening Journal, a well- 
known Republican and high-tariff paper, 
publishes an editorial article relating to 
the recent marking up of the price of white 
lead by the National Lead Trust, under the 
title ‘‘A Fresh Trust Extortion,” and inthe 
course of it says: 


“ Recently it [the Trust] issued a schedule of 
rates for white lead, putting them up to a point 
which yields the menufacturers a net profit of 
about 50 percent. The cost of manufacturing 
at present 1s about $85 per ton, but the product 
is being sold at $127 per ton, making a net pro- 
ducer’s profit of $42, Itis not announced, nor 
even claimed, by the Lead Trust that there has 
been any increase in the cost of prodaction. 
It needs no argument to prove that the present 
price of white lead is a gross extortion. To take 
off the tariff from these articles controlled by 
Trustse—except as to sugar—would not jaffora 
public relief.” 


Gov. GEAR is notin agreement with one 
of his Republican colleagues in the com- 
mittee, Mr. BuRRows, concerningtthe rela- 
tion between combinations in protected 
industries and the tariff duties used by 
them. Mr. BuRRows professed,a few weeks 
ago to be moved so deeply by indignation 
when he thought of Trust exactions that 
he was ready to punish the) combinations 
by admitting free of duty foreign goods 
like those produced by them. But Gov. 
GEAR does not seem to see that Trust ex- 
tortion in many cases can be prevented by 
a reduction of tariff duties. The problem is 
a formidable one, he thinks, because “‘ most 
of the ‘combines’ and ‘Trusts’ get their 
authority from State enactment in regard 
to corporations.” But he must know that 
actual Trusts are made by an illegal use of 
corporations, and are not sheltered by any 
State enactment. In nearly every State 
the laws forbid that corporate charters 
shall be used as they have been used by 
the actual Trusts. In several States the 
subject has recently been brought before 
the courts, and in all such cases the courts 
have punished the holders of the misused 
charters for abusing or exceeding the 
powers granted. 

The Chicago Evening Journal asserts that 
no relief can be obtained by removing the 
tariff on articles controlled by Trusts except 
in the case of sugar. 1t is deeply moved by 
the extortionate charges of the White Lead 
Trust. Will the Evening Journal tell us 
what itis that enables this Lead Trust to 
compel the people of this country to pay 
from 2 to 3 cents a pound more for white 
lead than is paid on the other side of the 
Atlantic ifit be not the tariff duty of 3 
cents a pound ? 

The chief object sought by the makers of 
white lead when they suppressed competi- 
tion by uniting in the Trust was to prevent 
a reduction of price by.competition in the 
home market and te gain power to raise the 
price safely, as they did raise it a few weeks 
ago. What confirms to them this power if 
it be not the duty of 3 centsa pound that 
bars out the foreign white lead? Does not 
the Evening Journal believe that the chief 
object sought through the sappression of 
competition was the power to exact high 
prices? Could the present ring price be ex- 
acted if the tariff duty of 3 cents (about 70 
per cent.) should be “ taken off” or even cut 
in two? 

That is the test. Take another product— 
linseed oil. The price has been raised mure 
than 40 per cent. since the Trust was made, 
and while the price of the raw material 
has risen, the greater part of the advance 
has been nothing but an arbitrary ‘ mark- 
ing up.” Will the Evening Journal say that 
the removal of the duty of 25 cents a 
gallon on foreign oil, which is more than 
70 per cent., would not compel a reduction 
of the ring price at home? Isit not clear 
that by this wall, 70 per cent. high, that 
shuts out the foreign oil, the Trust is en- 
abled to exact its high price? Some of our 
good friends who desire to uphold the pres- 
ent high tariff and at the same time to in- 
dulge in the luxury of denouncing the ex- 
actions of combinations in the protected 
industries will discover by and by the de- 
mands of consistency. 

' A movement ison foot among the ware- 
housemen to obtain the enactment of a law 
by which,“ upon the withdrawal for home 
consumption of all. sugar, hemp, jute, 
fibre, and wool actually deposited in 
United States warehouses, there shall be an 
allowance made to the importer of the 
duty paid thereon equal tol per cent. of 
the duty for each month, or part thereof, 
during which such merchandise shall have 
remained in bonded warehouse, provided 
such merchandise shall have been imported 
directly from the country where it is grown 
or produced.” The object is to encourage 
storage of such merchandise in this coun- 
try instead of abroad, and the statement 
is made by the friends of the measure, that 
the allowance of duty does not more than 
equal the average cost of warehousing. As 
to this point we are not informed, but it is 
plain enough that there is a distinct ad- 
vantage to the general commerce of the 
country that goods should be held here as 
long and in as great quantities as may be 
deemed profitable by the owners. Theduty 
on all the articles mentioned, except sugar, 
se ntirely. indefensible, and that on sugar 
would be also if there were not others so 
much worse. Any cbange in the law which 
would diminish the present artificial bar- 
riers to commerce would he 9 gain, and this _ 
has apparently that merit

JOSEPH M. WELLS. 

Joseph Morrell Wells, junior member of thé 
firm of McKim, Mead & White, architects, died 
Sunday at his rooms in the Benedict apartment 
house, in Washington-square. Mr. Welis’s death 
was caused by pneumonia, from which he had 
suffered but three days. His body was taken 
yesterday to the home of his parents, in Win- 
chester, Mass., where the funeral services and 
burial will take place to-morrow. 

Mr. Wells was born near Boston thirty-seven 
years ago. He early manifested a love of art, 
and when still a youth he became a student in 
the studio of Richard M. Hunt. He sudsequontly 
went to Europe and passed some time in Parig 
in his favorite study. Twelve years ago ha be- 
came associated with McKim, Mead & White, 
He took a very important part in the designs 
and the extensive work of tbat firm, and was 
ae designer of the Villard mansion in Maa- 
son-avenue, the new Kansas City building of 
the New-York Life Insurance Compans, the 
new Century clubhouse, and was the sole dae.

dents’ League. Mr. Wells was not married.

Albert Imgard, who died at Bonn, Germany, Fek

than a quarter of acentury, He was a bachelor, 
forty-five years of age, and born in Wooster, Ohio. 
where his father died afew years ago. Mr. Imgard 
went abroad some months ago for his health, being 
afflicted with jaundice.

in-law constitute the drug firm of Wanier & Imgard. 
The deceased was widely known in the trade and 
noted for a remarkable memory. 

Isaac Bush, who diedon Saturday from kidney 
trouble at his residence, 1384 East Sixteenth-street, 
was one of Buffalo’s early hotel men and was well 
known in that city in the days of old stage coaches, 
when many wearied travelers found rest and re- 
freshment at his hotel.

ART NOTES. 


Worcester porcelain received in 1788S the per- 
mission to call itself “Royal Worcester.” When 


George III. went tosee the factories at Derby 
(1773) he graciously permitted the producis 
thereof to be termed “Crown Derby.” The 
English Queen hus followed these precedsats 
by raising the Derby porcelain one degree in 
rank, which hereafter may be termed “ Royal 
Crown Derby.’’ This is in recognition of the 
improvements in china effected during the past 
ten years by the Crown Derby Porcelain Com- 
pray. Strange as it May seem, these titles 
mist have some commercial value in them. 
Among the British faithful there must be per- 
sons who buy in preference china which has 
this stamp of royal approval In some pro- 
vincial city there was quite recently a sign to 
be seen with the legend: ‘‘Wigmaker by Per- 
mission to Her Majesty”; but whether granted 
by good Queen Beas or the present incumbent 
of the throne was not stated. 

Asection of the Historical Museum in Moscow 
is now filled with a large collection of objects 
contributed by members of the Moscow Archxo- 
logical Society. The Countess Ouvarova, who 
is the President of the soaiety, shows ancient 
gold ornaments from the Caucasus.

THE SIXTH NATIONAL UNDER 
A NEW DIKECTORY. 
CHARLES H. LELAND RECOVERS HIS 
STOCK AND RESTORES THE ASSETS 
AND IS RE-ELECTED PRKSIDENT— 
THE EQUITABLE AND LENOX HILL. 

BANKS ALSO EXPEOT TO RESUME. 


So far as the depositors and stockholders are 
concerned, the Sixth National Bank will this 
morning be in substantially the same cond} 
lion that it was in on the 224 day of January 
—the day be‘ore it was handed over to the gang 
of bank wreckers who proceeded to work such 
merry havoc with it. 

Charies H. Lelana yesterday dipped down deep 
into his treasure boxes and restored the wasted 
assets of the bank,doliar for dollar,as they were 
before he sold his shares; and Controller of the 
QGurrency Lacy having authorized it, the bank 
Will open its doors and resume the transaction of 
@ general banking business at 10 o’clock this 
morning, with Charles H. Leland as Presi- 
dent, Charles G. Landon of the import- 
ing firm of Charles G. Landon & Co. in 
Brocme-street as Vice President, Andrew E. 
Colson a3 cashier, and the following Board of 
Directors: Charles H. Leland, Joseph Park of 
Park & Tilford, and a Director of the New-York 
County Bank; W. J. Quinlan, Jr., cashier of the 
Chemical National Bank; Charles G. Landon, 
and Frederick D. Tappen, President of the Gal- 
latina Bank. 

Mr. Leland was the former President, and 
Mr. Quinlan was a minority stockholder under 
the old organization; and, although he resigned 
without protest at Leland’s request ten days 
ago and said he would aot be a Director in 
any institution which was in the control of 
strangers, he was very joyful yesterday over 
the rehabilitation of the bank and his own 
restoration to the board. 

The new Directors are Messrs. Park and Lan- 
don ana Tappen. Mr. Park 1s @ very wealthy 
grocer and a large stockholder in the New-Yors 
Coanty National Bank, of which Francis L. Le- 
land, brother of Cnarles H. Leland, is Preasl- 
dent, and which is the owner of a considerable 
number of shares of the stook of the Sixth Na- 
tional. Mr. Landon is a wealthy importer. He 
had to purchase a small quantity of the stock 
of the Sixth Nationalin order to qualify as a Di- 
rector, Mr. Tappenis the Chairman of the Clear- 
ing House Committee, having the settlement of 
the Sixth Nationa! Bank matterin charge. He 
also had to make a nominal investment in 
Sixth National Bank 'soares in order to qualify. 
But the settlement of this difficulty on the most 
favorable terms to the depositors and the stock- 
holders has been the end to which Mr. Tappen 
has been bending his best efforts for nearly a 
weok, and he has been willing to make almost 
any sacrifice for the purpose. 

There were meetings and meetings and meet- 
ings—Saturday night and Sunday and yester- 
day—to remove the obstacles to this resump- 
tion and to consummate the plan. The 
proposition of the syndicate of bankers on Sat- 
urday to take the bank’s assets and pay off the 
depositors and close we the institution was one 
whieh struck a eeling of alarm to 
the breast of a certain bank President 
and compelled him to show his hand. If the 
proposition of the syndicate had gone through 
the stock of the Sixth Nattonsl Bank would 
scarcely have been worth par—and there were 
banks in the city which held large blocks of it 
as collaterals for loans to members of the 
wrecker’s crew. en the news of the pro- 
posed action of the syndicate of banks got 
abroad, therefore, there was some pretty lively 
hustling. 

As aresult of this hustiing 1,035 shares of 
the capital stock of the Sixth National Bank, 
the exact property that Charles H. Leland sold 
to Simmons, Claassen, and others on Jan. 22, 
turned up on Sunday in the possession of 
Conrad N. Jordan, President of the Western 
National Bank. Most of these 1,03519 shares 
had been reposing in the vauits of his own bank 
ever since Jan. 23, when they were received as 
collateral for a large loan to James A. Simmons, 
The balanee were a ossession of the Commer- 
cial National Bank, ifkewise as coilateral for a 
loan to Simmoas. Charles H. Leland bought 
these shares back early yesterday morning, 
paying for them just what he got for them from 
Simmons, Olaassen and Pell. 

There was a meeting at the Sixth National 
Bank early yesterday morning, at which Charles 
W. Wetmore, counsel for Mr. Leland; Joseph 
Park, Frederick D. Tappen, W. J. Quinlan, Jr., 
Conrad N. Jordan, and Bank Examiner Hep- 
burn were present. The1,03519shares of atock 
were in Mr. Wetmore’s possession and were by 
him deposited in behalf ot Mr. Leland in the 
bank vavits. Then the. others consented to 
the rehabilitation of the bank providing 
its depleted assets were made up. Mr. 
Hepburna said the deficit amounted at that mo- 
ment to $279,332 74, and Mr, Wetmore pro- 
duced Mr. Leland’s check for $280,000 on the 
Gallatin National Bank and gave it to Mr. 
Hepburn. This restored the bank’s assets to 
their former figure, and the bank was, to all in- 
tents and purposes, in as sound a condition as 
on Jan. 22. A special meeting of the stock- 
holders was arranged for 1 o’clock at the Galla- 
tin National Bank for the election of a Board of 
Directors and the meeting adjourned. 

At the hour specitied the stockholders, all ex- 
cept Mr. Leland, who 1s confinea to his bouse, 
gua who was represented by Mr. Wetmore, met 
@) the Gallatin National Bank and elected the 
Board of Directors and officers above named, 
aud certified the fact to Bank Examiner A. B. 
Hepburn, who, incompliance with the request 
of the new board, communicated the fact to E. 8. 
Lacey, Controller of the Currency, at Washing- 
ton, and requested his instructions in relation 
to the matter. It was arranged at this meeting 
also that forthe present the Sixth National 
Bank should clear through the Gallatin Na- 
tional Bank. In time, when matters are thor 
ougbly settled down and business at the Sixth 
National shall have resumed its regular course, 
application will be made to the Clearing House 
Association to restore the Sixth National to 
membership in that body. 


A STATEMENT BY MR. HEPBURN. 
Later in the day Bank Examiner Hepburn 
‘was seen at the Sixth National Bank, where he 
gave the reporter this statement: ‘In my offi- 
cialreport tothe Controller of the Currency, 
the Hon. E. 8. Lacey, of the condition of this 


bank Jan. 31, at the close of business 1 found a 
deficiency of $279,332 74. This morning Mr.

LELAND’S PRESIDENCY TEMPORARY. 

A prominent banker said Mr. Leland’s restora- 
tion to the Presidency of the Sixth National 
was only a temporary affair and that as 
soon as the matter could be satisfactorily 
arranged another President would be chosen. 
The bank was now 1n safe hands and deserved 
the confidence of the people. The investization 
had developed a deplorable state of affairs in 
relation to some other banks, whieh had vio-

I _ suppose 
that, in a nutshell, it was the desire 
to obtain banking facilities which were, 
you know, abdsolutely necessary to men 
engaged tn such large business entérprises but 
with comparatively little loose cash on han 
Now, 1 understand that Mr. Simmons 
has retransferred back to Mr. Leland the stock 
in the Sixth which he had bought of 
him. Mr. Simmons has asked me to make out 
his statement of the whole affairin detail, aud 
that I think I will have ready for publication 
to-morrow.”

interest in the dredging company, but acted 
solely in the interest of the bank. He resigned 
this nominal Treasurership some? months ago 
and was succeeded by another nominee of the bank, 
which thus retains control of all the funds of the 
company for the protection of its loan, although 1t 
is secured three or four times over in other ways. 

The report that Mr. Hutchings ia to retire from 
the cashiership is emphattoally denied by the Presi- 
dent, who states tha Saeed of the sort has been 
even suggested. Mr. Hutchings is a large stock- 
holder in his own bank. 


THE STATUS OF CLAASSEN AND PELL. 

Bank Examiner Hepburn, United States Com- 
missioner Shields, and Assistant District Attor- 
ney Abram 8. Rose were in consultation with 
United States District Attorney Mitchell 
until after 6 o’clock last evening. Though 
the details of the conference were not 
divulged, it is known that the status of 
““ex-President’’ Claassen and Broker Pell, in 
view of the settlement of the bank’s affairs, 


was discussed. These gentiemen came from 
Ludlow-Street Jail early in the day and kept 


their counsel, ex-Judge Donohue and 
Gen. Foster, scurrying around all 
day fruaitlessly in search of bail. A 


pumber of friends of both prisoners presented 
themselves, but for one reason or another they 
failed te satisfy Mr. Rose as to the security 
they had to offer, and late yesterday afternoon 
the twain were escorted back to their quarters 
in Warden Keatineg’s oaravansary. 

It is saia that owing to the odium attaching 
to their names no good security in the amounts 
demanded would te obtainable, and that their 
counsel would this morning apply to Commis- 
sioner Shields for a reduction of the 
amount. Assistant District Attorney Rose 
gaid he had not been advised of any sucn 
intention on the part of the prisoners, and he 
thought it would be a very foolish move. 
Pell’s examination touching the charge against 
himis fixed for to-morrow and Claassen’s for 
the day following. Mr. Rose saia that Mra. 
Pell, who is a wealthy woman, was not among 
those who had offered to go her husband’s bail. 


RESULT OF A LATE CONFERENCE. 

A conference was held at the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel last night between Superintendent Pres: 
ton, Deputy Attorney General Maynard, Conrad 
N. Jordan, and Richard 8. Newcombe, at the 
close of which Superintendent Preston made 
this statement: 

“Arrangements have been made to-day 
whereby the Equitable Bank will resume busi- 
ness to-morrow. The Directors of that bank met 
this afternoon and elected a new cashier in place 
of A. A. Courter, resigned. Jacob B. Taliman 
continues as President. Matters are also in a 
fair way for putting the Lenox Hill Bank on its 
feet in two or three days. In the meantime no 
application for a receiver will be made.” 

Superintendent Preston could not remember 
the name of the new cashier of the Equitable, 
= just before the conference the irrepressible 

onrad N. Jordan told a reporter that the new 
cashier would be ‘‘a man_whom I shall name 


to-morrow.” = 


THE LENOX HILL BANK. 
EXCITING SCENES THERE YESTERDAY— 
MEETING OF DEPOSITORS LAST NIGHT. 


Several hundred men and women gathered 
about the Lenox Hill Bank yesterday morning 
and almost a riot occcurred. To quiet it a 
placard was placed in the window of the 
bank announcing a meeting of depositors at 
11 o’clock in Lenox Hall, across the street 
from the bank. At the hour named the hall 
was completely filled. Dr. Otto A. Moses was 
made Chairman and W. 8 Anderson Secretary. 
Speeches were made by Dr. Moses and others 
declaring that the bank held the money of 
working people and denouncing the bank mag- 
agers and the bank’s attorney. 

Finally a resolution was adopted opposing 
the appointment of a receiver, and a commit- 
tee was appointed to carry out the wishes of 


the meeting. The committee consisted of 
Charles Reinschild. Lee Wolf, Jacob Jauss, A. 
Katz, Adam Miller, R. H. Morrison, J. Friday, 
Dr. Honneger, J. I. Moses, and the C. an 
and Secretary. 

The committee went down town, and appear 
to have walked straight into the armsof the 
great bank regulator, Conrad N. Jordan. At 
any rate, on their return the following notice 
was posted in the bank windows: 





“ FRB. 8 
“A meeting of the depositors of the Lenox Hill 
Bank will be held at Lenox Hall to-nighs at 7:30 
o'clock. The meeting will be addressed by Presi- 
oon 1S ee N. Jordan of the Western National 
ank.’ 


Dr. Otto A. Moses presided over the evening 
meeting. Long before 8 o'clock the geating 
capacity of the hall was exhausted, and when 
the meeting was called to order the room was 
packed like a sardine box. A few ladies had 
chairs. Most of the men were ou their feet, 
every one crowding forward to get as near the 
speakers as possible. Nearly 600 of the 1,000 
poor emg d were personally present. The ¢com- 
mittee eat about a long table, and at the Chair 
man’s right was the modest Conrad N. Jordan. 

The Chair called on Mr.,Jordan to tell what 
he thought ought to be donc. The President 
of the Western National Bank said he was 
possegsion of no accurate statement of assets 
or of liabilities. At the same time he 
was satisfied that unless action was 
taken the appoiatment of a receiver was in- 
evitable. In bis opinion this would be ruinous 
to the depositors. ‘The men who have caused 
all this disturbance,” said he, “are now 
deeply penitent. Their credit, their money, 
thetr reputation, is gone, but they still 
have resources—resources that need to be care- 
fully nursed to get as much as possible out of 
them.” He wenton to announce his own will- 
ingness to undertake the job of ‘ nursing’ 
these resources, provided the depositors had 
faith enough in him to make him their

MADE A FOOL OF HIMSELF. 


CONRAD N. JORDAN OPENED HIS 
MOUTH BUT NOT THE BANK. 


It was announced in one of the morning 
papers yesterday, over the signature o: ‘‘Con- 
rad N. Jordan, President Western National 
Bank,” that the Equitable Bank would “resume 
business”? yesterday (Monday) morning. How 
Conrad N. Jordan happened to bo authorized to 
make such announcement was not related. The 
public was left to imagine that Conrad N. Jor- 
dan was some sort of a general direcior of 
banks, who could make or unmake them by bis 
flat. 

» But Examiners: Cahill and Trenholm of the 
State Banking Department, who were in charge 
ofthe Equitable Bank, did not recognize the 
fiat of Conrad N. Jordan, and the bank did not 
open. No step was taken toward opening it un- 
til about 11 o’olock, when Conrad N. Jordan 


drove up before the bank in a cab, having a 
satchel supposed to contain cash in hig posses- 
sion. He had arrived apparently to open the 
vank. He attempted to enter, but Examiner 
Trenholm refused him admission. This. greatly 
rutiied Mr. Jordav. That any mere State official 
should presume to say no to him seemed to pass 
his comprehension. He kept his temper long 
enough to offer certain packages, suppgsed to be 
the money necessary to open the bank, to Ex- 
aminer Treoholm, and they were then declined. 
Then he asked that that the Examiner take the 
package in charge until his (Jordan’s) authority 
could be established, but this request was also 
refused, 

Then Conrad N. Jordan’s wrath appears to 
have brogen loose. He behaved very badly and 
talked very absurdly. Examiner Trenholm, re- 
inforced by this time by Examiner Cahill, as- 
sured him that they were not the bank; that 
they were put jin charge by the State Bank 
Superirtendent to examine the bank, not to do 
any banking business, and that they should 
neither doa banking business nor surrender 
ree until directed to do so by the proper 

tate authority. No one igs attempt to repeat 
the language Jordan ysed in reply, but after 
exhausting hia vocabulary he got into his cab 
and drove away. In about twenty minutes, 
however, he drove back again. Mr. Siegmund 
T. Meyer and son and a few spectators had 
meantime arrived on the soene and further 
parley ensued, with no result satisfactory to 
the irate Jordan. 

Young Mr. Meyer remark6d to spectators 
that the officials sought to hold the bank to 
get fees for themselves or a receiver. It was 
surmised that that was one of the eharges of 
Mr. Jerdan in his excited talk to the examinera. 
It was reported that Examiner Cahill had 
threatened to begin a suit against Jordan for 
defamatory language, but this report Mr. Cahill 
denied. @ examiners were both inclined to 
smilé over the incident, but were not at all com- 
municative. 

State Superintendent Preston said last even- 
ing that the Equitable Baok would probably 
reopen to-day. if ‘the arrangement proposed 
wag carried out,” and other parties kept their 
agreement apd madewp the deficiency, be said 
there would be no diffictity about it. He baa 
nothing to say about Conrad N. Jordan’s at 
tempt to open it by his own fiat. j 

Deputy Attorney General Maynard, who wa 
expected to move yesterday before Judge Pat- 
terson, in Supreme Court, Chambers, i the ap- 
pointment of receivers for the Equitable aud 
Lenox Hill Banke, sald last evening that the 
motion was deferred until to-day on account of 
the steps that were being taken to put these 
banks on their feet again. 


JUDGE MARTINE’S WORDS. 

In charging the Grand Jury yesterday, Judge 
Martine said he deemed it incumbent upon him 
to call their attention to the bank-wrecking 
cases ‘“‘which perhaps may come before 


you for investigation.” He said there 
could be no responsibility resting on any 
class of meu greater than that which was 
imposed en those undertaking to conduct bank- 
ing institutions. Any ofticer of such an insti- 
tution who dared to lay bis hand upon 
the funds of those who had intrusted 
them to the institution, except in the law- 
ful discharge of duty, that man had committed 
a crime, Ifin the investigation of a case the 
Grand Jury should belleve that the accused 
should be made to explain his cenduct to a 
petit jury, that man should be duly 
presented. He did not go into particulars, but 
cautioned the jury to proceed fearlessly, cau- 
tiously, and carefully, and if there was a case 
that was triable within the county to present 
the fact ro the court, that the court might deal 
with the person or persons as the facts should 
warrant. J. Lawrence McKeever, a banker at 
71 Wall-street, is foreman of the Grand Jury.

THE BIG FAIR IN DANGER 


PLATT WILL HOLD HIS PABE- 
TISANS FIEMLY. 
INDICATIONS THAT FRIENDS OF THE 
ASSEMBLY BILL. ARE PREPARING TO 

DESERT TO THE ENEMY. 


ALBANY, Feb. 3.—A majority of the Senators 
were in favor of following the example 
of the Assembly to-night and adjourning 
out. of sympathy for Secretaries Tracy 
and Blaine, but were prevented by a dema- 
gogical and unparliamentary ruling of the 
Lieutenant Governor, who, acting under in- 
structions of Gov. Hill, who 1s generally the 
last person to be governed in action by a 8ym- 
pathetic or humane motive, allowed Senator 
Cantor to debate a motion to take the Assem- 
ply World’s Fair bill from the table, On Fri- 
day, after a parhamentary tussle, during which 
the Democrats gained nothing except to 
strengthen tho antagonism of the Platt Sen- 
ators against the bill, a distinct understanding 
was reached that the bill would be considered 
on Tuesday morning. In view of this fact a 
number of Republican Senators were absent 
this evening, and the Democrats, under the 
lead of Mr. Cantor, sustained by Lieut. Gov. 
Jones’s unfair and unwise ruling, attempted to 
drag the bili before the House when there was 
not the slightest possibility of passing it. 

Mr. Cantor made his little speech and at- 
tacked Mr. Platt savagely, reading extracts 
from his interview published on Saturday, but 
his motion was defeated by a vote of 10 to 
12 on strict party lines, and the bill was left 
on the table, whence, if the Legislature does 


not adjourn. it will be taken to-morrow. Then 
the Senate, imitating the example set by the 
Assembly, adjourned till to-morrow. 

In the meantime, in spite of tbe sad business 
at Washington, whatever political talk there is 
in Albany js confined to the World’s Fair bill, 
It is here that Mr. Platt has issue’ orders that 
hig men must stand firm. A conference was 
held at Mr. Depew’s office this morning in New- 
York. There were present besides Mr. Depew, 
Senators Vedder and Robertson, Speaker us- 
ted, and Assemblyman Whipple. The ground 
was all gone over, and, in behalf of Mr. Platt, 
Mr. Vedder announced that there could be no 
recession on the part of the Senate. To a friend 
after the conference adjourned Mr. Depew 
said: **Mr. Platt’s friends propose to stand 
firm, and if we want the fair the fifteen men 
who voted against the Senate amendment must 
give way.” 

It is well known that two of the fifteen— 
Messrs. Kurth ani Gretsinger of Kings— have 
deserted, and rumor places Frederick 8. Gibbs, 
who was considered the arcn spirit inthe antit- 
Platt crowd, as a deserter, too. It is sufficient 
to Know that the Platt people, by administra- 
tion and other methods, are exerting pressure 
from every direction on the othera. A confer- 
ence is tobe held at Mr. Fassett’s house late 
to-night for the purpose of letting all the Platt 
menu know what the programme is to be aud 
what parliamentary steps are to be pursued if 
the bill is called up to-morrow. ‘There has 
been complaint made that they have not been 
taken into Mr. Platt’s confidence, and they 
have had Mr. Platt notified thap they object to 
having orders crammed down their throats. 

Mr, Fish, the leader of the rebels, declared 
that he will hold bis ranks firm. He has been 
very wuch aided by the encouragement he has 
received from people in New-York and from 
his district. Mr. Fish visited the Union League 
Club yesterday and was struck by the hearty 
commendation of the course of bimseif and his 
followers that he received on every hand, From 
Joseph H. Choate, who heard the debate in both 
houses; Salem H. Wales, Le Grand B. Cannon 
Charlies Watrous, and Elihu Root he recstved 
assuraneées of their indorsements. Better yet, 
he was in receipt this evening of the following 
letters from Congressman Fred Lansing of Wa- 
tertown and Cornelius N. Bliss:

CHICAGO’S CHANCES WANING. 


A REPUBLICAN PLAN TO UTILIZE THE 
FAIR DISCOVERED. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—There never was much 
chance for Chieago to get the World’s Fair for 
1892, and so mucn of the slight’ chance that 
remains is likely to be swept away 
by the discovery that is reported to have 
been made by some of the opponents 
of that city. The story is to the effect that the 
Democrats of Illinois have found out that there 
1s a Republican scheme in the minds of the pro- 
moters who have been advocating Chicago as 
against New-York. 

Dlinois isin a vad way in Republican estima- 
tion. Ever since the great drainage scheme 
was started, and after the election in which the 
Democrats were fortunate enough to elect a 
majority of the Commissioners who are to 
take charge of that undertaking, the Repub- 
lican leaders have been extremely solicit- 
ous as to what the effect ‘was to be 
upon the politics of the State. The alarm 
which some of them have expressed bas been 


quite as profound as any apprehension that 
“Boss” Piatt may have felt as to the 
effect that the operation of the fair 
might have upon the Preaidential elec- 
tion in 1892. When the discussion 
as to the location of the fair began, it is said 
that it oconrred to Senator Farwell and other 
leading Republicans in Illinois that if they 
could only secure the choice by Congress 
ot Chicago as the site, and perhaps get 
@ small appropriation from the General 
Government to help them out, the fund that 
was to be expended, if put in the hands of a 
board of managers almost exclusively Repub- 
lican, would be a very useful if not con- 
trolling offset to the drainage fund in 
the hands of Democratie Com missioners. 
This has not been mentioned by any of 
the advocates of Chicago, for a very good rea- 
son. Togive a politics! color to the fair, wheth- 
er held in New-York or Chicago or Sf. Louia, 
would be to prejudice the chances of the city 
bidding for it. 

What the political scheme for St. Louis may 
pe has not yet been made known. One thing is 
certain, that St. Louis will now be as much op- 
posed to Chicago as its advocates have hitherto 
been to New-York. If the Democrats of 
Missouri are interested in anything out- 
side the State of Missouri it is in seeing 
ex-Gov. Palmer of [Illinois permitted to 
carry 00 a fight for the Senatorship free from 
interference of any kind. If the Worild’s Fair 
rund is to be used in Ilinois partly to lay outa 
site and construct buildings for the fair, and 
partly to construct the somewhat broken-down 
fences of anxious Kepnbiican aspirants for the 
Senatorsbip, then St. Louis will be against 
Chicago and she will look to New-York and the 
East to nelp her. 

In the meantime, Wasnington again sees a 
chance to “oatch on.” Washington must have 
ap appropriation with any bill fer the fair that 
may be passed for this city. If the appro- 

riation isto be made it must be sufticient. 

t ought to pe not less than $5,000,000 to 
begin with. It will not be easy to get it, 
but the friends of the capital will try for 
it, and they will look to the South to help 
them throngh. 1t would not do to be overcon- 
fident that the appropriation will be allowed. 
It may not be thought “ proper” py the Speaker, 
aud if the members are allowed to vote on it 
there may not be a majority unless the Speaker 
counts the negatives us among the supporters 
of the bili.

INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THE BUILD- 
ING OF THE TOWN. 


In a speech made at the opening of the eighth 
congress of naturalists and medical doctors, 
which began its sittings recently in St. Peters- 
burg, the Mayor of the town related some inter- 
esting facts eoncerning the past and present 
condition of the Russian capital, which aro 
summarized in a letter to the London Times, 
“Several centuries before Peter the Great be- 
gan to build his northern ‘paradise’ on the 
Swamps and marshes of the Neva delta, the 


Baltic and White Seas wero connected by 
a guif. the waves of which washed over 
the present site of St. Petersburg, and 
the Neva, now forty miles long, had 
then no existence. There was only a short en- 
trance to the lake of the Neva, now the Ladoga 
Lake, with a Swedish fortress on its banks 
called Oreahek. Thpough this lake and down 
the various Russian rivers to the stream of the 
Dnieper, the ancient Variags, or Scandinavian 
pirates and Vikings, fought and found their 
way to Constantinople. Peter tue Great had no 
sooner built St. Petersburg on the low banks 
of the Neva delta than the waves of the gulf 
8wept over it and threatened to wash tho now 
town and its inhabitants into the sea. 

“Peter, however, is credited with far more 
foresight than his contemporaries, and is sup- 
posed to have taken into his caleulations that 
the gradual lowering of the level of the Baitic 
Sea would render inundations less and less 
frequent until they ceased altogether. In any 
case, the first after Peter to note this phenoin- 
enon Was the Swodish astronomer Celsius, who 
made regular observations for thirteen ‘years, 
and reckoned that the level of the Baltic sank 
at tho rate of twofeet one inch In a century. 
Further observations for 120 years prove that 
the centennial rate of subsidence 1s as much as 
two and a half feet. The Central Statistical 
Committee has defined the rate at which the 
shore line of the Finnish Gulf gradually rises 
above the water in the course of a century at 
one foot and oug-sixth. 

“ This sinking of tao sea level or rising of the 
land must naturally inorease the surface area 
of the islands at the mouth of the Neva In 
fact, at the same time that the seaboard part 
of St. Petersburgis craduaily growing in extent, 
itis evident that a number of new Islands are 
appearing at the mouth of the Neva and its 
branches, which must, sooner or later, take 
their place as parts of St. Petersburg. The 
south side of the Neva has finished its growth, 
butthe twe groups of islands on the north- 
ern banks show a considerable expansion 
during the last 146 years. Among the group of 
isiands clustered round the large William Isi- 
and the increase of surface area within this pe- 
riod has been 213 dessiatines, or about 500 
aeres. The adjoining group, culled the * Peters- 
burg side,’ has increased by 159 dessiatines, 
altogether 372 dessiatines 10 146 years. It is 
calculated on the basis of investigations made 
by the hydrographieal section of the naval 
staii that when the sea leve! sinks three more 
feet, which is the present depth of water oppo- 
Rite the Great Neva, or principal arm of the 
delta, the surface exient of St. Petersburg will 
be increased by 1,040 dessiatines, or twice and 
ahaif as many acres, besides which three new 
islands are rising out of the water with an area 
vf about 271 dessiatines. In this way Sv. 
Petersburg will gain au increase of area equal to 
one-sixth of its present extent 

“For the benelit of the meuical representatives 
at the congress the speaker then endeavored, 
though hurdiy it would seem with any success, 
to refute the generaiiy-received opinion, which 
has, moreover, been based on the statistics aua 
observations ef many years, that the climate 
and situation of St. Petersburg exerelse a dead- 
ly effect upon its populativn, which is only in- 
creased from without. ‘This is supported by the 
fact that for the 125 years during which statis- 
tics have been taken, beginning from 1764, the 
number of persous porn In St. Perersburg has 
been 1,539,300, and the number of deaths for 
the same period no fewer than 1,772,500. 
Therefore, the deaths for 125 years past have 
exeseded the birtas by 233,200 cases. 

“The Mayor then proceeds to eall these fig- 
ures superticial, and to prove that if the climate 
of St. Petersburg really be so deadly it would 
act in the same way on both the inale and fe- 
Jnale parts of the population, whereas the sta- 
tistics show that the contrary is the case 
During the 125 years 791,570 males were born, 
and 360,890 more, or altogether 1,092,460, 
died, whiie during the same period 747,730 
giris were born, and only 680,050 females died, 
or less thau were born by 67,680. This is prob- 
ably easily accounted for by the conditions of 
female existence in St. Petersburg, which en- 
a@bie women lo protect themselves more sue- 
cessfully against the rigors of the climate and 
upbealthiness of the city in general. In any 
case the above figures are more than enough to 
prove what a vile nest of disease and death 
Peter the Great’s ‘paradise’ tas been for the 
last 125 years.” 





JERSHY ELECTION FRAUDS, 
THE BALLOT BOXES TO BE REMOVED 


TO TRENTON. 

President Nevins of the New-Jersey State 
Senate and Senator Gardoer, Chairman of the 
Senate Liection Committee, were in Jersey City 
yesterday to see that the Senate’s order for the 
production of the ballot boxes used at the last 
election in Jersey City was corgplied with. 
‘ihey had a consultation with ex-Assemblyman 
W. H. Corbin, who has been retained to act for 
the Senate before the committee, and presently 
City Clerk Scott aud Corporation Counsel Ed- 
wards were summoned. The ballot boxes had 
been refused when the Senate’s Sergeants at 
Arms presented themselves at the City Clerk’s 
office last Saturday, but Senator Edwards, on 


behalf of the city, agreed that they might go to 
Trenton yesterday in charge of some of the 
City Clerics assistants. 

The result of the conference yesterday was 
an agreement that the boxes shall be sent 
down to Trenton this morning in a special car 
attached to the 11:25 train. They will be in 
the joint custody of the Senate’s Sergeant and 
of City Marshal Timothy Long. While they 
are in Trenton they will be under tho eye of 
the City Marshai. 

It is probable that a similar arrangement 
will be made for the transportation and cus- 
tody ef the boxes used in Bayonne City and 
Hoboken. ‘The Senate Committee will meet at 
3 o’cloek thia afternoon. The taking of testi- 
mony will not be begun, however, antil to- 
Wwami the close of next week. 

Mayor Cleveland is very indignant over the 
surrender of the bexes. He said that if the 
fenate Committees wants to use them it should 
come to Jersey City to do it, and that the boxes 
are taken away against his advice and inspite of 
his protests.

GUV. OAMPBELU'S DENIALS. 


TBE INVESTIGATION OF THE OHIO BAL- 
LOT-BOX FORGERY, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3,—The special House com- 
mittee investigating the Ohio ballot-box forgery 
assembled again this morning. Representative 
Grosvenor opened with a statemont in regard 
to newspaper criticisms upon his course, but 
the committee decided that it would ign ore 
newspaper gossip, Then Representative J. R. 
Whiting of Michigan was put on the stand and 
denied the genuineness of his signature to the 
ballot-box contract. He said he had been told 
that Walters, who had assisted him, bad had 
something to do with the ballot-box matter. 
He spoke to Walters about it and Walters gave 
the witness all of the letters passing between 
himself and Wood. 

The witness produced these letters and read 
them to the committee. In one, dated Cincin- 
nati, Sept. 6, Wood wrote Walters that they 


should want bis services hunting up official 
documents. In another, of the same date, Wood 
says that “His Royal Highness” is ina hurry, 
and in another, dated Lansing, Mich., Sept. 9, 
he asks for information about the gun-carriage 
contracts, asks for patent specifications, Wants 
to know whether *'l. E. C.” is on the list, and 
cautions him to say nothing about Obio to any 
one; to keep his mouth sealed. The witness at 
this point diverged to remark that Wood got his 
(witness's) siguature in Michigan and not from 
Walters. In one, dated Cincinuati, Oct 2, Wood 
says he is to see “His Royal Highness” tbat 
week. Everything received was very useful. 
From Columbus, Oct. 6, Wood says he is coming 
to Washington to push the gun deal. Mr. Whit- 
ing said he had contidence in Walters.. He knew 
of Do other ballot-vox contract than the forged 
paper. 

Powell Crossley, said that his law partner, Mr. 
Butterworth, showed him the forgery after the 
election last Fall. He had had no intimation 
that Mr. Butterworth had anything to ao with 
tho ballot boxes and believed that Mr. Butter- 
worth did not Know Wood until after the pub- 
lication. The witness said ne knew of no reason 
then why he should not have indorsed Wood; 
he knew nothing derogatory to his character. 

Gov. James E. Campbell of Ohio was the 
next witness. The Chairman hanaed him the 
forged paper and he declared that he had never 
seen the paper until that minute: that he had 
never, signed it and never signed his name as 
it appeared on the paper. He always wrote bis 
neawe ip tull—* James E. Campbell.” When he 
sent a short note, he occasionally signed * J. 
E. ©.” The newspaper accounts of how Wood 
got the siguatures did not account tor his sig- 
nature; bat after he heard Wood's statement 
that he had gotten hoid of a letter signed “ J. E. 
C.,” he made up his mind that Wood used the 
Initials aud filled in the name in making the 
forgery. 

Gov. Campbell was shown the contract head, 
and gaid that he had never sgen it before, but 
had seen it published several hundred thousand 
times in the newspapers. He never was inter- 
ested in Dailot boxes or in any contract bearing 
upon them. He hau introduced ths Ballot Box 
bill at the request of T. C. Campbell, and be- 
lieved that that gentleman spoke to Repre- 
sentative Grosvenor abeutit. He remembered 
nothing now about the bil. T. CG Campbell 
brought one of the ballot boxes to Washington 
before July, 1888, and brought it to the wit- 
ness’s house. It might be in the basement of 
the house yet. 

Just before the Opera House speech a Cincin- 
nati /osi reporier showed witness a card trom 
Mr. Halstead refleeting upon him, and be had 
replied: *‘Mr. Halstcad is a liar, and if he can 

yrove anything of that kind I will get olf the 
emocratio tieket.” 

The inquiry will be resumed to-morrow.

Frederic R. Coudert presided at. the ban- 
quet. He had twoof the chief dignitaries to 
entertain, President Low and Bishop Potter. 
They sat respectively on his right and left.

When the time for speechmaking arrived Mr. 
Coudert arose and was greeted by the college 
ery, Which came in stentorian tones from every 
part of the great dining hall. He remarked that 
this was “a great day for Columbia,” and paid 
eloquent tributes to the college and to the 
new President. He spoke a good word for 
the encouragement of physical training. Here- 
marked that ‘the growing belief that Olympian 
ames were govud things in themselves and pro- 
duced great results must be met with deserved 
respect.” In conclusion Mr. Coudert proposed 
the health of President Low, the drmkiug of 
whioh was accompanied by ringing cheers, and 
as the young President arose to respond there 
was another enthusiastic outburst. 

PRESIDENT LOW’S REMARKS. 

President Low proceeded to discuss the finan. 
cial condition of the college. He said that 
while Columbia had a large endowment it was 
not so large as to measure fuily up to her grand 
opportunity. He thenenteredinto a discussion 
of the landed properties of the college and the 
income from them. He said: 

“The college this year receives in fees $135,000, 
and speuds tor educational purposes $400,000. The 
inethod by which this result has beea obtained ac- 
counts for one feature of the college expsrience not 
understood by all. From the beginning the college 
has leasea its landon ground leases having many 
years torun. Asa consequence the college income 
has grown by great leaps atlongintervals. But 
the charges upon the college springing from assess- 
ments for the cutting trough of streets, the laying 
of sewers, and the geueral transtormation of coun- 
try property into city property have pressed upon 
the college in times past with a growing burden 
year by year. Ever since I have been in the board 
until the present time the college has been com- 
pelled to sail close-hauled. : 

“It had expanded in educational work’so fally up 
to the measure ofits ability that further growth 
was out of the question until the upper estate, 
which was leased during the war, should be pro- 
ducing an income based upon modern values. In 
order to keep the architectural department, for ex- 
ample, up to the creditable standard which it has 
displayed, one of the Trustees during a series of 
years supplied it witn $13,000 out of his own 
pocket. A yearortwoago a setilement was hap. 
pily made with the tenants on the upper estate, and 
the college is now receiving an income based upoa 
the present value of the property. The consequence 
ia that the income to-day is about $100,000 greater 
than the present basis of expense.” 

“But while we realize this fact with grati- 
tude,” continued Mr. Low, “the Trustees are 
keenly aware that the college is now face to 
fuce with a situation which hae never con- 
tronted it before. Italways has been reason- 
able to expect hitherto that every new adjust- 
ment of rentals would enlarge the income of 
the college. Noman to-day can say with as- 
surance that either the upper estaie or 
the lower will bring 2a larger return 
twenty-one years from now than it does 
to-day. We may kave the experience which 
the Sailors’ Snug Harbor has had—the wave may 
pass over us and leave vur property of less 
value than before. New inventions, on the 
otuer hand, may greatly increase its value or 
correspondingly diminish it. In other words, 
the Trustees believe that they must deal with 
their present large increase of income upon the 
theory that the income of the college from its 
present estate is a3 large as it is ever likely to 
be.” . 

President Low spoke as follows on the sub- 
ject of a coliegs gymnasium: 

“We at Columbia need a gymuasium. In my 
view no coliege in the country needs it so much, 
because in New-York the opportunities tor exercise 
are restricted by the conditions of city life. It is 
said that there are gymnasiuma alluboutus. So 


there are. But they are not allogether convenient 
to us, neither are they adequate; and if we 
wish the college spirit to be strong in 
our young mev we must have a gymnasium 
where the college siudents can get their 
exercise together and develop and strengthen the 


college ties which under city conditions sometimes 
sit so loosely. I suppose such a gymnasium of 


adequate size would cost, with the jlana,in the 
neighborhood of $250,000. Think what it means to 
divert a sum like that from the revenues of tie col- 
lege for such a purpose. Of course the college 


mizht borrow the money, but that means simply 
that it spreads the payment over a term of years. 
If we build itourseives, payment must come ulti- 
mately out of our endowments. Many colleges have 
received gifts of gymnasiums. No college that L 
think of has been willing to erect one out of its 
scholastic funds. 

“The Trustees are in sympathy with this movement 
to develop physical training, and at their last meet- 
ing they unanimously passed a resolution permit- 
ting the use of the premises belonging to the col- 
lege known asthe Wheelock property, situated near 
Ove Hundred and Sixty-firat-street and Ridge road, 
or se much thereof as may be necessary for 
athletic purposes, from ant after the lst day 
of May, 1890, during the pleasure of the board, 
under such regulations as may from time 
to time be approve: by the Trustees: provided, how- 
ever, that on or before the lst day of March, 1891, 
assarances be given satisfactory to the Finance 
Commitiee that a sufficient sum of money has been 
raised and will be contributed to the college to lay 
outsaid grounds without expense to the college, 
and in such manner as the Finance Committee may 
devm suitable.” 

Provost Pepper of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania had as his task the response to ** The 
Tdeal University.” He spoke at some length. 
Awong other things he said: ‘*The more col- 
Jeges and universitics we havo tho better. 
There is work for them all, and there is money 
enouch to endow them all richly. Let each 
strive hard for the attuinment of the loftiest 
ideal itcan set up.” 

GEORGE WILLIAM CURTIS SPEAKS. 

‘Columbia and the Intellectual Life of New- 
York” was the toast to which the Hon. George 
William Curtis hud to respond. He spoke very 
briefly andin part asfollows: ‘After a day 80 
memorable,after discourse 80 wise and eloquent, 
after a dinner so delightfal, the first words that 
naturally arise to my lips are *‘ Bail, Columbia!’ 
After a century we find Columbia standimg in 
the midst of the great material, growth of the 
city aboat it calmly representing the intel- 
lectual life.” 

Mr. Curtis then recalled the graduates Colum- 
bia had sent out, from Revolucionary times on, 
who have been materiai facterrs in shaping the 
politics and destiny of the land. ‘When we 
think of tnese,” he said, “what flabby non- 
sense is the cry made by professional poli- 
ticlans against the collegian in politics. I 
know of nu greater compliment that could be 


paid to our colleges thun this senseless 
abuse, coming from the source it does, 
I nad thought. as an <Awmerican  citi- 


zen, that educated intelligence, that trained 
thinking minds, that lofty mojral principle, were 
quite as safe and suund counselors of State as 
are the iguorance of the slums, the drunken- 
ness of the seloons, and the corruption of 
posses. Intrust the political destiny of this 
country to the men_wno sueer at the college 
and ite influences and bargati with the saloon 
end its i:flucaces, and then the Ams&rican Re- 
public is smitten by its own childrer.”’ 

“The college has two hands, With one she 
leads the pupil to measure heix«hts and depths, 
ty 6xplore the secrets of nature, to upiock all 
the treasures of the earth to service. \With the 
ever she clevates the pupil to commerce\withtne

spies. With one hand she gives him kuowl- 
edge, With the other hand she gives 
him truth. With one hand she unfolds 
to his eye the most exquisite struct- 
uro of the flower. -With the other sh6 
touches his soul until he Is filled with ita inex- 
ere beauty. The hand that teaches Is the 

uty of the college. The hand that elevates is 
the glory of the college. 
“The function of the college is to spread 
knowledge, but its nobler function is to stimu- 
late the intellectual and moral forces of a com- 
munity. Here stands Columbia in a spot 
where all material activities were never 
so eplendid or so seductive. If I read 
rightly beneath the words your new President 
Low has uttered, Columbia is the calin, digni- 
tied veice which will steadfastly say to the ma- 
terlal spirit of New-York, robed in @ superb 
gorgeousness Of prosperity that amazes the 
world, ‘Greater is he who ruleth his spirit than 
he who taketh acity.’” 

CHARLES 8. SMITH’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Charles 8. Smith, President of tho Cham- 
ber of Commerce, responded to the toast 
** Columbia and Mercantile New-York.” Of the 
new President he said: 

“Tcongratulate you, Mr. Chairman and gentle. 
men of the Alumuiof Columbia College, that you 
have called to the Presidency of your ancient insti- 
tution a cultivated merchant who has inherited a 
name distinguished among the founders of the 
commerce of New-York, a gentleman to whom fame 
came early, and in Whose hands a kind Providence 
has place: the reins of power. For, Sir, what posi- 
tion is more potential and far-reaching than his to 
whom is intrusted the training and education of the 
youths of this Republic! Kxecutive capacity and 
the faculty for organization are indispensable quali- 
fications tor the hear ofa great college; the pablic 
record of your President gives ample assurance 
thatin these important requisites he is the man 
for the place.” 

Mr. Smith then referred to Presideut Low’s 
political record, and, coming down to his sub- 
ject, traced out an intimate connection between 
commerce and the institutions of sound learn- 
ing, and claimed that they stood in the re- 
lation of mother and daughter, and that com- 
merce bad at all times contributed her quota of 
men to build up States and empires. The 
speaker continued: 

‘*More than a thousand years before the Chris- 
tian era a trading company of Ishmaelites going 
down to Egypt with their camels loaded with 
spices, myrrh, and aloes, bought a boy and sold him 
as a slave in the great capital of that famous land. 
This boy Joseph became not only a statesman anid 
ruler, the Bismarck of his time, but also a great 
merchant. He made the first corner in grain, for 
we read that he bought it withous number, 
as the sauds of the sea; he also was a great 
land speculator, for we find in history that 
be bought all the land in the delta of the 
Nile excepting thatowned by the priests In the 
first ceatury of our era a Roman citizen, whose 
writings have probably influenced more men than 
those of any other in history, became ip connection 
with his missionary labors the first Christian com- 
mercial traveler, for the Apostle Paul tells as that 
with his own hands he made tents, then an article 
of prime necessity, and sold them to pay his ex- 
penses.”’ 

Alexander Hamilton, Warren Hastings, Sir. 
Robert Peel, Kichard Cobden, Joba Brignt, 
Gladstone, Mirabeau, and others were cited as 
examples of the statesmen contributed by com- 
merce. 

BISHOP POTTER’S REMARKS. 

Bishop Potter spoke of ‘‘Columbia of the Fut- 
ure.” He was welcomed with much applause. 
He began his response by declaring that a col- 
lege, like a man, ought with years to have out- 
run its follies. Among these follies, the Bishop 
thought, was thatof thinking that what has been 
must be and ehall be to the end. “One thing is 
tolerably certain, that if, as we at any rate who 
aro here to-night believe, a college education is 
essential to the adequate equipment of & Man 
for the work of life, it should be brought with- 
in the reach of the largest possible number of 
young men. But a four-years’ college course 
and a three-years’ course in a school of law or 
medicine or theology, 18 to avast majority of 
young men simply an impossibility, and, as a 
consequence, Statistics show that the ratio of 
coliege graduates is steadily falling below tue 
ratio of increase of our population, 

“The Columbia of the future may well con- 

sider the question of soreconstructing her course 
as to make it possible fur one honorably and 
eiultably to wiu her degree without so large an 
+xpenditure of time and money, ‘Tne col- 
exe Must colonize. Part of the work ana 
that partof 1t which is more distinctly identi- 
fied with its earlier traditious must seek 
its adequate opportunity and surroundings, 
and under conditions such as may eusily be found 
just across the Harlem River, or elsewhere when 
buildings capable of housing a thousand young 
men, and cotlege halls, dormitories, recitation 
rooms, gymuasia, a dignified and worthy 
chapel, and all that pertains to the higher and 
tbe highest culture of youth could be had.” 


THE COLORED CONVENTION. 
ptaciacsiilsiaacein 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The Colored Men's 
Convention began its sessions at noon to-day 
in the Metropolitan African Methodist 
Episcopal Chureh with many _ repre- 
sentative colored men _ present, Col. Per- 
ry H. Carson, President of the National 
Bureau of Relief, called the convention to or- 
der. He said that in this convention all per- 
sonal ambitions must be laid aside and all must 
work faithfully for the common good. ‘Things 
worth having were worth contending for, and 
one of the things which in this momentous 
struggle would aid the negroes was the Blair 
Educational bill, which would do away with 
the one-month scholastic year now so prevalent 
in the South. Honest elections was the next 
thing to secure. The Freedman’s Bank Relief 
bill should also be passed, 

Mr. Carson, who has been dangerously 111 with 
the grip, then retired, unable to remain present 
longer, and balloting for temporary otlicers 
preceeded amid much excitement, E. . 
McCall was finally elected temporary Presi- 
dent, and Calvin Chase of the Washington see 
temporary Secretary. 

J. M. Townsend, Recorder of the General 
Lana Office, delivered an address of welcome, 
in the courses of which he denounced the treat- 
went of the negro by both political partie 

He attacked Senators Morgan and Butler for 
their course in seeking the deportation of the 
pegzroes from this country, and predicted a 
brighter future for the colored race. 








READING LOOKING FOR WHARVES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 3.—The companies which 
make a business of produeing anthracite coal 
bave been so hard pressed this Winter for a 
market and for storage facilities that their 
managers are arranging to prevent if possible 


a repetition of the troubles hereafter. President 
Corbin of the Philadelphia and Reaaing Rail- 
road Company recently made a trip to Boston, 
taking with him one of the company’s leading 
sales agents. The wharves and docks were care- 
fully inspected for the purpose of finding a 
suitable place for the Reading to unload its 
colliertes. 

The wharf property controlled by the Boston 
and Lowell Railroad Company was considered 
the most desirable, and advices from Boston 
state that President Corbin leased it for the 
Reading and will fit it with the best appliances 
for handling and storing coal. 

Two hundred thousand tons may be stored at 
this point. The Reading has ordered built tour 
barges, to be used in transporting coal from 
Elizabethport, N. J., to New-England. The 
Reading 1s not alone in this movement, for it is 
reported that the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Company has also ordered new barges 
built for the coal-carrring business, 





VERY FEW DEFEOTS TO BE FOUND. 
In accordance with a resolution passed by 
the Armory Board vee. 20, Eugene E. McLean, 
Engineer of the Finance Department, and 
J. O. B. Webster, Assistant Engineer of the 


Department of Public Works, have made an 
examination of the new Twenty-second Regi- 
ment Armory building, with especial reference 
to certain defects alleged to exist by anony- 
mous and other persons, Their report is to the 
effect that very slight defects, 1f any, exist. 
The fears expressed as to the strength of 
the balcony of the tower, as to the thickness ofr 
the Walls, and as to the briek work in general, 
are declared by the examiners to be ground- 
less. The only defects mentioned are in the 
eutting of the stone in the arch over the main 
southern doorways and in the pointing of some 
brick work, 


AN OCEAN STEAMER IN DISTRESS. 

VINEYARD HAVEN, Mass., Feb. 3.—James 
Allen, a resident of Squibrocket, reports bav- 
ing seen a large square-rigged ocean steam- 


er under sail a shorfé distance off the 
south side of Martba’s Vineyard all day 
Saturday and yesterday. She was blow- 
ing her whistle for assistance and was 
evidently disabled. The fishing schooner Ed- 
win H. Kedman went to heryesterday morning, 
since whieh time neither has been seen in con- 
sequence of the prevalence of adense fog. It 
is supposed the steamer wanted the assistance 
of tugs. The report did not reach here until 
this evening, otherwise tugs woald have been 
sent to aasist her. 








THE ALASKA BOUNDARY LINE. 
OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 3.—In the House of 
Commons to-day the Hon. Mr. Dewdney, Min- 
ister of the Interior, said no progress had been 


made in the direction of effecting a settlement 
of the disputed boundary line between British 
Columbia and Alaska. The Dominion Govern- 
ment, he explained, submitted « proposition last 
year for a joint survey of the two Governments, 
but the Washington authorities declined to ask 
Congress foran appropration for the survey. 
He said no conflict of jurisdiction in the dis- 
puted territory was likely to arize at present.

NEW-JERSEY'’S LEGISLATORS, 





THE JOINT COMMITTEE ON BALLOT 
REFORM ORGANIZED. 


TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 3.—The Legislature this 
evening, by @ unanimous rising vote, passed a 
joiit resolution of condolence with Secretary 
Tracy in his affliction, and ordered that an en- 
grossed copy of the resolutions be sent to him. 

Speaker Heppenheimer appointed as Houso 
members of the Joint Committee on Ballot 
Reform Messrs. Marsh of Union, Mallone 
of Hudson, and Kerr of Passaic, Democrats; 
and Messrs. Erwin of Hudson, Voorhees 
of Union, Cole of Cape May, Republicans. 
Senatora Martin of Essex and Carter of Bur- 
lington, Republicans, and Senators McDonald 
of Hudson and Wertz of Passaic, Democrats, 
Were appointed to represent the Senate on the 
committee last week. 

When the session adjourned the committee 
met in the Senate Chamber and organized by the 
election of Senator Martin Chairman and As- 
selblyman Marsh as Secretary. Measrs. Voor- 
hees, McDonald, and Wertz were appointed a 
committee to draw up rules for the government 
of the committee. The tirst public meeting to 
consider suggestions from citizens will be held 
by the committee on Tuesday afternoon, Feb. 11. 

The Senate passed the joint resolution favor- 
ing the passage of the bill introduced into Con- 
xress by Senator Chandler, to transfer the 
Revenue Marine to the Navy Department. 
Senator Wickott’s vote was the only one against 
the resolution. He said he believed the measure 
to be simply a scheme to pension the revenue 
otticers equally with the soldiers and sailors, 
who fought for their country. 

The Senate game law, which was aimed at the 
Philadelphia sportsmen who shoot over in 
South New-Jersey, by waking non-resident 
sportsmen pay a tax of $10 a year was recom- 
mitted to the committee. The bill was made a 
caucus measure by the Democrats last year, 
but was defeated. A powerful lobby worked 
against it last year ana is said to be here for 
the same purpose this Winter. 

‘The sepate Committee on Elections have 
postponed the invoustigation in the matter of 
the Stuhr-McDonald contest in Hudson County 
which was to begin to-morrow, until next week. 
The reason given is that Mr. Adrian, the only 
Democratic Senator on the committee, wishes 
to be away this week. 

The House passed a bill fixing the terms ef 
County Collectors at two years. 

A bill was introduced into the House re- 
pealing the Bartlett water vill, under which a 
syndicate had been »huyipg up most of the 
water shed of North New-Jersey. 

Another bill makes 1t unlawful to rent a room 
in which lottery tickets are to be sold. 





Mk, PARNELL VINDICATED. 





THE LONDON “‘ TIMES” COMPROMISES THE 
LIBEL SUIT BY PAYING HIM £5,000. 


LONDON, Feb. 3.—The trial of the suit for 
libel brought by Mr. Parnell against the /imes 
was to have begun to-day, but when the case 
was called counsel announced that the suit had 
been compromised, the Zimes paying Mr. Par- 
nell £5,000 damages. 

The withdrawal was also announced of the 
action brought by Mr. Henry Campbell, Mr. 
Parnell’s private secretary, against the Times 
for damages for statements affecting Mr. 
Campbell made by Attorney General Webster, 
counsel for the 7imes, in his opening speech in 
the case of O’ Donnell against Walter, proprietor 
of the simes, and for charges made against the 
plaintiff in an editorial published by the /imes 
in July, 1888. 

The court room was crowded. Mr. Parnell 
was present. He looked well. The announce- 
ment of the results of the action caused # Sensa- 
tion In the court room. 

It is stated that the 7imes will pay Mr. Camp- 
belt £200 damages, besides meeting all the 
costs of his action, 


LONDON, Feb. 4.—Tho Post says on the Par- 


nell case: “While it was not doubted that 
the Jimes would lose its case, yet 
the array of counsel had raised hopes 


that some extenuating circumstances would be 
brought out. As this course was not taken, we 
are compelled to admit that the result is a 
shock to public confidence.” 

The. News understauds that Mr. Parnell 
will receive not only the cost legally 
recoverable, but the reimbursement of 
the whole expense he has incurred in 
the matter. The concinusion is as 
satisfactory as itis startling. The public now 
only awaits a Ministerial apology, the makiog 
of which common courtesy should dictate. 

The Chronicle says the acceptance of smaller 
damages than ajury would have awardedis a 
proot of genuine moderation, for which Mr.

BARLOW SALE. 
NOTABLE PRICES PAID FOR THE VOL- 
UMES OF THE COLLECTION—THE 

SALR SETS THE STANDARD. 


The gale of the Barlow Library by auction, 
conducted by Mr. J. O. Wright and the Amer- 
ican Art Association, was begun yesterday. 
This is the most comprehensive library of 
Americana cover oftered ata public sale, The 
prices that it will fetch areto be a standard of 
value for Americana, not only more compre- 
hensive but fairer than the Brinley sales, 
which aggregated $112,494 27. 

Then, of that famous pleiad of collectors of 
Americana formed of Barlow, Brevoort, Brinley, 
Brown, Murphy, and O’Callaghan, not one sur- 
vives, and no one has taken the place that they 
have quitted. The Lenox collection of Amer- 
icanais in the Lenox Library, the Brown is 
intactin Providence, the Brevoort is reduced 
by private sales, and the Brinley, Murphy, and 
O'Callaghan ‘collections have preceded their 
elderin the auction room. There is only one 
great private library of Americana here, and its 
very existence is a secret. 

The book lovers of New-York went to the sale 
yesterday like braves to abattle. The books 
are sold in the alphabetical order of the cata- 
logue. The Boston Public Library paid $53 for 
abook on North America, by Israel Acrelius, 
op rena at Stockholm 1n 1759, and $52 for “A

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PLANS OF THE OCOUNTIZS. 
——_< 
AN IMPORTANT CHANG# IN THEIR OR- 
GANIZATION FAVORED. 


The leaders of the County Democracy are 
doing a great deal of quiet planning these days, 
and there are indications that ehanges of a 
radical nature will be introduce’ before long. 
Possibly they will crop out at the meeting of 
the County Committee to be held next week, or 
possibly they will be delayed longer. 

The leaders have had their heads together 
many times of late, and many propositions 
looking to the benefit of the organization have 
been discussed. The most important of these 
has for its object the obliteration of ail close- 
corporation methods and one-man wer in 
Management. It means no less than the prac-, 
tical abolition of the Sub-Executive Committee 
and the establishment in its place of a consult- 
ing committee of 100, 

The Sub-Executive Committee answers the 


same purpose in the Counties as the Committee 
of Twenty-four does in Tammany. ‘The one, 


like the other, is made up of the district lead- : 


ers. Each outs out the work to be done by the 
organization. Maurice J. Power is the Chair- 
man of the Sub-Executive Committee. 

Now the 1dea is to broaden the politics of the 
Counties so that men who have heretofore staid 
out of active politics because they did not like 
the idea of machine rule and being led hither or 
thither by this man or that man will come in. 
It is this class of wen that the County leaders 
have been luoking for of late, and they have been 
using every inducement to securethem. The 
scheme of having «a committee of 100, it is 
argued, would work very well, especially this 
year, when there is no patronage to bestow and 
the organization is simply im process of re- 
cuperation. One of the results looked for is 
the obscuration of the idea of leaders and be- 
ing led in the machine sense of the term. 

Police Justice Power is not popular with all 
the workers in the Counties, but there is a 

retty general opposition to retiring him as 
eader. The substitution of a committee 
ot 100 for the Sub-£xecutive Commit- 
tee may prove one way of disposing of any 
problem that may arise over the leadership, 
for part of the pla is to have a different Chair- 
man at each une of the meetings of the commit- 
tee. The leaders woul be on hand, of course, 
but they would be kept in the background. 

Said one of the leaders interested in this 
acheme yesterday: “Such a committee would 
materially benetitus. The defections to Tam- 
many are over,\| and now we are starting 
out afresh, and there is plenty of encour- 
agement. The topics that will be. handlea 
this year by the Counties include baliot 
reform and rapid transit, and a consulting 
committee of 100 would be just the body to 
take them in hand. Committees will be sent to 
Albany in the interest of these measures, made 
up of meu of sush high standing that the lobby- 
ist cannot hope to touch them. : 

Charies J. Canda, ex-Secretary Fairchild, or 
Gen. John Newton will be selected as Chair- 
man of the County Committee. Mr. Canda has put 
himself in full touch with the organization by 
accepting his place as a member of the County 
Committee from the Seventh Assembly District. 

Tne General Committees of the County 
Democracy in several of the Assembly districts 
organized lust night. They all passed resolu- 
tions indorsing valiot reform, The only 
change in the leadership was made in the 
‘Thirteenth, where J. Wesley Smith sueceeded 
Leader Heardsley, resigned. 





RAILROADS ASKING FOR FISH FRY. 

President Eugenes Blackford of the State Fish 
Commission presents, as an evidence that the 
Tailroads are beginning to recognize the im- 
portance of fish culture in the development of 
land values along their lines and as an element 
in the increase of their passenger tratftic, a let- 
ter received by him yesterday morning from J. 
C. Anderson, General Passenger Agent of the 
New-York, Ontario and Western Railroad. 

In it Mr. Anderson asks for 346,600 trout fry 
to stock some 350 miles of public trout streams 
in Delaware and Sullivan Counties, adjacent to 
the stations of the railroad. These streams, he 
says, are ideal homes for trout, and should have 
been stocked long ago, but the residents of the 
locality huve been shy about asking the State 
haicheries for a supply of fry. They are willing 
enough, though, to join hands with the railroad 
people in filling the streams, and they promise 
to have the spawn placed to the best advantage 
and to take all possible care of it. 

Application has also been made for 25,000 
Oswego bass fry to stock Silver Lake in Sullivan 
Couuty and for a similar quantity to stock Lake 
Shellarake. ‘The New-York and Northern Road 
has taken up the idea, too, and has asked for 
large quantities of spawn to stock the streams 
and lakes in Westchester County near its lines. 





SHALL SUBWAY WORK BE DIVIDED? 

Representatives of the various electric light 
companies, the Subway Construction Company, 
and the Standard Company met in Corporation 
Counsel Clark’s office yesterday to discuss 
whether the Board of Electrical Control had a 


right to grant contracts to sompanies 
other than the Subway Construction 
Company. At the last meeting of 


the Board of Electrical Control Edward Lauter- 
bacn of tke Sunway Company astonished every 
one by bis willingness to divide the work of 
building subways with the Standard Company, 
which Is represented by Wheeler H. Peckham, 
and the question as to whether the Board or 
Electrical Control could allow this brought the 
matter before the Corporation Couusel. 

Elihu Root, Wheeler H. Peckham, Edward 
Lauterbach, ex-Judge Kelly, and others were 
at the hearing. Mr. Lauterbach was willing 
that the contract should be divided with Mr. 
Peckham’s clients. Ex-Judge Kelly, on behalt 
of the East River Electric Light Company, 
objected to any change except one that would 
enable the companies to build their own sub- 
ways. Mr. Clark gave uo decision. 





IN FAVOR OF A DEPRESSED ROAD 

The ninth Rapid Transit Commission held a 
public meeting yesterday in regard to a new 
road on Atlantic-avenue, Brooklyn, and listened 
to addresses by half a dozen property owners, 
Nearly all wanted a depressed road ora light 


two-track elevated struciure, but the hoavy 
four-track affair desired by the Long Island 
Railroad was bitterly opposed. The suggestion 
thatthe property owners should pay part of 
the cost of a depressed road was discussed, but 
some doubt exists in regard to the Long Island 
Company’s willingness to pay the balance.

MEXICO’S CUSTOMS REOKBIPTS. 


WHAT THE REPORTS OF THE VERA CRUZ 
CUSTOM HOUSE SHOW. 


CrrYy oF Mexico, Jan. 25.—The Custom House 
receipts at Vera Cruz for the second half of the 
year 1889 amounted to $7,309,810, of which 
sum $6,266,860 represented the import duties, 
&c., belonging to the half year, the balance 
being made up by arrears collected, &0. The 
actual amount of import duties was $6,064,176, 
against $5.681,996 last year, showing an in- 
crease of $382,180. The best month was Octo- 
ber, in which was collected $1,192,874 import 
duties, and the month in which the collections 
under the same head were the lightest was July, 
with $539,470. 

The 2 per cent. additional tax for harbor im- 
peevousanes brought in $133,035, and it is to 

6 hoped that these Continuous large expendi- 
tures for the completion and improvement of 
this harbor will not have been made in vain. Tne 
engineers appointed by the Government tostuay 
the condition of.the harbor to ascertain whether 
some of the recentiy-completed work has hada 
deteriorating effect in causing the tidal action 
to deposit sand near the wharves are engaged 
in their investigation, and their report will be 
looked for with some anxiety. 

Of the amount collected during the half year, 
fines and confiscations figure for $51,220, 
being about seven-tenths of 1 per cent. of the 
collections. This refutes to a great extent 





the oid complaints against the Cus- 
tom House service of Mexico, as it 
used to be_—_— alleged that importers 


were treated in avery severe and arbitrary 
fashion in this respect. The belief formerly 
was that Custom House officers looked to these 
fines, which they divided with the Government, 
for a considerable portion of their remunera- 
tion, but this canjhardly be the case now. 
The system, however, of giving the officers any 
participation in the receipts from this source 
is bad, as it is always a temptation to unscru- 
pulous individuals to raise frivolous questions, 
and the sooner it is abolished the better. 

The totai receipts of the Treasury for the 
second half, July to December, of the past 
year were: Customs, $10,728,394; internal 
taxes, $5,685,799, and various, $1,809.334; a 
total of $18,223,527; showing an increase 
of about $2,245,447 over the corresponding 
eriod of 1888. wuring the half year the 

reasury applied $2,527,070 in payment of 
ratiway subventions and in reduction of debt. 





EXPEDITING MAIL SERVICE, 





PITTSBURG’S NEW POSTMASTER TO PUSH 
FORWARD REFORMS, 


PITTSBURG, Feb, 3.—Postmaster MoKean, who 
went into office on Saturday, has decided to 
adopt the Chicago plan of expediting distriou- 
tion, and will put the new system into opera- 
tion to-morrow. With to-night’s train for Al- 
toona two clerks and two stampers left to meet 
the Western express, which arrives here daily 
at 7:45 A.M. Bankers and business men will 
hereafter find their maii from New-York and 
Philadelphia in their boxes every morning by 
8:30 instead of 9:30, the letters being stamped 
and sorted en route. 

By receiving the Eastern mails, which con- 
tains the bulk of business, all checks and drafts 
can be prepared for the Clearing House, which 
opens at Y o’clock. As itis now, checks and 
drafts from the East have to be held over 
twenty-four hours, Bankers say the change 
will give them the use of $25,000 to $50,000 
each per day more than they have now. 

This plan of expediting the delivery of East- 
ern mailis now only in use at Chicago. There 
it bas been most successful, and business men 
are loud in its praise. The Post Oftice officials at 
Cincinnati are anxious to have the plan tried 
there, and ifitis the success there that is ex- 

cted, it will be putin-use at that oity. Other 
Vestern towns will be provided with like ac- 
commodatious. The plan also facilitates ex- 
changes between business housés and banks 
East and West. 





SUBJECTS OF LEGISLATION. 





SOME BILLS INTRODUCED IN THE AS- 
SEMBLY LAST EVENING. 


ALBANY, Feb. 3.—Among the bills introduced 
in the Assembly to-night were the following: 

By Mr. Andrus—Prohibiting police officers or 
other subordinates from being interested in the 
Tanufacture or sale of any spirituous or malt 
liquors, ales, wine, or beer; also, Mr. Andrus—Ap- 

ropriating $500,000 for Jengthening six or more 
ockson tne Erie Canal, to be designated by the 
Superintendent of Public Works and State En- 
gineer; to deepen the Erie and Oswego Canal to 
seven feet at points deemed important; to improve 
the Black River, Cayuga, and Seneca Canais, and to 
complete the bottoming out ofthe Albany Basin to 
seven feet, all the work to ve done by coutract after 
advertisement. 

By Mr. Curtis—Amending the Penal Code by 
changing the penalty tor murder in the first degree 
from death to imprisonment for life. 

By Mr. Connelly—Requiring foreign co-operative 
Joan and building associations doing business in 
this State toreport to the Superiutendent of the 
Banking Department. 

By Mr. Stein—Providing that bankers not under 
tbe supervision of the state Banking Department 
shall receive a certificate of authorization from the 
Bank Superintendent. They shall deposit with him 
$10,000 or a bond for a like amount, and report 
quarterly the amount of deposits, and, if the deposits 
exceed such bond, additional money or additional 
bonds covering such deposits shall be given to the 
Superintendent. 

The Committee of the State Bar Association, 
appointed for that purpose, has drafted a bill 
which proposes a constitutional commission to 


revise the judiciary article of the Constitution, 
and prepare it for submission to the people; the 
commission to be non-partisan, and appointed 
by the Governor with the advice and consent of 
tne Senate.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 3.—Stuart Robson’s first 
appearance here as a lone star occurred to- 
night at the Chestnut-Street Theatre. Mr. 
Robson selected for his opening bill “ An

plause. For full five minutes he stood bowing 
to the audience, many of whom remembered 
his first appearance at. the Walnut-Street The- 
atre thirty-five years ago. Thesceneof *An 
Arrant Knave” is laid iu the fourteenth century, 
and Mr. Robson’s part is a combination of 
Touchstone, Autolycus, Bottom, and Dromuio, 
The play scored a success from an audience 
which filled the tneatre from floor to ceiling.

PRESIDENTIAL OFFICE. 

, NOTABLE ASSEMBLAGE TO WITNESS 

‘ THE CEREMONIES AND WELCOME 
THE UNIVERSITY’S NEW EXECUTIVE. 


In the presence of a gathering well suited in 
sharacter to a grave and momentous occasion, 
Seth Low was installed yesterday President of 
Dolumbia College. The ceremonies of the in- 
auguration took place on the stage of the Met- 
jopolitan Opera House, and the scene was most 
mpressive. Educators of national fame, cler- 
rymen of high degree, men distinguished in 
lhe professions, in the ficid of science, in civil 
fe and public affairs, were there to lend effect- 
lveness to the formal advent of the young 
President upon his duties. 

Standing in the foreground of such a scene 
the contrast between the youth and vigor of the 
tecipient of these honors and the gray hairs and 
yenerable faces of those who bestowed them, 
tmphasized the event as one that was to join, 
ks by alink, the wisdom and learning of schol- 
brs of a lifetime with the aspirations of those 
who sit under them in the Class room. For the 
roung President was a Columbia man, his day 
of graduation not so far back as to have clouded 
his memory about the affairs of the college from 
the standpoint of an undergraduate, ana yet 
With enough of the world behind him to have 


prepared him for executive leadership among 
those whose lives are far removed from any 
fen condition. This was the keynote of yes- 





erday’s proceedings from their enthusiastic 
exinuing to their dignified ending. : 

The body of the house was variously occupied. 
In thejorchestra chairs sat the undergraduates. 

he friends and families of the gathering on the 
tage filled the boxes. In the galleries were 
amilies of the students and others who ure 
bound to the college by various ties. Half-past 
ten had been the nour fixed for opening the ex- 
ercises. At that time the body of the house was 
lilled. There was nothing in the audience to in- 
og that it was distinctively a college gather- 
ag. Here and there among the students wero 
ibbon slips of white and blue, and in some of 
[he boxes and in the rg ong galleries the college 
tolors were worn, but the display in this partic- 
ular was in no respect conspicuous, and for all 
noe occurred up to the time thatthe strains of 
he introduction to Act IIf. of the ‘ Meister- 
singer” began to fioat through the house as a 
preliminary to the formalities that had been an- 
nounced the character of the audience was en- 
lirely unheralded. , 

It was some time after the hour appointed 
when the outer doors leading to the central aisle 
pf the lower floor opened, and as the overture 
pf the orchestra changed into a processional 
there was a sudden humming over the floor, 
Immediately followed by the familiar college 
bry, “‘’Rah, ’Rah, ’Rah, C-o-l-u-m-b-i-a—Low,” 
hnd the young President appeared within the 
house leaning on the arm of the venerable 
Hamilton Fieh, President of the Board of Trusi- 
pes. Mr. Fish wore his oustomary broadcloth, 
but from President Low’s shoulders hung a tlow- 
jag gown of black silk, and on his head rested a 

road-brimmed scholar’s cap, from the crown 
of which a tassel waved. 

Immediately following these leaders were the 
Trustees of the college, the Regents of the 
University, the Faculty and tutors of the col- 
lege, the aistinguished guests, including the 
Presidents of other colleges and universities 
pud many of their Professors, a goodly array of 
the clergy, led by Bishop Potter, in the full 
robes of his office, representatives of the Alum- 
ni, ana the many distinguished persons who 
had been favored with invitations to take con- 
hpicuous part in the ceremonies on the stage. 
Some of the Trustees and of the clergy, nearly 
all of the Faculty, aud the visitors from other 
colleges were arrayed in silk gowns and caps. 
In appearance it was a sombre-looking com- 
pany, for the gowns were black and their wear- 
ers @omported themselves with the dignity be- 
hitting that costume, 

After the college cry had been given upon the 
entrance of the procession, there was littie 
other demonstration, except some applause in 
the boxes and galleries, until all the distin- 
guished gathering reached the stage. Mr. Fish 
there took a seat in a high-backed oak chairino 
front, with the young President at bis right. 
Over toward the right of the stage sat the 
Trustees of the college, the Regents of the Uni- 
versity, and visitors from other colleges. At the 
left sat the Faculty. These various delegations 
occupied the greater part ef the stage, immedi- 
ately fp view of the audience, leaving the 
larger but less conspicuous areain the rear to 
the Alumni and the invited guests, who, of 
course, were Without gowns or caps. 


DR. DIX SPEAKS FOR THE TRUSTEES, 

By the time all was ready for the ceremonies 
to proceed it was nearly 11 o’clock. The Rev. 
Cornelius RK. Duffie, Chaplain of the college, 
recited the Lord’s Prayer, in which the audience 
joined, and thus introduced the ceremonies. 


Thea came an address on behalf of the Trustees 
by the Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix. Dr. Dix took his 
place at one side of the stage and Mr. Low, 
stepping to the other side, stvod facing him. 

It was a flattering and satisfactory address 
that Dr. Dix nad to deliver. He said it wa 
hardly necessary to review Mr. Low’s career. 
He was no stranger, but a member of the of- 
ficial household of the college, an alumnus, 
and noted from the outset for his devotion 
to the college. Having the advantage of in- 
timate acquaintance with his views and meth- 
ods, the Trustees had taken a step in choosing 
him President which attested their confidence 
in his mental qualities, bis intellectual ability, 
his moral and religious character, and his per- 
sonal honor. The address then became retro- 
spective and recalled the circumstances in con- 
nection with the inauguration of President 
Charies King on Nov. 7, 1849, in the college 
chapel, betwoen Park-place and Church-street, 
and the inauguration of President Barnard 
on Oct. 3, 1864, in the chapel on the 
present site of tne college. On both of those 
occasions the country was in trouble, either as 
the result of war or because of pending conflict, 
and conditions were not favorable for the ad- 
vance of educational projects. To-day, in 
happy contrast, there were no unwelcome or 
obtrusive cries; the day of inauguration is a 
day of peace, favoring signs beckoned an ad- 
vance without fear, Learning unfolded her 
treasures, Science displayed her wonders, and 
Religion invoked a benediction. 

**You stand here,” Dr. Dix concluded, “ sur- 
rounded by an admiring and enthusiastic as- 
semblage; by the learned in every liberal 
profession; by men distinguished for ability in 
the community; by the fair, who regard you 
with that kind interest which is ever the spur 
and stimulus to honorable ambition by these 
young men whom we now solemnly confide to 
your care, You enter upon your office with 
great advantages; in the prime of Manly 
strength; couspicuous in the community for 
knowledge of the world, experience in affairs, 
reverence for sacred things, an incorruptible 
fidelity to the right, an honest abhorrence of 
the wrong and the bad. What may not be hoped 
from a Presidency begun under such auspicious 
omens?” 

When Mr. Low began his response the audi- 
enee applauded with some fervor, but again 
there was no disposition on the part of the stu- 
dents to indulge in their college cheer, and they 
seemed to be impressed, a8 Was every One else, 
with the feeling that it was « time to be solemn 
rather than tolaugh. The young President was 
in admirable voice. He shone by contrast 
even with a speaker so easily understood as 
Dr. Dix, for every word he uttered could be 
heard to the furthest parts of the house, and bis 
manner and intonation carried character aud 
conviction with them. ‘ 

“Reverently,” he began, as though wishing 
to give due welght and impressiveness to every 
word that he might utter, ‘‘as one who recog- 
nizes the importance of the work, I accept the 
charge you have committed to my care; enthu- 
plastically, as one who believes in the great- 
ness of its possibility, [give myse!ftoit; loy- 
ally, as becomes one of her sons, I will serve 
Alma Mater with every power that [ have.” 

During the delivery of this introduction the 
speaker seemed to be 80 overcome with the 
sense of his responsibility and with his effort 
to give such earnest expression of his purposes 
as would adequately convey his feelings to 
those whom he addressed thatthe grea: audi- 
ence shared his feeling with him, and as he con- 
cluded luis pledge to serve the old college with 
all his power there were exclamationus of ap- 
proval from every part of the house and from 
the stage, which soon developed into an out- 
burat of applause, upon the strength of which 
the undergraduates forgot for the moment how 
dignified they ought to be, and let loose a lusty 
college cheer. 

Tt was to him, Mr. Low went on, an inspiring 
thought that the old college had been doing ber 
glorious work for a century before he was born. 
The vision of the centuries to come to be blessed 
by her labors would never be absent from his 
mind. It would give dignity and solemnity to 
every act. Speaking of Dr. Dix’s allusion to 
Drs. King and Barnard, Mr. Low said that it 
was interesting to refieet that the terms of 
service of these two men covered 4 longer 
period than his whole life. He had not entored 
college when Dr. Barnard became Presi- 
dent. At that time Columbia was but 
the skeleton of the fair institution of to-day. 
Dr, Barnard took charge with an undegraduato. 
department of 166 students, having a Law 
Soboo!l with 169 students and a School of Mines 
in embryo adout to begin its work in the base- 
ment of the old college building. He lived to 
see this modest institution transformed into 
the Columbia of the present time, splendid in 
its equipments, buoyant in courage, and full of 
antieipationus of a destiny worthy of its loca- 
tion in the great American metropolis. The 
undergraduate department had dounled in size 
and more than doubled in facilities since 1864. 
Indeed, Mr. Low scarcely recognized even the 
college of 1870 in the institution of to-day. 

Proceeding with his address, Mr. Low paid 
flattering tribute to Prof. Dwight. which the 

audience carnestly seconded with applause, and 
then went on to describe the development of 
the other departmepts of the college and Dr. 
Barnard’s efforts in its behalf. 

Already the ceremonies had been particularly 
impressive. If doubt Mugered in any quarter 


with regard to the ability of the youns Pres- 
ident to take firm hold of the affairs of the col- 
lege, it was evidently dispelled by the earnest 
mauner in which be spoke and by the strength 
of his words, Every sentence that he uttered 





had the ring of genuine sincerity, and both in 
the body of the house and on the stage there 
wore very frequent outbursts of applause to 
indicate the approval witn which his words 
wero heard and with which his purposes were 
believed. 

Immediately in the rear of the chair to which 
he returned after speaking sat his father, A. A. 
Low, who leaned forward throughout the ad- 
dress with paternal pfide marked in every line 
ot his face, and who, at its close, rewarded the 
son with a nod which spoke volumes of ap- 
proval and satisfaction. In one of the front 
seats of the orchestra, among the undergradu- 
ates, sat a grandson of Dr. King, the President 
of the college from 1849 to 1864, to whom allu- 
sion had been made both hy Mr. Low and Dr. 
Dix, His face also showed a degree of emotion 
that was plainly stirred by feelings that were 
personal as well as loyal. . 


THE KEYS AND THE CHARTER. 
When the applause had subsided Mr, Fish 
rose from his high chair of oak, and Mr. Low 
Was again called to take his former place at tho 
front of the stage. Mr. Fish held in his handa 
leather-bound book. This be passed over to 
Mr. Low, merely stating that it was the college 
charter, and that it was now to be intrusted to 
his keeping. Then he produced a bunch of 
koys, andin the name and by the authority of 


the Trustees he passed these also to Mr. Low as 
anevidence of his rightful possession of the 
college. This ceremonial was performed almost 
colloquially, Atits termination, the Keys and 
charter being in the nands of Mr. Low, Mr. 
Fish raised his voice so that it was distinctly 
heard in every part of the house and said: 

“Tt now remains only for me to announce, in 
the presence of this vast assemblage, to this 
great gathering of learned men, to the Trustees 
and Faculty of Columbia and other colleges, to 
the students. before me, male and female, here 
assembled, that you have been duly elected and 
installed President of Columbia College.” 

It took some time for the audience, including 
those upon the stage, to become subdued after 
the consummation of this supreme act, although 
allof the demonstration even then consisted 
only of such applause as might have attended 
the climax of any dramatic event in which tho 
interest of an audience had become excited. 
‘Lhe students seemed still to be restrained by a 
focling that the occasion was too great for them 
to hold sway over, and the Faculty and Trust- 
ees and otner dignitaries who sat about the 
stage carried in their faces the most distinct 
evidence that they regarded the occasion as 
most solemn and signiileant. 

Fortunately for the emotional conditions that 
then prevailed, the next number on the pro- 
gramine consisted of an orchestral selection, 
“The Dance of the Blessed Spirits,’ which, 
although quite in keeping with the feeling of 
the moment, yet served to relleve a condition 
that was almost oppressive, and nicely prepared 
the way for the remaining ceremonies. 

An address on bohaif of all the Faculties, to 
be delivered by Prof. Henry Drisler, was next 
onthe programme. This office had been con- 
iidea to Prof. Drisler as the Dean of the Facul- 
ties. When he took his place on the stage and 
began to speak the undergraduates testitled 
their appreciation of him by a vigorous but not 
very voluminous college cheer. He went on to 
define the extensive powers, duties, and respon- 
sibilities of tne President and his relations 
toward the Faculties, and then expressed the 
opinion, after pledging the implicit confidence 
and loyal support of the Faculties, that Mr. 
Low’s entrance upon the administration of the 
college affairs at this important time in educa- 
tional development seemed but the culmination 
of along but unconscious preparation. 

SPEAKING FOR THE ALUMNI. 

Following Prof. Drisler came Frederic R. 
Coudert with an address on behalf of all the 
Alumni. As usual, 
humorous in advancing the claims of the 
Alumni upon the attention of the President, 
avowing that he desired to impress the Presi- 
dent at the start with the value of their coun- 
seland the necessity of their existence. He 
said it was a matter for congratulation that 
Columbia was able to look to her own Alumni 
tor a President, and that she might thus defy 
all laws, wise or unwise, which embarrassed the 
introduction of learning from xubroad and pro- 
hibited the importation of foreign intellect by 
contract. It was his opinion that, under the 
coming administration, the superstition would 
be abandoned that men of New-York should 
seek far from home for that which they might 
find at hand. 

Mr. Coudert spoke pleasantly of Barnard 
College, which, under the wise guidance of the 
new President, might now be expected, he said, 
to stand henceforth as a protest against narrow 
intolerance, as a demonstration of woman's 
fitness for all that is good, and as living proof 
that Columbia has turned her face to the light 
and thrown off the impedimenta of senseless 
prejudice. 

Mr. Coudert had not spoken briefly, and when 
ready to close he pleasantly referred the new 
President to the quotation of the witch’s 
prophecy in regard to Horace when that poet 
was a boy, that this child should neither cruel 
poison, nor hostilesword, nor gout, nor pleurisy, 
nor cough destroy; a talker should one day 
demolish him. Since the life of the new Presi- 
dent was too precious to beimperiled by further 
speech, Mr. Coudert would forbear and close 
with a renewed pledge of cordial and affection- 
ate support from the Alumni. 

As Mr. Coudert took his seat his place on the 
stage was occupied by Thornton B. Penfield of 
the Class of 90, School of Arts, the Chairman 
ofa committees of students appointed to pre- 
pare a memorial to the new President. In the 
course of his address Mr. Penfield referred to 
the fact that the students believed that Mr. 
Low’s comparative youth and his intimate 
identification with the varied interests of col- 
lege life would aid him to sympathize fully 
with the thought and action of the undergrad- 
uate. 

President Low then replied to the three ad- 
dresses which had just been delivered to him. 
He spoke of the friendship toward the Facul- 
ties which began in the old relation of pro- 
fessor and student, and said he regarded the 
Presidency, coming from the hands of Prof, 
Drisler, as the gracious gift from age to youth, 
bearing with it for this reason a precious bene- 
diction and a large inspiration. The Faculties 
would appreciate, he said, that as to the tech- 
nical side of their work he must for a long time 
be a learner. ‘Lo the various questions that 
might arise he could bring no better equipment 
than an open mind. He could not be expectea 
to-day to outline a policy. Were he to have a 
policy under existing conditions it would seem 
an evidence of untitness for his post. A funda- 
mental point in his administration would be to 
manage the college as a single institution. fn 
his view its various schools were as much in- 
tegral parts of the college as the undergraduate 
department itself. 

Another point which to his mind appeared of 
vitalimportance was atrank recognition that 
all parts of the work which the college has to 
do were worthy of the best service of those en- 
gaged in that work. He should try to dispos 
the forces in such a way that each man shoul 
have that kind of work to do tnat he is fitted 
for in thy hope that every man in the Faculties 
mightlook upon his own department as the 
most important one in the college. He hoped 
the members of the Faculties would call upon 
him for help and sympathy in ail their under- 
takings, as he meant to call upon thei in the 
same spirit. 

Referring to the Alumn!, he said he should 
recognize them as the ones to whom the col- 
Jege must look for supportin the community. 
It was not enough fora college to have large 
endowments. It must have living friends. It 
would not be his fault if the Alumni of the fut- 
ure were not kept well posted asto the plans 
and hopes and doings of the college. In his 
view Columbia had an unequaled opportunity 
by reason of its position in the eity of New- 
York. Its position here also confronted it 
with special difficulties. It was not easy for 
any institution to make itself yowerfully felt 
in suoh acommunity. President Low pledged 
his efforts also to further the work undertaken 
by Barnard College. 

THE CLOSING CEREMONIES. 

Having finished this formal reply to the Facul- 
ties and the Alumni, he advanced to the front of 
the stage, and, addressing the students, thanked 
them for their confidence in him, and promised 
to omit no effort for their substantial benefit in 
his administration in the affairs of the college. 

Some more music having served as an inter- 
lude, the inaugural address next oceupied the 


attention of the large audience. President Low 
was Still in excellent voice, and, as he stood at 
tue edge of the stage, the address rolled in his 
hand, the earnestness of the hour was intensi- 
fied in his tones and manner. He reviewed in 
w spirit approaching reverence the history of 
the college trom its humble beginning, in 1754, 
and told of the men illustrious in the history of 
the State and country who had been identified 
with its interests. Such a record, he said, 
was au inspiration. The significance to the 
college of the great city about it meant 
that there was no such thing as the 
world of letters apart from the worid of men, 
Jn jtself such a location sheuld furnish stu- 
dents a liberal education, for the real world was 
net tobe tound in books. The speaker thea 
passed tothe influence of the college on the 
city, a8 a constant witness to the usefulness 
and nobility of the Intellectual life. Columbia 
believed that the specialist ought first to be a 
breadly developed man. She looked for the 
day when European students would come here 
to be educated. An ever-heightening sky for 
human thought, an ever-widening horizon for 
buman knowledge, an absolute truthfulness in 
the expression of the light within—these were 
the distinguishing marke of a great university; 
these were the aspirations in whose strength 
Columbia girded herself afresh for the work 
that it was here to do. 

This ended the ceremonies, which had already 
jJastet several hours, holding the vast audi- 
ence intact until the end. The dismissal caine 
with a benediction from ager 4 Potter. The 
arrangements, ander charge of Prof. Van Am- 
ringe, had been perfect and the eptire ceremo- 
nies were performed without a flaw. In ‘acddi- 
tion to the full Faculties of a); the departments, 
some of the Trustees present were W. C. Scher- 
merhorn, Justice Blatchford, J. W. Harper, IF.

“CENSOR OF THE PRUSS.” 
THE PIOUS MR. WANAMAKER TURNS 


UP IN ANOTHER ROLE. 


Somnolent persons who live in Philadelphia, 
and whose allegiance is pledged to a wondrous- 
ly pious gentlemaa now in the employ of the 
United States Government, will be glad to 
learn that the Hon. John Wanamaker, Postmas- 
ter General, Trademark Proprietor, Hustler, 
Sunday School Teacher, and General Utility 
Man in the Republican Party, has captured an- 
other honorable title and one which will perhaps 
act aS a greater advertising scheme for the 
benefit of his cuspidor store than any other in 
the possession of which he now rejoices. His- 
tory will remember the Honorable John mainly 
as “ The Censor of the Press.” 

Afew weeks ago Mr. Julian Ralph, an able 
New-York newspaper man, began the pu bdlica- 
tion of a cheery little weekly paper called Chat- 
ter. Itvis full of fum and of news, and contains 
considerable wisdom. As ameans of making 
his weekly a popular one, Mr. Ralph arranged 
a plan by which each copy of Chatier should 
act a8 an accident Insurance polioy to the per- 
son who hasitin his or her possession. The 
first issue made its appearance on the news 
stands about three weeks ago, and it went 
through the mails, naturally, as second-class 
matter. This issue had lots in it that was 
funny, amusing, and agresable, and among 
such contributions was.a poem which dealt 
largely with various public men and some of 
their characteristics. In one ot the verses the 
author played tag with the name of the Phila- 
delphia Gem, and alluded to him further in the 
playful announcement that 

“Johnny Wanny’s 
Got the Grip.” 

Johnny Wanny didn’t like this poem. He 
didn’t like the paper. He didn’t like to see it 
succeed, and, in order to prevent it from doing 
so, he sent word—ofticial word—the other day 
to Postmaster Van Cott not to let Chalter go 
through the mails as second-class matter, but 
to insist that a one-cent stamp should be care- 
fully pasted upon the wrapper of each copy 
putin the mails. Johnny Wanny did not allude 
to‘the poem nor to the tact that Mr. Ralph had 
not always treated him with that spirit of de- 
corous solemnity so pleasing to residents of 
Philadelphia. But he said that Chaticr was not 
@ newspaper; that it was simply the circular of 
a Western insurance company, and that, as a 
circular, it should not be permitted to go 
through the mails as second-olass matter. 

Gentletnen who perhaps know more about 
the qualities which go to make up a newspaper 
than Mr. Wanamaker knows about the true in- 
wardness of Sunday schools, scem to think that 
that truly: good person has made a mistake in 
issuing this order. Chatter, they say. even 
though it does act as an insurance policy, is 
distinctively a newspaper in the broad sense 
of tho term and is as much entitled to be classed 
as second-class matter as any dally or weekly 
paper printed in America. 

However, with that tender regard for the in- 
terests of John Wanamaker’s trademark, Xc., 
which bas characterized most ot the acts of the 
Postmaster General during the past year, he 
permits the publication of aneat little Phila- 
delphia monthly devoted principally to ex- 
tolling the wares of Jobn Wanamaker & Co., 
mercbants of Philadelphia, dealing in a little of 
everything under the sun, and seme things 
upon which the searching raysof his solar 
majesty are not permitted to fall, and that lit- 
tle magazine goes through the mails marked, 
“ Entered as second-class matter.” ‘Che book is 
called *‘ Book Notes,” is edited and ‘* gotten up” 
in Mr. Wanamaker’s store, and its editor is paid 
a large salary by Wanamaker. It is ostensibly 
@ magazine devoted to books, literature, &c., 
but it is really an advertisoment forits owners 
—what, according to Mr. Wavamaker’s decision‘ 
should be regarded as an advertising circular, 
not entitled to be mailed as second-class 
matter. 

Consistency, it might be observed to Mr. 
Johnny Wanny, is a jewol.

‘“*We had three days of protty rough weather 
coming across,” said he, “and the tumbling 
about has tired me out a bit, but [ am in excel- 
lent physical condition and ready to get to my 
church work atonce. Lshallbegina series of 
sermons at the Academy of Music in about three 
weeks on my trip, and I have enough to talk 
about to keep me going for sometime. I have 
not been idle since I have been away, for, be- 
sides my correspondence, I havo written a 
great portion of my ‘Life of Christ,’ and expect 
to have it published in April or May.

HOPING TO PROFIT BY IT. 





WHY LONGSHOREMEN LIKE A SECTION 
OF THE M’KINLEY BILL. 


A movement has been set on foot among 
coopers, lightermen, longshoremen, and organ- 
izations whose members aro connected with 
the warehouse business to urge the passage of 
the MoKinley bill amending the tariff laws as 
far asrogards their immediate interests. The 
bill reads as follows: 

“That upon the withdrawal for home consump- 
tion of ali sugar, hemp, jute fibre. and wool actual- 
ly deposited in United ‘States bonded warehouses 
of class 3 there shall be an allowance made to 
the importer of the duty paid thereon equal tol 
per cent. of the duty for each month, or part there. 
of, during which such merchandise shall have re. 
mained & bonded warehouse, provided the mer- 
chandise shall have been imported directly from 
the country where it is grown or produced.” 

Martin Duane, master cooper in Old-slip, 
said yesterday that under the present system 
all dutiable good are weighed and gauged on 
going into the warehouse, and the duty 1s levied 


onthem. The goods menfioned in the bill gen- 
erally remainiu warehouse about three months, 
During this period the goods lose in weight by 
evaporation, &c. A hogshead of sugar, for ex- 
ample, willlose seventy-five pounds, and the 
duty on sugar being 2 cents per pound the loss 
to the importer is $1 50 per hogshead. 

The reeult of this is that many merchants 

refer Keeping their sugar in storage in the 

Jest Indies and telegraph Tor it whenever the 
demand and prices are favorable in New-York. 
On the arrival of the sugar here it 1s immedai- 
ately sent to the retinery and then to the con- 
sumers without entering the warehouses at all, 
and not giving laborers and also brokers a 
chance to earn some money. 

The unions of the coopers, longshoremen, and 
lightermen will hold meoctings this week and 
ily consider a petition to Congress to pass the

BATTERED BY HEAVY SEAS 


OCEAN VESSELS ARE HAVING 
A ROUGH SEHASON. 

THE CELTIO RUNS INTO A TERRIFIC HUR- 

RICANE AND IS BADLY DAMAGED— 

OTHER SHIPS WASHED BY BIG WAVES. 


Several more storm-delayed European steam- 
ships, which bore evidences of having been 
roughiy used by the elements, entered this port 
yesterday. Tho Celtic of the White Star Line, 
from Liverpool, arrived after a very stormy 
voyage, Guring which some injuries were sus- 
tained. 

During the night of Jan. 24, while it was 
blowing heavily, ahuge wave boarded the ves- 
selon the port side, destroying one of the life- 
boats and severely injuring two others. The 
large iron davits in which the boats hung were 
bent and twisted, and other damage was caused 
about the promenade deck. The steering gear 
became disabled, and for nearly five hours the 
Celtic tossed about in the trough of the sea. 
During the night of Jan. 29 the vessel was 


caught in the severest hurricane that Capt. 
Parse!l has ever experienced. Tho ship was 
hove to for tive hours, during which time she 
labored heavily. 

The passengers were somewhat alarmed, but 
they all escaped injury, and the hurricane was 
weathered in safety. On Jan. 30, when near 
the Granda Banks, the ship entered a great field 
of ice, which extended upon either side as far 
asthe eye could reach. Several icebergs were 
seen among the fields. The cabin passengers 
testified their admiration for the skill and 
bravery of Capt. Parsell by drawing up and 
signing the following testimonial: 

Whereas, On the present voyage from Liverpool 
to New-York the steamship Celtic has encountered 
weather of unprecedented severity; be it 

Resolved, That we, the undersigned passengers, 
desire to express to Capt. Henry Paraeil, R. N. &., 
our deep appreciation of the ability with which the 
ship has been handled and to assure him of the con- 
fidence which has been inspired by the masterly 
manner in which he has foreseen and provided for 
each emergency, a8 well as to thank him for the 
courtesy and attention which all on board have re- 
ceived. 

Among the passongers of the Celtic were 
James Davison, the Rev. J. Golden, the Rev. J. 
Lumley Lough, J. Grenfell Haigh, Dr. Frank 
H. Perkins, and W. B. Saunders. 


Capt, McPherson of thesteamsh!p St. Oswald, 
which arrived from Liverpool, reports that he 
encountered very severe storms which greatly 


delayed the vessel. Her voyage occupied eight- 
een days. On Jan, 24, in latitude 49° 50’ and 
longitude 29° 28’ the vessel was caught in a 
hurricane trom the south southwest to north- 
west. The barometer went down to 28° 25’, and 
the sea became very high and confused, large 
quantities of water were shipped, but no in- 
juries were inflicted on the boat. On Jan. 28, 
in latitude 46° 24’ and longitude 77° 29’, the 
steamer entered a large field of ice, in which 
two icebergs were seen. 

The steamship Waesland of the Red Star Line, 
which arrived at Quarantine Sunday evening, 
came upto her dock yesterday. Capt. Grant 


said that the two men who were swept over- 
board by the tidal wave on Jan. 22 were Fourth 
Officer E. L. de Ryckere and seaman Mikel 
Mortensen, who was acting as quartermaster. 
Both were natives of Antwerp. During the 
height of this storm a steerage passenger named 
Arthur Warboise became insane and imagined 
that his fellow passengers were striving to 
throw him overboard. He was detained at 
Castle Garden and will be sent back to Ant- 
werp. 

Capt. Corkey of the steamship Suez, from the 
Mediterranean, reports that he met with heavy 
storms, in which both the steam and the hand- 
steering gear were carried away, two tillers 
were broken, and tue vessel received other 
injuries. Capt. Rice of the steamship Kolpino, 
trom Hull, reports a very stormy voyage of 
twenty-two days. 

The Aurania of the Cunard Line, from Liver- 
pool, encountered a heavy storm on Jan. 29 and 
30, but arrived less than twenty-four hours be- 
hind time. On Jan. 31, In latitude 43° 14’ ‘and 

“longitude 48° 45’, a large iceberg was sighted 

eight miles to the southward. La Normandie 
of the French Line was pot reported yesterday, 
but she is looked forinaday ortwo. She ieft 
the same day as the Aurania, which did not 
meet with such severe storms as the ships 
which sailed before her.

Yesterday’s stock market was dull and weak. 
For the first time in a good while the bear spec-

Initsannual 
report, and only in the annual report, are there 
ever any facts vouchsafed to the property’s 
real owners—the shareholders. ‘This profes- 
sional secretiveness serves as a standing tn- 
vitation to bear attack, for Wall-street specu- 
lators understand that whatever may he 
charged against the company there will be no 
explicit official denials. 


The Rock Island is not, however, the only 
offender in this matter. Some other equally 


important corporations affect a similar con- 
tempt for the public; uniformly they all pay 
the same penalty by enabling bear speculators 
to direct suspicion at them. Evidences accu- 
mulate, though, that the publio’s rights in this 
direction are likely to get much more consid- 
eration in the future than in the past. 


Helping the bear side yesterday was a state- 
ment of the December earnings of the St. Paul 


Company, showing a decrease of over $71,000 
in net earnings. Lhis was an unpleasant sur- 
prise to the Street in view of the fact that pre- 
vious months had been sending in uniform in- 
creases. ‘She change was due to a big increase 
in operating expenses for the month, due chief- 
ly to the fact that éxtraordinary expenses, esti- 
mated at about $100,000, were inciuded in the 
December account and charged against earn- 
ings when they could have been put Into a con- 
struction account. For the whole twelve 
montis of 1889 the gross earnings of the St. 
Paul Company increased $1,034,487, while the 
full year’s operating expenses decreased $657,- 
510, thus showing an increase in net earnings 
of $1,689,998. One month’s exceptional de- 
crease looks rather uniwportant beside the full 
year’s great gain. 
= 

But Rock Ialand and St. Paul did not furnish 
the only beartexts yesterday. From Chicago 
came sensational reports to the effect that a 
* new and bitter rate war’ was about to break 
out all over the Northwest. The Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Northern, it was announced, had 
put on war paint again, and was prepared to 
demoralize all the tariffs in its territory. This 
sort of talk is always heard whena certain 
class of rampant Chicago speculators get short 
of stock. But, so far as ordinary observers have 
been able to discern, the tattered tale has never 
accomplished much for its paraders. 


Little long stock oame out in yesterday’s mar- 
ket, though the activity and weakness of the 


day enabled some of the bigger bear operators 
to cover: hort contracts, over which they have 
lately had cause to be nervous; but every little 
bear in the Street was selling the whole list at 
the bottom, and the net result was that a larger 
short interest was in the market last night than 
has existed for some time.

The charge that the walls were 
weak was declared unfounded. The tollowing 
bilis for the armory were ordered paid: P. K, 
Lantry, carpenter work, $9,501 09; James D, 
Murphy, mason work, $6,035; Christopher 
Nally, plumbing, $2,465.

HOUSE AGAINST OLEMENS. 


——_2> —_—_ — 
MORE AFFIDAVITS IN “THE PRINCE 
AND THE PAUPER” SUIT. 


Some fresh affidavits were made yesterday in 
the suit of Edward H. House against Samuel L. 
Clemens, Daniel Frohman, and Abby Sago 
Richardson, growing out of the dramatization 
or “The Prince and the Pauper.” They were 
prepared by Morgan & Ives fer the plaintiff, 
aud copies will to-day be delivered to Alex- 
ander & Green, Mark Twain's attorneys, and to 
Howe & Hummel, of counsel for the other de- 
fendants. When the lawyers have prepared 
suitable counter-affidavits the supplemental 
papers with the customary briefs will be 
nanded to Judge Daly of the Court of Common 
Pleas, who has the case under consideration. 

Koto House, an adopted daughter of the 
Plaintiff, says that she knew early in the year 
1887 that her father had made an agreement 
with Clemens to dramatize the story of “ The 
Prince and the Pauper,” and thaw her father 
was engaged in preparing the dramatization 
during the first five months of the year 1887 
until the time fixed for the visit of her father 
and herself to Hartford, about the middle of 
May, 1887. She was informed by her father 
previous to starting for Hartford that the 


visit could not be made except for the necessity 
of arranging the business of completing the 
dramatization and of superintending its pro- 
duction upon the stage. During the visit at 
Mr. Clemens’s residence her father finished 
writing the tirst act of the drama, of which on 
various occasions he read to her several por- 
tious, showing her also plana for the arrange- 
went of scenery and the disposition of the 
actors on the stage. 

She was familiar with the manuscrips of the 
first act, which consisted of about twenty pages 
of closely- written dialogue. About the middle of 
June, 1887, she was informed by her father 
that Mr. Clemens was about to go to his room 
to listen to the reading of the firstact. She 
Was requested to see that her father and Mr. 
Clemens were not interrupted, and to avoid dis- 
turbing them in case it should be necessary for 
her to enter her room. Mr, Clemens did go to 
ber father’s room on that afternoon and re- 
mained there a long time. During the after- 
noon she was Obliged to pass through the room 
in order to get certain drawing materials from 
an inner chamber. She moved slowly anit cau- 
tiously in consequence of her father’s admoni- 
tion, and remained in his room and the room 
adjoining, the door of which was open, for 
more than five minutes. 

Passing by the table beside which her father 
sat she saw that he was reading froma munu- 
script which she recognized as that of the first 
act of “ The Prince and the Pauper.” She heard 
her father reading continuously, during the 
whole of her stay in his room and in the ad- 
joining chamber, passages which she recog- 
nized as parf of the dialogue of the first act. 
She was attentive in watching the effect of the 
reading upon Mr. Clemens, and observed with 
Dleasure that the expression of his face de- 
noted interest and gratification. That same 
evening she was informed by her father that 
Mr. Clemens had manifested the liveliest satis- 
faction while listening to the first act, and had 
declared his approval with a warmth and en- 
thusiasm far beyond her father’a expectations. 

In his new affidavit Mr. House says he has 
read and carefully examined the atftidavit of 
Mr. Clemens, verified Jan. 23, and that he 
knows nothing with respect to work alleged to 
have been performed by William Gillette in con- 
nection with the dramatization. Soon after the 
letter of Dec. 24,1886, was written, mention- 
ing his unwlilingness‘to undertake the business 
details of producing the dramatization, he was 
visited by Clemens, who declared his aversion 
to every kiad of theatrical business, and urged 
House to relieve him-of all business care and 
anxiety in connection with the enterprise. At 
the same time Clemens enlarged upon the 
brilliant pecuniary results of the “Sellers” 
dramatization, representing that the results 
of House’s work on ‘The Prince and tho 
Pauper” would reward him for whatever labor 
or exertion he might bestow upon the business 
management. 

House yielded to Clemens’s persuasions, and 
thereupon devoted himself to the task of find- 
ing a proper representative for the parts of the 
Prince aod the Pauper, making diligent inquir- 
ies to that end of actors and managers. The 
dramatization and its production were freely 
and fully discussed in several interviews be- 
tween Clemens and House at the latter's resi- 
dence iu this city during the tirst tive months of 
1887. Clemens never made any suggestion to 
the effect that House should merely “try his 
hand” at the dramatization, but invariably ex- 
pressed himself in conformity with the terms 
of the original proposition in his letter of Dec. 
17, 1886. 

House did not exact an additional contract 
from Clemens, believing, as he atill believes, 
that the agreement entered into by the inter- 
change of letters wae sufticient, and trusting so 
implicitly to Clemens’s honor that he would read- 
ily have accepted Mark Twain's oral promise 
to abide by the compact. When Clemens came 
here and listened to the reading of thé first act, 
plans for the arrangement of scenery and the 
situations and movements of the actors 
throughout the act were shown him. During 
tre reading Clemens exclaimed at one point, 
“That's a play!” at anotber, **I see that on the 
stage!’ ana at the end. “I should like to take 
hold and help.’?’ House considered these such 
stronge evidences of appreciation that he im- 
mediately made notes of them after the inter- 
view. Hedeseribed the plot and incidents of 
the remaining acts, thereby putting Clemens in 
possession of the entire scheme of the drama. 
Clemens again expressed his deligut by saying: 
“That's a play; [soa it straight through.” 

The letters written by House to Clemens 
and dated April 7 and 11, 1887, May 4, 6, and 
11, 1887, and Aug. 29, 1887, concerning which 
Clemens declares that he has no recollection of 
having received one of them, were each and 
all sent by mail, and letter-press copies are in 
the possession of the plaintiff, He says he has 
other letters from Twain indicating that he 
had read the contents of the several letters 
which he had no recollection of having re- 
ceived. 


WITH THE FRUIT IMPORTERS, 


SEVERAL SENATORS AND CONGRESSMEN 
REPLY TO THEIR MEMORIAL. 








Three Senators ana several Congressmen 
have replied tothe Italian Chamber of Com- 
merce’'s memorial, which on Jan. 25 was sent 
to each member of the upper and lower 
houses of the National Congress, protesting 
against any increase of the present duty on 
oranges, lemons, salad oil, &ce. The memorial 
was accompanied by a personal letter from 
Louis Contencip, President of the Italian 
Chamber of Commerce, in which he explained 
that the profit of importera on oranges and 
lemons was between 5 and 10 cents per box, 

e % Py 
that the fruit, being perishable, had to be sold 
regardiess of cost, and that as a consequence 
any increase would make the duty practically 
prohibitive. This protest is indorsed by the 
Foreign Fruit Exchange of this city and the 
Forelgn Fruit Exchange of Boston, both bod- 
jes being made up of dealers in domestic as 
well as foreign fruit. 

Senator Frank Hiscock of this State writes: 
‘“*1 acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
Jan. 25, with accompanying memorial, both of 
which I shall be pleased to preserve and pre- 
seut to the consideration of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Finance when the subject is again 
before it.” Senator John R. McPherson of New- 
Jersey acknowledges the receipt of the me- 
morial and * begs to state that tne matter has 
already received and wiil continue to receive 
my earnest consideration.” Senator Blodgett 
of the samo State says of the memorial: ‘ The 
subject to which it refers will receive careful 
consideration at my hands.” Congressman 
Roswell P. Flower says: ‘* When the matter is 
under consideration in the committee, in fram- 
ing the new bill, I shall call the attention of the 
committee to it, and if not successful I will 
bring it up in the House.” 

William C. Wallace of Brooklyn and Elijah A. 
Morse of Massachusetts promise to give the 
watter their attention. Congressman Bingham 
of Pennsylvania writes in the same way. So 
does John F. Andrews of Massachusetts and 
Ainos Cummings. 





HIS SKULL WAS FRACTURED. 

William Stokes, a stableman employed tn Fal- 
lon’s etables, at Guernsey-street and Bedford- 
avenue, Brooklyn, was found ona lounge in the 
loft yesterday unconscious and with a fractured 
skull. He was brought back to consciousness 
and said that two men had broken into the sta- 
ble and assaulted him. An investigation was 
made from which the police concluded that 
Stokes had been kicked by a horse. He admit- 
ted that he was about to enter the stall of one 
of the herses when he was knocked down. 

He could give no deseription of his assailants 
and said that he had not an enemy in the world. 
The motive was not robbery, for nothing was 
taken from the stable and several dollars were 
found m Stokes’s pocket, together with his 
watch. The wounde’! man was taken to the 
Eastern District Hospital, where it is thought 
he cannot possibly recover. 








ICE-CREAM MEN WOR’T SELL ODT. 

The promoters of the investment of foreign 
capitaiin the business enterprises of this coun- 
try are turning their attention from the gigan- 
tic beer and cigarette interests they have late- 
ly captured and are now engaged in looking for 
smaller enterprises in which to invest some of 
their spare capital. Their latest move is to ov- 
tain control of the large ice-cream mauu- 
factories in this city. 

Within the past few days two gentlemen 
claiming to represent @ large amount of Eng- 
lish capital called upon several of the leading 
ice-cream makers in this city and asked that 
prices be named by them for their business, and 
solicited the refusal of the said properties at 
the prices named. The New-York dealers did 
not take kindly to the proposition, and the ad- 
vances were rejected. : 





Mk. INMAN’S ANSWER. 


HIS RELATIONS WITH THE TENNESS£E 
COAL AND IRON COMPANY. 


Mr. John H. Inman, through his counsel, Mr. 
John E. Parsons, yesterday filed his answer to 
the suit of the Tennessee Coal and Iron Com- 
pany, recently begun in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, demanding heavy damages in rela- 
tion to the transfer of the Pratt Coal and Iron 
Company to the Tennessee Coal and Iron Com- 
Dany. In his answer, Mr. Inman says: 


“The interests in the Pratt Coal and Iron Com- 
pany of myself and my associates were acquired by 
Us On our own behalf, upon our own responsibility, 
and with our own funds. Weown them absolutely 
and in ourownright. We were never asked to ac- 
quire them for the Tennessee Company. We never 
undertook to do 80. We were under ho obligation 
todoso. The Tennessee Company had no right to 
expect that we should do so. It never made any 
such suggestion. It was in no position to makea 
purchase of the Pratt or any other property. In 
permitting the ‘'ennessee Company snbsequently 
to become interested in the Pratt property and in 
the transaction of which the company complains, I 
and Messrs, Shook & Baxter were acting against 
our individual interests and in the interest of the 
company. It would have been to our advantage to 
have retained our interests in the Pratt Company.” 

Mr. Inman then says that in 1886 the Tennes- 
see Company had a Capital of $3,000,000 when 
the stock was selling at not over 50 cents on 


the dollar, but that by securing control of the 
Pratt Company, the stock of the Tennessee 
Company has vbeon iucreased to $7,000,000 and 
is now selling at over 80 cents on the dollar, 
and that the increased value of the entire 
property is due to the acquiring of the Pratt 
property. Mr. Inman further says that he 
never exercised influence or control over the 
Tennessee Company during all the time com- 
plained of. William M. Duncan was a Director 
and member of the Executive Committee and 
Mr. Dunean says his was the paramount in- 
fluence. In answer to the charge that he was 
the financial agent of the company, Mr. Inman 
says: “The fact is thatin 1881 I did receive 
the appointment of financial agent for New- 
York.. Inever, however, assumed or exercised 
the duties of the position.” 

In reference to the purchase of the Pratt 
Company’s stock, Mr. Inman says: ‘‘In what L 
did, I, so far as concerns my interest, took all 
the risk, made all the outlay, and, if I had seen 
tit to do so, I had the right toretain all the ben- 
efita. [Twas under no obligation to permit or 
to make the arrangement with the ‘Tennessee 
Company or its stockholders which was subse- 
quentiy made.” 

Mr. Inman denies almost all the allegations 
made in the complaint. He says that his 
profit from the purchase of the Pratt Company 
was less than $145,0Vv0 at the then market 
value of the securities received. In regard to 
$100,000 worth of stock which he received in 
compromise of a contract made and not carried 
out for the erection of three blast furnaces, he 
says that he was not liable to the company in 
any amount by reason of that transaction.

These sales embrace the entire plant, not merely 
a controlling interest, and the price, while not 
yet definitely announced, is understood to be

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HILL’s ACTION IN THE CASES OF 
‘ STONE AND M’CARTHY. 


ALBANY, Feb. 3.—On Friday Gov. Hill com- 
muted the sentence of the colored jockey, John 
M. Stone, who killed Henry Miller, a Coney 
Island bartender, from the death penalty to 
imprisonment for life. Twelve jurors passed 
upon Stone’s guilt and the courts affirmed their 
verdict. The case received extra consideration 
by the Court of Appeals, and the judgment was 
affirmed by it. Judge Ruger rehearses the case 
at length in his brief. He tells how Stone sent a 


woman to the saloon where Miller was bartender 
for beer and of her bringing back the wrong 
change; that Stone went to the barroom anil 
received the difference due him; how ho looked 
at & revolver early In the evening, aa later on 
returned and purchased it; how, with a com- 
panion, he entered the saloon, and, when it was 
empty with the exception of the bartender. 
Stone, and his companion, he shot Milier dead, 
and as to the identification of the prisoner by 
three persons as he came out of the saloon. 
The Judge says that the competency or hon- 
esty of the witnesses was not questioned, 
and cites the fact that when Stono was arrested 
and before being informed for what he was in 
custody he asked the officer, “Is the Dutohman 
much hurt?” In conclusion Judge Ruger says: 

“ We have given to the case & more careful and 
deliberate consideration than we otherwise shouid, 
owing to the able and earnest argument of the 
prisoner’s counsel and hia apparent conviction that 
injustice had been done the defendant on the trial. 
However, after a pationt and therongh examiia- 
tion of the circumstances of the case, We are un- 
able to discover any sullicient reason to supposo 
that the defendant was in any respect unfairly 
dealt with on the trial.” 

Five of the Judges coincided with the views 
of Judge Ruger. Judges Peckham and Gray 
dissented on points in the Judge’s charge to the 
jury. Gov. Hill gives as the reason for his act: 
“On the recommenation of Judge Moore, be- 
fore whom he was tried.” 

Gov. Hill has pardoned William McCarthy, 
who was serving out a sentence in Dannemora 
for manslaughter. McCarthy, while sn ofticer, 
fatally shot Richard Doring, a popular young 
man of West Troy, as he was entering his home. 
McCarthy was in citizen’s clothes, and com- 
manded Doring to hait. The latter broke into 
arun, when the officer fired and Doring fell or 
his own door step.
